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FOREWORD 


he original edition of The Red-Green Axis: Refugees, Immigration and the 

Agenda to Erase America, published by the Center for Security Policy 
Press in July 2015, provided a detailed and carefully documented 
examination of the networks of hard-left foundations, government agencies 
and non-profit organizations involved in the immigration and refugee 
resettlement business. And “business” it is—a big and massively funded 
business, at that. 

As author James Simpson revealed in that monograph—including 
through a series of charts and graphs packed with data—this network has 
enabled massive numbers of third-world immigrants to be able to enter and 
reside in the United States, in the process impacting the nation’s 
demographics, laws, national character, and the very foundational principles 
on which our Republic was established. Among these waves of newcomers 
have been many from Muslim countries with a tradition of sharia- 
supremacism who have no inclination to assimilate but every incentive to 
take advantage of America’s generous system of welfare benefits. Some, 
particularly from among Somali expatriate communities, have even turned 
America into a wellspring for jihadism, with some of its recruits becoming 
suicide bombers overseas. 

The Center is pleased now to present Jim Simpson’s follow-on study, 
The Red-Green Axis 2.0: An Existential Threat to America and the World. This 
monograph explores the identity and ambitions of the forces behind these 
networks. He describes them as the “Red” and the “Green”—two factions that 
are joined temporarily in a mutually opportunistic alliance to overwhelm, 
corrupt, and collapse our system. 

The “Red” part of this unlikely and unholy alliance are the communists, 
Marxists, and socialists who not only increasingly define the left in America 
but have, for all intents and purposes, taken over the Democratic Party. The 
“Green” (acolor that holds particular symbolism in Islam) refers to the forces 
of the global Islamic Jihad, whose U.S. vanguard is the Muslim Brotherhood 
and its political umbrella group, the U.S. Council of Muslim Organizations 
(USCMO). 

The Red-Green Axis is strategic, as well as opportunistic. It takes 
advantage of and melds the cultural factors, strengths, and tactics of both of 
its core ideological elements. For example, as Simpson notes, “...The Council 
on American Islamic Relations (CAIR) now supports Black Lives Matter 
(BLM) and participates in its protests. The American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) and the Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC) also work with BLM, 
CAIR, and open borders groups.” 


The evolving Red-Green axis’ impact on the fabric of American life has 
been, as intended, nothing less than devastating. Government budgets, 
facilities and personnel at every level are overwhelmed—financially, in the 
courts and schools, at our hospitals and clinics, and on the streets where local 
law enforcement struggles to cope with the onslaught of criminality, 
including the wave of unfamiliar sharia crimes like domestic abuse, 
Female Genital Mutilation, and honor killings. 

As if these manifestations of the Red-Green agenda were not sufficiently 
ominous, they are generally accompanied by rhetorical attacks aimed at 
silencing and suppressing—if not actually destroying—anyone who opposes 
that agenda. Defamatory charges of “Islamophobia,” “racism,” and “bigotry” 
are typically leveled by self-appointed arbiters for the purpose of obscuring 
their assaults on the founding vision and core institutions of our 
constitutional republic. 

We know where such behavior takes us. Freedom of speech here in the 
United States is increasingly facing the sorts of compulsions to self- 
censorship and even outright restrictions on expression now operating 
in Europe—where speaking truth about migrants or sharia can land a 
citizen in court, or even jail. This coercive program is very much 
choreographed among the Red-Green players, who seem ever more 
brazen in their supremacist programs, exhibiting overtly antisemitic, 
communist, and _ globalist proclivities and otherwise working for the 
destruction of the Westphalian nation-state system and of Western 
civilization overall. 

In this new volume, investigative reporter, public speaker, 
and freedom-fighter Jim Simpson delves deeply into such phenomena. 
He identifies the key players and their goals, their allies, and the funders 
that are behind the existential threat posed to the very fabric of our 
American society by barely vetted, poorly managed and _largely 
unchecked volumes of immigration—especially in the absence of 
any requirement that its beneficiaries assimilate and be self-sufficient.

INTRODUCTION 


American Communists, Socialists and other brands of "progressives", 

ie, the Red, and the forces of the Islamic jihad, the Green—so named 
because the color green carries much symbolism in Islam, and most Muslim 
nations feature green in flags, emblems, and other identifiers. Its collective 
goal is to alter and undermine our national character, traditions, and laws so 
much that it can overthrow our Constitutional republican form of 
government without firing a shot. 

The alliance allows each to take advantage of the tactics, strategies, and 
cultural features of the other, and mobilizes a vastly larger number of people. 
For example, the Council on American-Islamic Relations (CAIR) now 
supports Black Lives Matter (BLM) and participates in its protests. The 
American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) and the Southern Poverty Law Center 
(SPLC) also work with BLM, CAIR, and open borders groups. 

Immigration is one of the Red-Green Axis's most effective tools. Under 
the banner of "compassion," it advocates for open borders and endless waves 
of refugees, asylum seekers, and other third-world immigrants to stress 
government budgets at all levels, overburden communities with medical, 
language, crime, welfare, and other burdens, while rhetorically and 
sometimes physically attacking those who object, calling opponents "racists," 
"bigots," "xenophobes," and the latest innovation, "Islamophobes." 

None of the Axis claims has any basis in reality. There are, and always 
will be racists, bigots, etc., but they are usually not the ones being targeted. 
The Left's purpose is to vilify, marginalize and ultimately destroy anyone 
who challenges any aspect of its agenda, and it focuses its venom primarily 
on such people and groups. Since the election of President Trump in 2016, 
the violent left, represented by groups like Antifa as well as openly 
antisemitic and socialist elements of the Democratic Party (dominated by the 
Democratic Socialists of America-DSA), has become the increasingly ugly 
public face of the Axis. 

It is fair to say that immigration is among the top issues threatening 
America today. Following the election of Donald Trump, the Left revealed the 
true magnitude of its interest in this issue with the unprecedented tidal wave 
of opposition it has erected to block all aspects of the Trump immigration 
agenda. Itis unprecedented and truly frightening in its flagrant defiance of a 
duly elected president and utter disregard for our nation's laws and 
Constitution—especially from blatantly partisan jurists and political leaders. 
They have literally fomented a constitutional crisis. 


Te Red-Green Axis is a collusion between the Democratic Party, 
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This crisis is much further along in Europe and is a canary in the coal 
mine that we ignore at our mortal peril. Hungarian Prime Minister Viktor 
Orban summarized it well in a 2016 speech, quoted in part below: 


Europe is not free. Because freedom begins with speaking the 
truth. Today in Europe it is forbidden to speak the truth. Even 
if it is made of silk, a muzzle is a muzzle. It is forbidden to say 
that those arriving are not refugees, but that Europe is 
threatened by migration. It is forbidden to say that tens of 
millions are ready to set out in our direction. It is forbidden to 
say that immigration brings crime and terror to our countries. 
It is forbidden to point out that the masses arriving from other 
civilizations endanger our way of life, our culture, our customs 
and our Christian traditions. It is forbidden to point out that 
those who arrived earlier have already built up their own new, 
separate world for themselves, with its own laws and ideals, 
which is forcing apart the thousand-year-old structure of 
Europe. It is forbidden to point out that this is not an accidental 
and unintentional chain of consequences, but a preplanned and 
orchestrated operation; a mass of people directed towards us. 
It is forbidden to say that in Brussels they are concocting 
schemes to transport foreigners here as quickly as possible and 
to settle them here among us. It is forbidden to point out that 
the purpose of settling people here is to reshape the religious 
and cultural landscape of Europe, and to reengineer its ethnic 
foundations—thereby eliminating the last barrier to 
internationalism: the nation-states. It is forbidden to say that 
Brussels is now stealthily devouring more and more slices of 
our national sovereignty, and that in Brussels many are now 
making a plan for a United States of Europe—for which no one 
has ever given authorization. 


In pursuing an open borders agenda, the leftwing true believers' 
towering arrogance is only matched, or perhaps exceeded, by their 
ignorance. For they seem not to be aware that the fifty-plus year effort to 
overwhelm our nation with populations indifferent or hostile to the 
concepts, institutions, and legal framework that have made our country the 
greatest in the world, is a strategy pursued by their fellow leftists to 
undermine and ultimately destroy it. America is the last hope against a 
worldwide movement bent on totalitarian control. If successful, they will 
throw the world into an economic and societal cataclysm worse than any in 
history, and most of them won't survive. 

When I sat down to write the first edition of The Red-Green Axis, my 
charge was to produce a 2,500-word report detailing the refugee 
resettlement program, its funding, and agenda. But that was nowhere near 
enough to describe the depth, breadth, and sheer complexity of this multi- 
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agency goliath and its pernicious agenda. When I finally finished, the piece 
was ten times that size. 

Even that wasn't enough, and over the few years since, more and more 
has been revealed. This has been a slow process. To catalog the issues 
immigrants and refugees create is overwhelming, even though the evidence 
is right before our eyes. For example, accurate data on individuals we allow 
to immigrate is obscured once they are here. Media and government seek to 
hide, rather than expose immigration status when these people commit 
crimes. It doesn't jibe with the "diversity is our strength" mantra. They have 
to really distinguish themselves with some heinous act to warrant mention. 

Here's one who did—but even then, it wasn't the media that uncovered 
the truth. On Halloween day in 2017, we were treated to the spectacle of 
Uzbek immigrant Sayfullo Saipov murdering eight and wounding twelve 
people by running them down with a truck on the walkway bordering New 
York City's West Side Highway. The next morning, President Trump tweeted 
that Saipov was a Diversity Visa lottery winner. Trump also correctly 
identified Democratic New York Senator Chuck Schumer as a co-sponsor of 
the 1990 Immigration Act, which codified the Diversity Visa and many other 
bad additions to immigration law.

Saipov was inspired by Islamic State (IS) guidance to use vehicles as 
weapons in imitation of the 2016 Nice, France, Bastille Day attack, where a 
Tunisian truck driver mowed down pedestrians, murdering 86, including 10 
children, and injuring another 458.2 Saipov said he wanted to kill as many 
people as possible. He asked to hang an IS flag in his hospital room.? But 
without the Trump tweet, it would have been a while before the truth about 
this migrant surfaced. [Note: the more familiar acronym ISIS, ie, Islamic 
State in Iraq and al-Sham, changed its name to simply Islamic State in June 
2014 to mark its expansion beyond its original territory of origin; it has been 
IS ever since.] 
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Under President Trump's administration, information has been more 
forthcoming. During the Obama administration, it was practically impossible 
to learn the immigration status of foreigners who committed crimes or acts 
of terrorism. Refugee agencies and media relentlessly claimed that "no 
refugee has ever been involved in terrorism." In the last few years we have 
had a number of notable examples of terrorist refugees, so then they said "no 
one has ever been killed by a refugee." That is false, but the short casualty list 
wasn't for lack of trying. Here are some of the more notable refugee attacks 
in the past few years: 


e November 2012, Abdullatif Ali Aldosary — murdered fellow 
employee, bombed Asocial security office;4 

e =© April 2013, Dzhokhar and Tamerlan Tsarnaev — Boston Marathon 
Bombers, killed four and wounded hundreds; 

e November 2016, Abdul Razak Ali Artan — launched car and knife 
attack at Ohio State University, wounding 11. Killed by police;s 

e September 2016, Ahmad Khan Rahami — injured 31 in bombings 
in New York and New Jersey;¢ 

e September 2016, Dahir Adan — 9 injured in Minnesota mall knife 
attack; Adan shot by off-duty policeman.’ 


Many more refugees have attempted to commit terrorist acts but were 
caught first. The Heritage Foundation compiled a meticulous list of FBI- 
confirmed post-9/11 terror plots and attacks, now numbering 104. 8 
Following the election of President Trump, news blackouts on refugee 
terrorism were lifted. Federal law enforcement officials revealed that 300 
refugees were the subject of terrorism investigations, as part of a larger 
group of 1,000 that were under suspicion.? 

This second edition of the Red-Green Axis delves deeply into the 
immigration/refugee resettlement issue to catalog not only the breadth and 
depth of the program and its supporters, but to expose the massive problems 
and cultural changes that have been created, I believe deliberately, as the key 
element in the Axis agenda to erase America as we know it. 


DIVERSITY IS NOT OUR STRENGTH 


"The problem with Ireland? It's 'Too Irish'"—Michael Walsh 


elites toward Western nations. To paraphrase, "The problem with 

America? It's too White." This rhetorical attack on traditional America 
is now a regular feature in the media, in protests by Antifa, Black Lives 
Matter, and other hard Left groups, and on college campuses. Many colleges 
now require training for teachers and students on "White Privilege," a 
concept created and promoted in the late 1960s by a member of the most 
hard-core branch of the Communist Party USA.1° On December 24, 2016, 
Drexel University professor George Chiccariello tweeted, "All I Want for 
Christmas is White Genocide."1! 

This is the logical endpoint to the "Diversity is Our Strength," narrative 
that has become a cause célébre and tiresome slogan among the liberal 
establishment. But is diversity really our strength? Anyone who has to deal 
with our increasingly "diverse" society up close knows it isn't. It is a major 
weakness. In fact, itis creating major crises as wave after wave of third-world 
immigrants flood American communities nationwide. Even setting aside the 
toxic cultural differences among the many diverse populations, the day-to- 
day problems of dealing with them are overwhelming our institutions and 
state and local government budgets. 

There are now over 400 languages spoken in the U.S.12 Courts, first 
responders, teachers and the community must deal with languages from 
every corner of the globe, including many unknown languages like 
Kirundi (from Burundi), Dzonkha (from Bhutan), Cushitic (spoken in parts of 
Kenya, Tanzania, and the Sudan), Amharic (from Ethiopia), and other 
heretofore unknown dialects.13 Some of the Central American illegal alien 
minors resettled throughout the United States under the Unaccompanied 
Alien Children (UAC) program speak heretofore unknown remote highland 
village dialects. 

The Department of Labor now offers instructions for filing labor 
complaints in ten languages: Spanish, Chinese, Korean, Polish, Tagalog, Thai, 
Russian, Vietnamese, Haitian Creole and Somali.14 What happens when those 
speaking the other 390 languages want to complain? They can make a 
legitimate case that DOL is violating their civil rights. At the same time, the 
need to provide signs in multiple languages mocks the legal requirement for 
those seeking citizenship to speak English. 

K-12 English Language Learner (ELL) public school programs are 
overwhelmed as education budgets explode to handle the influx. For 
example, following is a list of languages spoken by students in Portland, 


Te introductory quote sums up in one sentence the views of leftwing 
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Oregon public schools: Akan, Albanian, Amharic, Arabic, Bengali, Bosnian, 
Bulgarian, Burmese, Cambodian, Canjobal, Cantonese, Cebuano, Chamorro, 
Chuukese, Creole, Czech, Danish, Dinka, Dutch, non-standard English, Ewe, 
Farsi, Fijian, Filipino, French, Fulbe, German, Guatemalan, Hebrew, Hindi, 
Hmong, Island Carib, Italian, Japanese, Kannada, Karen, Khmer, 
Kinyarwanda, Kirundi, Korean, Kurdish, Lao, Lingala, Mandarin, Marshallese, 
Mayan, Mien, Nepali, Oromo, Palauan, Pashto, Persian, Pohnpeian, 
Portuguese, Romanian, Russian, Saho, Sango, Spanish, Somali, Sonsoroles, 
Swahili, Tagalog, Tamil, Telugu, Thai, Tibetan, Tigrinya, Tonga, Turkish, 
Ukrainian, Urdu, Vietnamese, Visayan and more—over 85 languages in all.15 

English language learner classes frequently have no instructors 
knowledgeable on the numerous languages. Some school districts are being 
sued for not providing needed instruction to such students. For example, 
ACLU sued the state of California for not adequately providing such 
instruction. The Obama administration Justice Department joined the suit 
despite the fact that the federal government is largely to blame for this 
mess, 16 

Table 1 provides a list of a few school districts showing the size of their 
ELL programs and the number of languages spoken by students trying to 
learn English:

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Costs of managing these diverse languages and the number of students 
needing ELL have skyrocketed. For example, in 2001, approximately 5,000 
Somalis and other refugee immigrants migrated from Georgia to Lewiston, 
MN, following the discovery that Maine was the most generous welfare state 
in the nation. As a result, Lewiston's ELL budget has increased 4,000 percent 
since the year 2000.17 In FY 2017, Lewiston's ELL budget was $3,204,795, or 
$2,130 per student, increasing the total cost for ELL students by 18 percent 
over the basic cost ($11,899) for students in Lewiston schools.1819 

But that only captures part of the cost. ELL students also are enrolled in 
special needs and free lunch programs. For example, in Portland, Oregon, 
17.8 percent of ELL students were also identified to have special needs 
during the 2015-2017 school years.20 Fewer than 1 percent were identified 
as gifted and talented, while fewer than half of all Portland ELL students 
made progress in learning English during that period.?1 

In Minneapolis, Minnesota, 93 percent of ELL students qualify for its 
free or reduced cost lunch program, and 13.6 percent qualify for special 
education.22 According to a 2015 report, in Holyoke, Massachusetts, where 
29.2 percent of the student body requires ELL, 95.9 percent come from low 
income households and 33.6 percent need special education. In the state of 
Massachusetts, 80.5 percent of ELLs live in low-income households and 25.1 
percent require special ed.23 Throughout the U.S., 14.7 percent of the ELL 
population requires special ed.24 

In 2014, former Lynn, Massachusetts mayor Judith Flanagan Kennedy 
summed up the problem: 


This year, I have had to increase my school department budget 
9.3 percent and have had to cut all of my other city budgets 
between 2 percent and 5 percent to make up for the influx of 
the unaccompanied children and the surge.?5 


It's gotten to the point where the school system is 
overwhelmed, our health department is overwhelmed, the 
city's budget is being ... altered [to] accommodate all of these 
admissions. ... The way this is going, Lynn looks like a 
microcosm of the United States, in that we have been filled to 
capacity and we can't take any more without having the people 
who are already here suffer.26 


It has only gotten worse since. 

The significant barriers to learning created by so many different 
languages heavily impacts school ratings. Former Manchester, New 
Hampshire, Mayor Ted Gatsas complained that 82 different languages are 
spoken at Central High, a school of 2,200 pupils. English illiteracy among 
immigrants is killing Manchester’s public school ratings. 

This is borne out by ratings for the state's schools. Manchester's West 
High School is rated lowest in the state, and the other three Manchester high 
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schools rank near the bottom.2” Students complain that classrooms smell. 
Similarly, Manchester's four middle schools rate in the bottom 11, with 
Southside Middle School dead last in the state.28 Among New Hampshire’s 
231 elementary schools, Manchester hosts 6 of the 10 worst, according to 
rating website Schooldigger.com.?9 

The increasingly diverse student population creates conflict as students 
from widely differing cultures are forced together in overcrowded schools 
where the usual stresses of striving for an education are multiplied. Add to 
that the health, language, and other issues they bring, and you have a recipe 
for chaos. 

Such problems are being swept under the rug by both school 
administrators and the media, but a few examples have made national news. 
As reported on March 13, 2018: 


MINNEAPOLIS — Safety concerns arise as violence continues 
to escalate at Southwest High School. On top of an already 
failing administration, Southwest High School staff are 
struggling to maintain peace between students. Last Friday, 
March 2, multiple fights broke out during the school’s second 
lunch period. Despite attempts to sweep the issue under the 
rug and downplay the violence, persistent students and 
parents forced the administration to address the situation.3° 


Finally, Muslim immigrants are being told by their leaders not to 
assimilate. These are very explicit instructions and have been repeated 
publicly by numerous, high profile Islamic leaders in the U.S. Linda Sarsour, 
the hard-core leftist, sharia-adherent Muslim who has gained fame and 
notoriety for her deliberately inflammatory language, said in a public forum 
on July 1, 2017: 


Our number one and top priority is to protect and defend our 
community. It is not to assimilate and to please any other 
people in authority. Our obligation is to our young people, is to 
our women, to make sure our women are protected in our 
community, and our top priority, even higher than all those 
priorities, is to please Allah and only Allah ...31 


Brigitte Gabriel of Act for America and Ayaan Hirsi Ali have spoken out 
bravely against the virulent aspects of Islamic law (called sharia), such as the 
barbaric practice of Female Genital Mutilation (FGM). In response, Linda 
Sarsour tweeted about them, as follows:32 
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Ge Linda Sarsour 2» Follow 


Brigitte Gabriel= Ayaan Hirsi Ali. She's asking 4 


an a$$ whippin'. | wish | could take their vaginas 
away - they don't deserve to be women. 


Ali, a Somali native and former member of the Dutch Parliament, lost 
her friend and colleague, Theo Van Gogh, who was murdered by a Muslim in 
broad daylight on the street in Amsterdam. He and Ali had co-produced a film 
describing the treatment of women in Islam. A death threat addressed to Ali 
was pinned to Van Gogh's chest with a knife. 

Ata 2017 U.S. Senate hearing, Ali stated, "Islam is part religion, and part 
a political-military doctrine, the part that is a political doctrine contains a 
worldview, a system of laws and a moral code that is totally incompatible 
with our constitution, our laws, and our way of life."33 

Diversity is clearly not our strength, but our PC culture is afraid to 
articulate that indisputable fact for fear of being labeled "bigot." As usual, by 
misrepresenting "diversity" as a good thing, and aggressively smearing 
anyone who objects, the Left has manipulated language to advance its 
agenda. 

Ironically, in one way they are correct, because diversity very much is 
the Left's strength. Whenever the Left talks about "our," "us," or "we," they 
want us to think it applies universally, when in fact it applies only to them 
and is destructive for the rest of us. But if we don't adopt the language 
nonetheless, we will be pilloried as "racists," "bigots," "xenophobes," etc. 

Diversity will slowly give the Left the one-party state it seeks if it isn't 
stopped. Diversity is indeed their strength. And it is so because Demographics 
is Destiny. 


Demographics Is Destiny 


America is being undermined by a tidal wave of immigration. Federal 
agencies collaborate with multinational entities and thousands of liberal 
organizations to bring in people from all over the world under a universe of 
immigration programs, while so-called “Volunteer Agencies” (VOLAGs), and 
hundreds of small tax-exempt organizations, are remunerated handsomely 
with taxpayer dollars to resettle and assist refugees, asylum seekers and 
other similar groups. It has turned into a multi-billion-dollar industry. 
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The Left, represented politically by the Democratic Party, and its 
establishment enablers in the business community and GOP have engaged in 
along term project to change America by changing its people. The Left seeks 
power above all else, and while we all debate the wisdom of this or that 
policy, and businesses benefit from cheap foreign labor—both legal and 
illegal—the Left has gradually been importing enough people to permanently 
change voting demographics in its favor. 

It is indisputable that this is the primary goal of open-borders policies 
and the reason the Left is so fanatically fighting President Trump on all 
aspects of immigration. Immediately following the 2018 election, members 
of Democracy Alliance—a secretive group of billionaire leftist funders, 
including George Soros and Tom Steyer—met in Washington, DC to discuss 
how demographic changes impacted the 2018 election in their favor and 
what they must do to capitalize on them for 2020.34 But this was not the first 
time. Prior to the 2008 election, Democrat insiders John Podesta, Andrew 
Stern, and Anna Burger wrote a secret memo to these same billionaire 
leftists. As stated in the memo (emphasis theirs): 


Ensure that Demographics is Destiny. An "emerging 
progressive majority’ is a realistic possibility in terms of 
demographic and voting patterns. But it is incomplete in terms 
of organizing and political work. Women, communities of color, 
and highly educated professionals are core parts of the 
progressive coalition. Nationally, and in key battleground 
states, their influence is growing. Latinos and young voters are 
quickly solidifying in this coalition as well. But many of these 
voters are new to the process. All of these groups--in addition 
to working class voters and independents picked up in 2006-- 
will require significant long-term engagement in order to keep 
them reliably on our side.35 


This goal was publicly repeated in a 2009 speech by Socialist labor 
leader Eliseo Medina, one of the most influential open-borders advocates in 
the U.S. Assuming the oft-repeated low-ball estimate of about 12 million 
illegals in the U.S., Medina said: 


We in the last election had the largest turnout of Latino voters 
in our history. And everything tells us these voters fully intend 
on becoming engaged into elections in the future... Number 
one: if we are to expect this electorate to win, the progressive 
community needs to solidly be on the side of immigrants. Let 
us solidify and expand the progressive coalition for the future... 
Number two, we reform the immigration laws, it puts 12 
million on the path to citizenship and eventually voters. Can 
you imagine if we have even the same ratio [as Obama got] two 
out of three, if we had 8 million new voters that care about our 
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issues and would be voting, we would create a governing 
coalition for the long-term, not just for an election cycle.36 


Consider that we now know the illegal population exceeds 20 million 
and could be as high as 30 million or more.” That translates to 14-20 million 
new Democrats. But this agenda precedes Medina by decades. Every year 
since the 1980s, the U.S. government allows approximately 1 million 
immigrants to become legal permanent residents (LPR) in the United States. 
In FY 2017, the latest data available, we imported 1,127,167.38 And while 
advocates will say we need these people to supplement a shrinking labor 
force, in 2016 only about 12 percent of LPRs immigrated for employment 
reasons. Most of the others arrive under family reunification programs, and 
this is typical 39 For the most part we are not importing people for 
employment reasons. A sane legal immigration policy would allow in only 
those needed to cover shortfalls in critical employment fields, approximately 
150,000 annually at present. 

Additionally, among those obtaining permanent resident status are 
people from countries very unfriendly to the U.S. About 150,000 emigrate 
annually from Muslim majority countries. About 180,000 emigrated in FY 
2016, President Obama's last year in office. An even greater number emigrate 
from communist countries; on average, about 220,000 a year. Of these, the 
most significant is the People's Republic of China. About 76,000 Chinese 
nationals receive LPR status annually, and this has been true since at least 
2008. From the communist and Muslim nations, then, the U.S. is receiving 
about 400,000 legal immigrants per year.” Given the conditions in many of 
those nations, you can be confident that some do represent a threat of 
terrorism, espionage, sabotage, influence operations or all of the above. 

California, for example, has become a haven for Chinese espionage. 
Many of the Chinese nationals awarded immigrant and non-immigrant visas 
have actually turned out to be spies. In one case, Chinese intelligence officers 
working out of China’s San Francisco Consulate bussed in between 6,000 and 
8,000 Chinese students in California on J-Visas (for scholars, professors and 
exchange visitors) to disrupt an anti-Chinese government rally in San 
Francisco held by members of the Chinese Falun Gong religious group, 
Tibetan, and Uighur dissidents and others.#0 

The Chinese communists have been infiltrating spies into the U.S. for 
fifty years. Currently, there are approximately 25,000 Chinese spies in the

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U.S.; 5,000 of these came in after 2012 as students, businessmen, or 
immigrants. According to national defense expert Bill Gertz, another 18,000 
Americans of various ethnic groups including Chinese have been recruited 
by Chinese intelligence. So, we're looking at the possibility for over 40,000 
Chinese espionage agents and spies in the U.S.41 

The annual influx of 76,000 Chinese provides a large pool of recruits for 
specific operations, like the San Francisco protest or for other nefarious 
purposes. While many may come here for legitimate reasons, Chinese 
intelligence knows who they are and where they are, and can be called on at 
any time, whether they like it or not. U.S.-based Chinese intelligence 
operatives threaten to retaliate against relatives still in China if they don't 
comply.#2 

It boggles the mind that U.S. legislators and bureaucrats overseeing 
immigration and national security policy are so utterly ignorant about 
Communism and Communist tactics that they would allow enemy nations a 
virtual open door to the U.S. Or perhaps they do understand and let them in 
anyway, which is even scarier. With all the demands for open borders and 
"compassion" toward illegal aliens, migrants and legal immigrants, one never 
asks why China and Russia don't share this compassion. Why don't these 
open border advocates ever demand China and Russia open their borders, 
since so many are openly sympathetic to communism and communist 
causes? If communist countries create such a paradise, why not? 

So, we are getting over 1 million legal immigrants per year, with an 
unquantifiable number of bad actors among them. And those are the legal 
ones. It has been estimated that when illegals are included, President 
Obama's policies may have boosted total immigration during his last year in 
office to as high as 1.8 million.4 We all witnessed the Obama administration’s 
unconstitutional encouragement to illegal aliens through his Deferred Action 
for Childhood Arrivals (DACA) and Deferred Action for Parents of Arrivals 
(DAPA) programs. DAPA was ended by court order, but DACA remains in 
place. 

Obama even violated federal law by granting $310 million in taxpayer 
money to the Vera Institute of Justice to assist illegal minors battling 
extradition. While illegals can get representation in court, they cannot get 
federal money to help their cases.44 The Vera Institute is a non-profit that 
focuses on criminal justice issues. Its 2016 revenues claimed $69 million, of 
which $59.2 million were government grants.‘5 The Institute has received 
$6.5 million from George Soros Open Society foundations and $16.8 million 
from the Ford Foundation since 2000.46 Both foundations are central to the 
open borders agenda. 

Candidate Donald Trump promised to end DACA his first day in office, 
and his pledges on this and other immigration issues was one of the primary 
reasons he won the 2016 election. President Trump did take action on DACA 
in September of 2017, suspending the program and ordering Congress to find 
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a legislative solution by March of 2018. He did not, however, begin to deport 
DACA enrollees, and indicated that he would like to find a solution for them. 
With hostile court actions and a Congress unwilling to act, the program 
remains in place. 

Enforcement on the border, however, increased almost immediately 
with the appointment of Senator Jeff Sessions (R-AL) as Attorney General. In 
2016, Obama's last year in office, Customs and Border Protection 
apprehended 563,204 illegal aliens along the Southwest border. In the 
months before the election, border apprehensions skyrocketed as illegals 
attempted to slip in ahead of the elections. In the months following the 
election however, apprehensions plummeted. This is dramatically illustrated 
in Chart 1 below. Between October 2016 and April 2017, apprehensions 
declined 76 percent as fewer attempted to cross the border.

During the rest of FY 2017, however, border crossings slowly rose again 
as it became apparent that illegal immigration was not going to be impeded 
by the Trump administration, despite its best efforts. The Left's blanket 
"resistance," with repeated lawsuits by open borders organizations 
accommodated by blocks on Trump border policies from leftwing activist 
judges, Democratic governors declaring sanctuary states and removing 
National Guard troops from the border, have brought border crossings to 
record levels as of this writing. The Department of Homeland Security 
expects 100,000 in March 2019.47 That is the equivalent of two US cities. DHS 
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has projected 1 million illegal alien apprehensions for the year. Because of 
catch and release, most of these will not go home. 

As the result of partisan judicial intervention, overcrowded holding 
facilities and a defiant bureaucracy still seeded with many Obama holdovers, 
the Trump administration has been forced to continue Obama 
administration "catch and release" policies. 48 Illegal aliens are being 
transported by air and bus from facilities along the border to undisclosed 
locations within the U.S, accompanied by personnel from the Department of 
Health and Human Services, which oversees the Unaccompanied Alien 
Children (UAC) program. 4? So this burgeoning, secretive open-borders 
agenda is being facilitated by the federal government with your tax dollars, 
and has been for years. 


Illegal Alien Population 


And those are the ones we caught. The Border Patrol claims its 
apprehension rate from 2012 to 2018 has averaged 75.8 percent.‘ It is 
impossible to know, really. Other sources claim the apprehension rate could 
be 30 percent or lower. But giving them the benefit of the doubt and applying 
that rate to all Southwest Border apprehensions between FY 2012 and 2018, 
over 820,000 illegals avoided capture. Thus, using DHS's own statistics, at 
least 100,000 illegal border crossers per year sneak in successfully. 

As mentioned earlier, the current illegal population is much more likely 
to be 20-30 million or more, not the absurdly low "official" estimate of 12.1 
million.51 In 2005, Bear Stearns estimated the illegal alien population at 
roughly 20 million based on telltale evidence like increases in remittances to 
foreign countries, school enrollments and use of social services among 
border states.52 A recent report by three Ivy League scholars estimates the 
current illegal alien population in the U.S. at 22.1 million, with an upward 
boundary of 30 million.53 Recall that Obama’s DHS was printing 34 million 
green cards and work permits to accommodate his “executive amnesty.”54 
Why would they need that many? 

With numbers like these, it is apparent why the Left puts so much 
emphasis on immigration, and especially amnesty for illegals. DACA 
recipients total about 800,000, and they are a subset of a much larger group 
of aliens, some illegal, some children of illegals, whom the media has dubbed 
"DREAMers." The acronym is short for the Development, Relief, and 
Education for Alien Minors (DREAM) Act. It is longstanding legislation that 
has already been passed in some form by certain states. It provides, among 
other things, in-state tuition for resident illegals, who then compete with 
resident students for openings at public universities and colleges. 

Federal legislation, which includes amnesty, has been proposed 
repeatedly since 2001, but has not passed yet. This larger "DREAMer" 
population has been estimated to be as high as 3.6 million but given the 
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absurd underestimates of illegal aliens bandied about for so long, it could be 
much larger than that.55 

Given amnesty, this population is enough to swing votes throughout the 
nation. When families that would become eligible for legalization through 
family reunification once the DREAMer group received amnesty, the number 
would swell to four or five times that anount—enough to create a one-party 
nation in the U.S. for the foreseeable future. It is easy to see why. A 2014 
report by the Center for Immigration Studies found that 62.5 percent of 
immigrant citizens vote Democratic, while only 24.6 percent vote 
Republican. The rest were independent or unknown.5¢ 

In the 2018 midterm elections, 69 percent of Latinos voted Democrat.57 
Vast demographic changes have occurred throughout our nation as a direct 
result of this wave of legal and illegal immigration. The 2018 election showed 
many Republicans in previously safe seats winning by razor-thin margins. 

For example, deep red Texas is unlikely to remain so for long. Table 2 
shows the radical demographic changes that have occurred in the Lone Star 
State since 1980. Texas is now a minority majority state. The Hispanic 
population has increased over 300 percent since 1980, and currently exceeds 
that of whites, who were 65.7 percent of the population in 1980 but now 
comprise only 40.3 percent of the population.

The only things keeping Texas red are 1) low turnout among Hispanics 
and other minorities, and 2) a large proportion of illegal aliens, only some of 
whom attempt to vote. The "other" category almost quadrupled since 2000. 
Under President Obama, Texas surpassed California as the largest refugee 
resettlement state, which was no doubt deliberate, but many more categories 
of minority whose immigration status is not specified, make up the "other" 
numbers. 

Democrats have been engaged in a full-throated effort to register low- 
turnout minorities and immigrants in Texas for years, and even try to 
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register non-citizens, including pre-checking the U.S. Citizen box on voter 
registrations and urging non-citizens to vote.58 

California's rapid descent into third-world status is also explained by 
Table 3. The white population has actually declined as increasing taxes, 
regulation, and the massive increase in illegal aliens and their associated 
costs, have driven them out in a dramatic example of "white flight." Whites 
now comprise only 37 percent of the total population.

The state currently faces an unrecoverable combined state and local 
debt of $1.3 trillion.59 The illegal alien population literally mires the state in 
intractable problems which the liberal political establishment meets with 
ever more deficit spending. 

Despite these facts, California Governor Jerry Brown has made it worse 
by declaring California a sanctuary state, and signed numerous bills 
protecting illegal aliens, including violent felons, from being removed by 
Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE). He called opponents of his 
actions, "low-life politicians."© 

It was not always so. When the Vietnam War ended, some 130,000 
Vietnamese refugees were granted asylum in the U.S. by then President 
Gerald Ford, then Governor Jerry Brown—yes, the same one—vigorously 
opposed Vietnamese refugees coming to his state. Why? 

Brown said he had too many Hispanics already, too many on welfare, 
and too much unemployment. "There is something a little strange about 
saying, ‘Let's bring in 500,000 more people’ when we can't take care of the 1 
million [Californians] out of work," he said.* 

Brown even tried to prevent aircraft carrying Vietnamese refugees from 
landing at Travis Air Force base. According to an NPR report, "they didn't 
want these people."62 
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Brown was joined in this protest by his then Secretary of Health and 
Welfare, Mario Obledo. Obledo co-founded the Mexican American Legal 
Defense and Education Fund (MALDEF), one of the most virulent open 
borders organizations. In 1998 Obledo said, "California is going to be a 
Hispanic state and anyone who doesn’t like it should leave. If they [whites] 
don’t like Mexicans, they ought to go back to Europe.”63 

And they call the rest of us "racists." 

Many other prominent Democrats supported Brown and Obledo, 
including Joe Biden, who tried to stall refugee legislation in Congress. Liberal 
New York representative Elizabeth Holtzman said that “some of her 
constituents felt that the same assistance and compassion was not being 
shown to the elderly, unemployed and poor in this country.” 4 

Why did Democrats so adamantly oppose refugee resettlement then? 
Because those refugees were fleeing communism. And whether Democrats 
thought the Vietnamese—many of whom fought alongside U.S. forces in the 
Vietnam War—would be more likely to vote Republican, or if they were just 
turned off by the notion of anyone fleeing one of their beloved socialist states, 
is unknown. When Joe Biden finally did support refugee resettlement 
legislation in 1980, it was when the emphasis on saving victims of 
communism was no longer part of the goal. 

UCLA Professor Marcelo Suarez-Orozco has said, "Where L.A. goes is 
where the rest of the state goes and where the rest of the country goes. We 
announce, demographically speaking, the future for the rest of the country."65 

He is right. These demographic changes are occurring all over the nation 
as shown below, and will guarantee that "demographics is destiny," if 
nothing changes. The Left will get its "permanent progressive majority" and 
the U.S. will become the last domino to fall in the international socialists’ 
quest for world domination. It will throw our nation and the world into a 
depth of darkness from which it may never return.

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Migrant Caravans 


The migrant caravans of 2018 and 2019 are further evidence of the 
Left's intention to swamp the border with illegals, creating crisis after crisis. 
The caravans were not spontaneous. They were highly organized and 
assisted by multiple agencies of the United Nations and numerous leftwing 
illegal alien advocacy groups. These included two related Chicago-based 
organizations, Pueblo Sin Fronteras (People Without Borders), a project of 
La Familia Latina Unida (The United Latin Family), and Centro Sin Fronteras 
Community Services Network, which provides funding.** Reportedly, there 
are at least 100 Pueblo Sin Fronteras workers embedded with the caravan.$7 

Emma Lozano, founder of both Centro and Pueblo, is a leftwing radical 
and ironically a pastor at the Lincoln United Methodist Church in Chicago. 
She fights deportation of illegals, and wants Illinois to become, "an Immigrant 
Freedom Zone." She makes her open-borders agenda plain, "We need to 
change America, we are all America."68 

Lozano has been assisted by La Familia Latina Unida founder Elvira 
Arellano, an illegal alien who advocates for her fellow illegals. She was 
deported in 1997 but quickly returned. She was arrested again in 2002 for 
using a false social security number.*® She faced possible deportation but 
avoided it through the personal intervention of then Chicago Rep. Luis 
Gutierres and community pressure.7° 

Both Lozano and Arellano work with another radical illegal alien 
advocacy group, the League of United Latin American Citizens (LULAC).71 
Additional help was provided by the CARA Family Detention Project, which 
offers pro-bono legal help to illegals, and the Popular Assembly of Migrant 
Families, a Mexico-based group that organizes caravans.72 Reportedly, CARA 
has been coordinating caravan efforts with Pueblo Sin Fronteras from bases 
in the U.S.73 

Unsurprisingly, Centro Sin Fronteras receives donations from leftwing 
foundations, some of which get government funding. The Catholic Legal 
Immigration Network (CLINIC), which receives funding from government, 
works closely with CARA Family Detention Project, and distributes much of 
its grant money to Catholic Charities and other organizations specifically to 
assist immigrants in becoming citizens and push for amnesty.’4 CLINIC has 
received at least $2.2 million from Soros Open Society foundations since 
2002. The Ford Foundation, probably the largest supporter of open borders, 
has provided $2.9 million since 2011.75 

Centro also received over $1.5 million from the Illinois Coalition for 
Immigrant and Refugee Rights (ICIRR) between 2010 and 2012.76 ICIRR in 
turn gets 80 percent of its funding from the state of Illinois. From 2015 to 
2017 ICIRR received $15.3 million from the Illinois Department of Human 
Services and other government sources, according to IRS returns.77 Some of 
the state money likely came from the federal government's Refugee and 
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Entrant Assistance State Administered programs, one of numerous HHS 
grant programs for refugees and illegal aliens. During those same years, the 
Illinois DHS received $24.6 million through this program.78 

In an example of the Byzantine nature of the open borders agenda 
supported by your tax dollars, ICIRR distributed between $11,000 and 
$246,000 in government grant money to each of 59 separate organizations 
for "Immigrant and Refugee Rights” in 2017 alone.79 And the Left does not 
distinguish between true immigrants and illegal aliens. How much of this 
money is now being spent to assist the caravans? ICIRR's 2018 spending is 
not yet public, but it would not be surprising to see donations to Centro Sin 
Fronteras and other related organizations included. According to its 2015 tax 
return, ICIRR also "provides comprehensive services to assist Illinois’ more 
that 325,000 legal permanent residents become U.S. citizens."8° 

The National Immigration Forum has provided at least $60,000 to 
Centro Sin Fronteras. NIF describes itself as a "conservative" pro-immigrant 
organization, but gets its funding, $5.5 million in 2016, from the radical Left, 
including the Soros Open Society Foundations. 

Another extreme Left organization helping out is the National Lawyers 
Guild, labeled a Communist front by Congress decades ago when such things 
mattered to Congress. It is a subsidiary of the International Association of 
Democratic Lawyers, founded as a Soviet propaganda front. 81 NLG has 
brought volunteer attorneys to help caravan migrants with their asylum 
applications.®2 

NLG is heavily involved in the open borders movement through its 
National Immigration Project, and gets ample funding from George Soros and 
other notorious open border funders. The Ford Foundation has probably 
done more to destroy the sanctity of our borders than any other and has 
provided at least $1.3 million to NLG since 2002.83 The NLG partners with 
many open borders groups, for example CASA de Maryland, an influential 
Maryland-based tax-exempt that helps illegals avoid capture. 

The media reported with great fanfare on the mass of caravan migrants, 
estimated at anywhere between 4,000 and 12,000, walking doggedly on the 
1,000 plus mile journey to the border. But left unreported was the fact that 
the caravan trekkers made most of the trip by bus. Journalist and filmmaker 
Ami Horowitz reported directly from Mexico, where he was embedded with 
the migrants. Horowitz said that the migrants walked some of the way, but 
that, "They had chartered these, almost luxury tour busses, just dozens of 
them..."84 

Horowitz said that what struck him most was the degree of organization 
and dollars involved. "[The busses] didn't come from nothing, this isn't 
manna from Heaven. This was highly organized, chartered, and that's how 
they got this caravan... 1,000 miles across Mexico," he said. Horowitz 
estimated just the cost of providing water to the caravan it almost $1 million. 
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He added that the Mexican government did not want the caravan in Mexico, 
so it was always under police escort. 

Horowitz also revealed another major source of assistance: the United 
Nations. Horowitz said there were "numerous" UN organizations on the 
ground in Mexico, but the most prominent were the UN High Commissioner 
for Refugees (UNHCR) and the United Nations International Children's 
Emergency Fund (UNICEF). These organizations provided "an incredible 
degree of services," including mobile hospitals, children's' services and more. 
They also trained migrants how to speak to the press using words that would 
inspire sympathy and gave PowerPoint presentations explaining what to tell 
border agents in order to apply for asylum.*5 

In a phone interview, the UNHCR representative admitted that the 
UNHCR had been involved in the caravan from the beginning and 
acknowledged that part of its purpose was to "poke Trump in the eye." 
Horowitz said that the goal of all the groups involved was to "Degrade U.S. 
security... degrade U.S. sovereignty and to create this manufactured crisis, 
which they did in order to push the agenda."8¢ 

In 2016, the latest year for which data is currently available, the UNHCR 
received 38.2 percent of its operating budget from the U.S. government, and 
is State's largest multilateral partner.87 UNICEF received 24.6 percent of its 
budget from the U.S. government.® In both cases, the U.S. provides far more 
funding than any other nation. So, while thumbing their noses at us and 
deliberately using the caravans to threaten U.S. sovereignty, we taxpayers 
were paying them to do so. 

Horowitz estimated the caravans to be comprised of about 90 percent 
men. Women and children were present, but they were a small minority, no 
doubt included to boost the sympathy factor. When caravan males tried to 
storm the San Ysidro border crossing in late November 2018, the Border 
Patrol turned them back with tear gas. The presence of women and children 
caused an outcry in the media. But, in a scene reminiscent of recent border 
clashes between Israelis and Palestinians, none reported that the men thrust 
women and children forward as human shields, while they pelted the Border 
Patrol with rocks.®° 

Every single migrant interviewed by Horowitz said that they joined the 
caravan for economic reasons. Not one cited danger or violence at home. The 
caravans were organized to challenge the Trump administration's border 
policies and were designed to bring the issue front and center in time for the 
election. 

The migrant caravans are also complicating an already difficult job for 
border agencies. Preoccupied with those attempting to cross, they cannot 
simultaneously protect the more remote areas of the border, leaving many 
opportunities for drug smugglers and terrorists to enter the U.S. 
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The Red-Green Axis is openly assisting the caravan. In December of 
2018, CAIR announced it intends to amass activists in San Diego to support 
the caravans: 


December 10, representatives of chapters of the Council on 
American-Islamic Relations (CAIR), the nation’s largest Muslim 
civil rights and advocacy organization, will join hundreds of 
other faith leaders from around the nation ata solidarity action 
for asylum seekers at the U.S.-Mexico border in San Diego as 
part of the “Love Knows No Borders: A Moral Call for Migrant 
Justice” mobilization, organized by the American Friends 
Service Committee (AFSC).°° [Emphasis theirs. ] 


The AFSC is a nominally Quaker group with ties to the Communist Party 
USA and its Soviet overseers going back to the 1920s. AFSC has also formed 
an alliance with MECHA, the radical Latino group whose goal is to retake 
portions of the Southwest sold by Mexico to the U.S. in 1848.91 

Even without the caravans, however, the Southwest border 
apprehension statistics cited earlier show that at least 10-12,000 are coming 
to the border every week separately. We are being overwhelmed. DHS 
Secretary Kirstjen Nielsen has estimated that in 2019 we will face 1 million 
illegal aliens crossing the border.® It is nothing less than an invasion, and as 
with Europe, one manufactured by our enemies in the radical Left. 

In fact, there is strong evidence that the mass migration to Europe from 
Syria, the Middle East, and Africa was instigated by Russia. An explosive 
report, co-authored by Russia expert J.R. Nyquist and Romanian author and 
physician Dr. Anca-Maria Cernea, describes how the mass exodus from Syria 
was turbocharged in 2015 when Russian aircraft deliberately bombed 
civilian areas on the pretext that they were attacking the Islamic State. Few fled the 
areas actually controlled by IS because the terrorists sealed them in.?3 

The mass migration to Europe was comprised primarily of economic 
migrants, not Syrian refugees. About 80 percent came from Africa and other 
Middle East nations.%4 At least two thirds were young, military-age males and 
90 percent of those under 18 were males.%5 As we have seen since, these 
migrants have stressed welfare systems and spread violent crime and 
terrorism throughout Western Europe. 

Russia and most Eastern European nations sealed their borders, 
facilitating the flow into the West. German leader Angela Merkel, a former 
East German Communist, flung open the gates.°* Leftwing non-profit groups 
swept in to help. The entire migrant crisis appears to have been stage- 
managed by our enemies and today Western Europe is on its knees, a goal 
long sought by Russia. 
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Aliens not Immigrants 


Democrats conspicuously advocate for endless immigration and they do 
not discriminate between legal and illegal immigrants. In fact, by 
manipulating language they now lump them all into the same category. This 
was the strategy behind cultivating the term "undocumented immigrants." 

The Department of Homeland Security defines "alien" as "Any person 
not a citizen or national of the United States."%7 Illegals are not immigrants at 
all. They are aliens. Dictionary.com describes an alien as anyone "residing 
under a government or in a country other than that of one's birth without 
having or obtaining the status of citizenship there."* In other words, even 
those here legally who have not established citizenship are aliens. Given that 
illegals cannot establish citizenship, they are aliens by definition, and 
because they have entered the United States illegally, or have overstayed 
their visa, which is also illegal, they are illegal aliens, and should not be 
referred to in any other way.Consider how the Left manipulates language. 
"Undocumented Immigrant" is only one example, but let's dissect it. 
"Undocumented" does not define the alien's legal status at all. Presumably, 
someone who arrives in the US. illegally either has no documents, ie. is 
"undocumented," his documents are fraudulent., or he is actually carrying 
identification documents from his home country. "Undocumented" is merely 
a description. It is not a legally useful term, and it will not even hold true in 
many cases. Because he is in the country illegally, he is an illegal alien. 

Having established the term "undocumented immigrant" in the public 
mind, however, the Left then drops the term "undocumented," and now 
simply refers to illegal aliens as "immigrants." This provides a pretext (the 
Left doesn't need a reason, just an excuse) to vilify anyone who opposes 
illegal aliens as being "opposed to immigrants." And once again, illegal 
immigration opponents become "racists," "xenophobes," or "bigots.” 

The Left claims that such people, "don't want immigrants here because 
they don't look like us." The truth is that opponents of illegal immigration 
don't want them here because the United States is a nation of laws and if you 
condone illegal entry to the U.S. and award such lawbreakers with citizenship 
or even just legal residence, you not only punish those who immigrate legally, 
but undermine the foundations of our Republic and reward criminal 
behavior. There are also many other pressing and practical reasons to 
adamantly oppose illegal immigration. 


Costs 


Illegal aliens impose heavy costs on schools and welfare. A 2017 study 
by the Federation for American Immigration Reform (FAIR) found that 
illegals and their offspring impose a net cost after taxes of $115.9 billion per 
year in welfare costs.°° The Center for Immigration Studies has found that 63 
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percent of non-citizen households utilize welfare programs compared with 
35 percent of American households.1% 

Furthermore, over 70 percent of English Language Learners in public 
schools are Hispanics, many of whom are illegal or were born of illegals.1°1 
The cost of ELL has yet to be calculated nationwide but is substantial. The 
Federation for American Immigration Reform produced a 2018 study finding 
that students with limited English proficiency cost, on average, $1,365 more 
than non-LEP students annually.1°2 Applied to the 4.8 million ESL students 
now in K-12 schools nationwide, the cost would be $6.6 billion annually. A 
big slice of that cost can be attributed to illegals. 

Finally, one in five U.S. births today are to immigrants, and illegal aliens 
are responsible for about 38 percent of these, based on a study by the Center 
for Immigration Studies. It found that in 2014, illegal aliens accounted for 
approximately 297,000 of the 791,000 immigrant births in the US. 
Immigrants, legal and illegal, also accounted for 24 percent of taxpayer- 
funded births, and almost half of those (11 percent) were illegal aliens. The 
combined cost for these births is an estimated $5.3 billion, of which illegals 
account for $2.4 billion.103 


Diseases 


Illegals import epidemics and exotic diseases. There are immediate 
consequences that can be literally life threatening. It is reported that one- 
third of the caravan migrants in Tijuana as of this writing are being treated 
for health issues, including tuberculosis, HIV/AIDS and chicken pox. Many 
have lice and other skin issues.194 But this is not unusual. Illegal aliens have 
been bringing serious illnesses with them for years, with serious and 
sometimes fatal consequences for Americans. 

The first large flood of illegal alien minors in 2014 likely caused the 
unprecedented nationwide enterovirus outbreak that was responsible for at 
least 6 child deaths and 45 cases of paralysis. At least six Chicago area 
hospitals stopped admitting patients under 18 due to the huge number of 
cases that overwhelmed their capabilities. Children's Hospital Colorado saw 
some 3,600 patients in one month, 10 percent of whom needed ventilators 
or other methods to keep them breathing. Little information of value was 
forthcoming from the Obama administration. The CDC essentially created a 
news blackout. Most information came from reports in local media. While 
enterovirus cases were rare in the U.S. prior to 2014, they are relatively 
common in Central America. 

In 2018 there was another outbreak of a disease with polio-like 
characteristics that had spread across 22 states as of this writing.1° Ninety 
percent of the 122 cases have been in children who are 4 years old on 
average. The symptoms are similar to those 2014 enterovirus cases that 
resulted in paralysis, but the actual disease remains a mystery.The deadly 
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Chagas disease, formerly limited largely to Central and South America, is now 
spreading to the U.S., with an estimated 300,167 cases nationwide, including 
40,000 pregnant women.°7 Northern Virginia has been described as “ground 
zero” for the disease. While most cases of Chagas were contracted by Latin 
American immigrants before they arrived in the U.S., its vector, the kissing 
bug, has been identified in at least 28 states.198 Approximately 50 percent 
carry the Trypanosoma cruzi parasite responsible for the disease. 1° In 
addition to the direct threat of the disease and its high treatment costs, our 
blood supply is threatened by donor infected blood.110 


Crime 


Anecdotes abound regarding illegal alien crime. Almost daily we hear 
about innocent people killed in a hit-and-run accident, murdered, or brutally 
raped by illegals. Kate Steinle's death has become a national symbol for the 
outrageous acts committed by illegals in the U.S. Comprehensive statistics on 
illegal alien crime have been difficult to come by, although this has improved 
with President Trump's Executive Order on Enhancing Public Safety in the 
Interior of the United States. Federal law enforcement is now required to 
collect data and report it quarterly. ICE has reported that in FY 2018 alone, 
its officers arrested a total of 7,378 criminal aliens who were either charged 
with or already convicted of homicide or sexual assault. Of these, 387 were 
charged with homicide and 1,641 had already been convicted of homicide. 
Another 1,610 were charged with sexual assault and 3,740 had already been 
convicted of it. In total, ICE-arrested criminal aliens were charged with 
and/or convicted of 542,798 crimes. A total of 314,910 of these were serious 
crimes, excluding immigration violations, motor vehicle charges like drunk 
driving, and other miscellaneous charges. Sixty-six percent of all aliens 
arrested by ICE have prior criminal convictions. A large proportion are 
illegal. All are deportable. Table 5, reproduced from the ICE report, lists all 
the crimes and convictions.111

"Obstructing Judiciary & Congress & Legislature & Etc.," 
refers to several related offenses including, but not limited to: Perjury; Contempt; Obstructing 
Justice; Misconduct; Parole and Probation Violations; and Failure to Appear. "General Crimes" 
include the following National Crime Information Center (NCIC) charges: Conspiracy, Crimes 
Against Person, Licensing Violation, Money Laundering, Morals - Decency Crimes, Property 
Crimes, Public Order Crimes, Racketeer Influenced and Corrupt Organizations Act (RICO), and 


Structuring. 
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The first quarterly report for Fiscal Year 2018 under President Trump's 
executive order found that the 38,132 known or suspected criminal aliens 
incarcerated by the Bureau of Prisons comprised 21 percent of the total BOP 
population at the end of 2017. Sixty-two percent of these, 23,642, were illegal 
aliens, and the status of many others had yet to be determined. A large 
proportion, 46 percent, were incarcerated for drug trafficking. Other 
offenses included production and distribution of child pornography, 
trafficking, racketeering, kidnapping, murder, larceny, terrorism, bribery, 
extortion, rape, and other offenses.112 The Texas Department of Public Safety 
recently published a study of criminal alien crime in Texas, including illegal 
alien crime.13 Table 6 compiles data from this report, showing the lifetime 
criminal histories of illegal aliens arrested in Texas over the study period.

The Government Accountability Office (GAO) has published three 
studies titled Criminal Alien Statistics, in 2005, 2011 and 2018.114 From the 
most recent report, GAO provided the author with unpublished data on 
SCAAP illegal alien convicts in Arizona, California, Florida New York and 
Texas state prisons in FY 2015. The State Criminal Alien Assistance Program 
(SCAAP) reimburses states for illegal aliens incarcerated in state facilities. 
Table 7 shows the data covering selected violent crime:

The numbers reflect those incarcerated in 2015, but they may have 
been convicted earlier. The table describes 9,193 people who died at the 
hands of illegal aliens. That is 9,193 Kate Steinles. That is 9,193 mothers, 
fathers, sisters, brothers, and children, who will never see or be seen by their 
families again. Remember that next time you are accused of being 
unsympathetic towards illegal aliens. 

The five states included in this study house 64 percent of all 
incarcerated SCAAP illegal aliens. Note that for these states, homicides were 
21 percent of all crimes committed by illegals. If that rate were applied to the 
illegal aliens incarcerated in all states, that would equate to over 14,000 
deaths at the hands of illegals. 

When these statistics do surface, the open-borders lobby quickly jumps 
in, claiming that illegal aliens commit fewer crimes than Americans do. Itis a 
straw man argument of course. If there were strong border controls, none of 
these crimes would have been committed. Those 14,000 bereaved families 
could have lived their lives without the crushing grief of losing a loved one. 
Ask them if they care whether or not illegal aliens murder more people than 
American citizens. 

But it is a false argument anyway. Table 8 compares the total number of 
individuals incarcerated compared to criminal aliens incarcerated for 
specified crimes as of December 2018. For example, criminal aliens 
committed 18.5 percent of kidnappings, 17.9 percent of all sex crimes, 16.7 
percent of child molestations and 12.5 percent of homicides. Criminal aliens 
commit crimes wildly out of proportion to their numbers in the population, 
and many of these are illegal aliens. A 2010 study by the Arizona Prosecuting 
Attorneys’ Advisory Council found that "While an exact determination 
cannot be made of how many foreign nationals in custody are undocumented 
aliens, it is likely that a high percentage of them are."115

It has gotten much worse since then. A recent study by veteran 
researcher John Lott confirms this overall impression, finding that the illegal 
alien crime rate in Arizona is double that of legal AZ residents.116 So there is 
no crisis at the border? Tell that to the kidnap, rape, and murder victims. 

GAO has also estimated the costs for housing illegal aliens in federal and 
state prisons to total around $2.3 billion per year.11’ 

Finally, North Carolinians For Immigration Reform and Enforcement, 
(www.NCFire.info), compiles child rape/sexual assault charges against 
illegal aliens in North Carolina. In the past five years, 1,527 illegal aliens have 
been arrested for a total of 6,824 sex crimes against children. That is an 
average of 4.5 violations per individual. 

On October 29, 2015, the author attended an Immigration Law forum 
put on by Georgetown School of Law and the Migration Policy Institute. Many 
of the usual suspects performed in a fawning open-borders propaganda 
show for law students. In a panel discussion, Marielena Hincapié of the 
National Immigration Law Center bewailed the fact that an illegal alien dad 
was not going to be able to share Christmas with his young son because he 
was incarcerated for violating immigration laws. What would Ms. Hincapié 
say to the thousands of mothers, fathers, sisters, brothers, children, who will 
never see their deceased beloved ever again because organizations like hers 
prevented our nation from protecting itself against the very people she is 
trying to help? 

Another panelist said those opposing illegal immigration and refugee 
resettlement did so because "they don't look like us." Of course. So, we're all 
"pigots" for getting upset about mass murder, welfare fraud, drugs, and other 
criminality, as well as job theft, welfare burdens, language barriers, and 
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more. The list of legitimate grievances is endless. But that kind of arrogant, 
presumptuous slander is the go-to response for these people, because when 
the facts are presented, they don't have an argument. 

Sanctuary city and state policies are not helping. They are literally safe 
hideouts for criminals and terrorists who are sometimes even aided and 
abetted by people in positions of responsibility. In November 2018, Luis 
Rodrigo Perez, an illegal alien, allegedly murdered three people in New 
Jersey. ICE had tried to deport him in 2017 following an arrest for domestic 
violence in 'sanctuary'’ Middlesex County, New Jersey. But the County 
released Perez without alerting ICE. Three are dead as the result.118 

In April 2018, a Newton, Mass, district judge apparently colluded with 
the prosecutor and defense attorney to assist an illegal alien wanted on drug 
and other charges, to flee the courthouse to avoid an ICE officer waiting to 
detain him. This is apparently not the first time in Newton. In 2017 another 
judge reduced bail from $100,000 to $2,500 for an illegal alien charged with 
raping a Boston College student. He paid and fled. In this case, however, a 
grand jury has been empanelled by Boston's US Attorney to investigate the 
judge and others involved.

And then there is the case of Mollie Tibbets, a 20-year old Iowan girl 
who was knifed to death by Cristhian Bahena-Rivera, an illegal alien from 
Mexico, who had chased her down while she was jogging. The presiding judge 
in the case awarded $5,000 to Bahena-Rivera for his defense. Citizens were 
so outraged, a letter-writing campaign demanded the judge stop using 
taxpayer money to pay for his defense.12° Iowa is buried in sanctuary cities, 
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as is apparent from the map above. None of these unconscionable crimes 
would have been committed if our borders were secure as they should be. 
Politicians on both sides of the aisle share responsibility, and their continued 
refusal to secure the border guarantees more of the same for the American 
people.According to official data, 8.3 million illegal aliens, approximately 73 
percent of the claimed U.S. total in 2012, were from El Salvador, Guatemala, 
Honduras, and Mexico.121 This is almost 60 percent of the 14.5 million U.S. 
residents born in those four countries.122Between 2007 and 2016, 1,545.183 
criminal aliens were removed from the U.S.123 Of these, 1,435,918 or 92.9 
percent, came from those same four countries.124 During the same period, 
1,934,726 individuals born in El Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras and Mexico 
became legal permanent residents (LPR) in the U.S., which represents 18.1 
percent of the 10.7 million LPRs admitted. 125 So, while these people 
represent 18 percent of those establishing residence in the U.S. legally, they 
comprise 93 percent of those getting thrown out. The GAO found that 91 
percent of the approximately 39,500 criminal aliens currently in federal 
prisons are citizens of Colombia, Dominican Republic, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, Honduras or Mexico. 126 Clearly these populations are 
problematic. In February 2019, President Trump reluctantly signed a 
compromise border security bill in order to avoid another government 
shutdown, even though it provided only a fraction of the funding he sought 
for a complete barrier on our southern border with Mexico. As always, the 
Democrats and establishment Republicans sought to obstruct Trump’s 
determination to secure this country from the crisis-level flood of illegals 
storming the U.S.-Mexico border. On 15 February 2019, Trump declared a 
National Emergency Concerning the Southern Border of the United States 
(Proclamation 9844).127 That declaration allowed the President legally to 
access other funds, already appropriated by Congress but not yet allocated 
or spent, to construct a proper barrier along the U.S. southern border that 
would make it as difficult as possible for illegals to penetrate areas until now 
unsecured. 
What will it take to make America safe again? 
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ver the past 50 years, the UN has devoted extensive resources to 

promoting population control. Educated Westerners listened and 

today this demographic is reproducing barely at replacement rates. 
We all thought this was the point. But now the UN is promoting what it calls 
“replacement migration.” 128 Because Western populations are reaching 
retirement age in large numbers without similar numbers of new births, and 
because the UN now says the workforce cannot sustain itself without help, 
our population must be supplemented with those who never got the memo 
about containing population growth. 

So, after exhorting us to limit family size through abortion and birth 
control, the UN now wants to backfill our declining populations with 
newcomers from countries where abortion and birth control are not 
practiced and often illegal. This is the kind of insanity that occupies the minds 
of the UN globalists. 

But there is a method to their madness: it is the Left’s goal to build a 
“permanent progressive majority” ruling class. The open borders agenda is 
the perfect vehicle. Millions of needy poor migrants become bought-and- 
paid-for leftwing voters. Refugees can become citizens and vote within five 
years. Illegal aliens may eventually vote either through amnesty, vote fraud 
or in some cases even local laws that allow non-citizens to vote. 

Meanwhile, the flood of immigration by people who do not share our 
beliefs and values slowly dilutes American culture, causing us to abandon 
longstanding traditions and also threatens the rule of law. The multiple 
problems these populations import inspires calls from the Left for still more 
government to solve the manufactured crisis. 

The more exotic and incompatible the immigrant population, the better. 
The Left always seeks to introduce chaos and disorganization, because 
disoriented masses are easy to rule. The threat posed by jihadis and our 
nation’s other enemies does not concern the Left. The way some of them see 
it, such a threat only serves to edge American society closer to anarchy and 
collapse. 

The Left envisions its cherished dictatorship of the proletariat rising 
like a phoenix from the ashes. Europe has pursued this goal for years and 
much more aggressively, and with the mass migration instigated by the 
Syrian civil war, Europe is now tottering on the brink of total collapse. The 
Left seeks to have that happen here. 
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UN History and Its Relevance 


Since its 1945 founding, the UN has engaged in an almost non-stop 
effort to obstruct, criticize, and undermine U.S. policy, despite receiving more 
financial support from the U.S. than any other nation. There is a reason for 
this. 

The UN Charter was drafted by Soviet agent-of-influence Alger Hiss, one 
of the most notorious traitors in American history.129 Hiss's was appointed 
secretary-general to the 1945 UN Charter organizing conference.130 TIME 
magazine noted at the time, "As secretary-general, managing the agenda, 
[Hiss] will have a lot to say behind the scenes about who gets the breaks."131 
He did. 

Hiss had a lot of help from other notorious Soviet spies, including Harry 
Dexter White, Lauchlin Currie, and Lawrence Duggan,}13? and a long list of 
prominent American officials who had attempted to create its predecessor, 
the League of Nations. Communist Party leader Earl Browder stated, 
"American Communists worked energetically and tirelessly to lay the 
foundations for the United Nations ..." 133 

During the initial Dumbarton Oaks organizing conference in 1944, Hiss 
worked alongside Stalin's deputy, Vyacheslav Molotov. 134 Hiss guided UN 
discussions at the 1945 Yalta Conference, where he was instrumental in 
convincing President Roosevelt to give the Soviet Union three votes to 
America's one.135 The votes were for the USSR, Belarus, and Ukraine, all part 
of the USSR, and the USSR created missions for each. It was compared to 
giving America extra votes for Texas and California.136 Hiss traveled to the 
USSR immediately after Yalta, where the Soviets congratulated him for his 
work.137 Nobody ever questioned it. 

From its founding to the present day, every single UN Secretary-General 
has been a socialist or Communist. Antonio Guterrez, Secretary-General since 
2017, was formerly UN High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR). He is a 
lifelong Socialist, former president of the Socialist International (1999- 
2005), and former prime minister of Portugal.138 

The Soviets always considered the UN an instrument of Soviet foreign 
policy—"a forum for spreading Soviet views."139 This has not changed in the 
post-Soviet era. The second most important post in the original UN Charter 
was Under-Secretary-General for Political and Security Council Affairs, which 
oversaw international security (military) and peace issues. Edward 
Stettinius, then U.S. Secretary of State and Ambassador to the United Nations, 
agreed to allow the Soviet Union to control this critical post. Instead of 
demanding that post for the U.S., American negotiators accepted the largely 
administrative post of Assistant Secretary-General for the Administrative 
and Financial Services.140 The Deep State existed even then. 

From 1945 until 1992, the Under-Secretary-General for Political and 
Security Council Affairs position was held by 14 different individuals, all 
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Communists and all but one from the Soviet Union.1*1 Since 1992 it has been 
held by representatives of Russia, Great Britain, Nigeria, and the U.S. 

The U.S. obtained UN support for the Korean War only because the USSR 
had quit to protest the UN refusal to throw out Nationalist China and allow 
Communist China to join.142 In 1971, they got their way. Communist China 
was voted in and Nationalist China out. UN delegates smiled and danced in 
the aisles.143 

At the aforementioned immigration forum attended by the author, then- 
UNHCR Guterres called fears of terrorists hiding among refugees from Syria, 
"stupid."144 Two weeks later, two terrorists who posed as Syrian refugees to 
reach Europe with the migrants, participated in the mass-murder of 130 
people in Paris, France.145 As UNHCR, Guterres advocated resettlement of 
130,000 Syrians to Western nations. The quota given his home country of 
Portugal: 23.146 Guterres' successor, current UNHCR Filippo Grandi, wanted 
to resettle 400,000 Syrians.147 Hillary Clinton advocated America receive 
65,000 of these during her presidential campaign.148 America dodged a bullet 
temporarily with her defeat. 

The outlines of the open borders agenda were framed in the Vancouver 
Plan of Action at the 1976 UN Conference on Human Settlements, held in 
Vancouver, British Columbia.149 The Plan makes no mention of refugees or 
immigrants. But that fact is totally irrelevant. As we have shown, the UN is 
entirely socialist and globalist in intention and design and seeks to see the 
entire world unified under UN control.So, it is irrelevant whether we are 
talking about migrants or home country populations. The UN envisions 
redistributing not only wealth, but land, resources, and populations 
worldwide, not as a matter of individual choice, but of UN crafted policy. As 
it states in the document, “Human settlement policies can be powerful tools 
for the more equitable distribution of income and opportunities.”15° 

Note in the following proposals that it is the government deciding 
where and how everyone in the country lives.: 


A.1 National Settlement Policy: 
e = All countries should establish as a matter of urgency a national policy 
on human settlements, embodying the distribution of population, and 
related economic and social activities, over the national territory. 


A.2 Human Settlements and Development: 

e Anational policy for human settlements and the environment should 
be an integral part of any national economic and social development 
policy. 

A.4 More Equitable Distribution: 

e Human settlements policies should aim to improve the condition of 
human settlements particularly by promoting a more equitable 
distribution of the benefits of development among regions; and by 
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making such benefits and public services equally accessible to all 
groups.151 


A.4 describes how resources are distributed among "regions," not states 
or nations, which is another indication of the UN mindset: globalist 
governance. The settlement provisions did pay back-handed lip service to the 
notion of national sovereignty and property rights. For example, Settlement 
policies and Strategies Preamble point 3 states, “The ideologies of States are 
reflected in their human settlement policies. These being powerful 
instruments for change, they must not be used to dispossess people from 
their homes and their land, or to entrench privilege and exploitation.”152 

That is exactly what the UN intends to do, however, because the UN and 
its communist brethren worldwide see the U.S. as a poster child for 
entrenched "privilege and exploitation." Point 1 in the preamble to the land 
section 153 makes clear the UN body’s utter contempt for property rights. 
Point 2 emphasizes that land must be controlled by government: 


1. Land, because of its unique nature and the crucial role it plays in 
human settlements, cannot be treated as an ordinary asset, 
controlled by individuals and subject to the pressures and 
inefficiencies of the market. Private land ownership is also a principal 
instrument of accumulation and concentration of wealth and 
therefore contributes to social injustice; if unchecked, it may become 
a major obstacle in the planning and implementation of development 
schemes. Social justice, urban renewal and development, the 
provision of decent dwellings-and healthy conditions for the people 
can only be achieved if land is used in the interests of society as a 
whole. 


2. Instead, the pattern of land use should be determined by the long- 
term interests of the community, especially since decisions on 
location of activities and therefore of specific land uses have a long- 
lasting effect on the pattern and structure of human settlements. 
Land is also a primary element of the natural and man-made 
environment and a crucial link in an often delicate balance. Public 
control of land use is therefore indispensable to its protection as an 
asset and the achievement of the long-term objectives of human 
settlement policies and strategies. 


The UN justified these measures based on expectations about 
population growth, various environmental policies, and of course “social 
justice.” These three concerns later morphed into the three “pillars” of the 
UN Agenda 21’s "sustainability" concept: environment, economy, and social 
equity. It is merely socialism repackaged but explains why the UN has now 
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invented yet another oppressed class in need of resettlement: climate 
refugees.154Forty years later, the UN stated explicitly that these concepts 
apply to "migrants," including refugees. In a September 2016 summit at the 
UN, then-U.S. President Obama signed the New York Declaration for Refugees 
and Migrants, which would begin the process of developing a Global Compact 
for Safe, Orderly and Regular Migration. 155 The Compact declared that 
"migrants, regardless of status; all are rights holders."156 National laws be 
damned, they all have "rights," that must be fully protected. There are many 
other pernicious aspects of this new proposal, but here are two particularly 
dangerous provisions: 

OBJECTIVE 17: Eliminate all forms of discrimination and promote 
evidence-based public discourse to shape perceptions of migration. 

This advocates enacting hate crime laws that will outlaw any kind of 
speech or action critical of migrants or the UN migration agenda. The effort 
to stifle speech with blasphemy laws and other restrictions has been an 
ongoing effort by the Organization of Islamic Cooperation, a confederation of 
56 Muslim nations and the Palestinian Authority. It is the second largest 
intergovernmental organization in the world, next to the UN. The 
criminalization of speech in the Migrant Compact is certainly part of OIC's 
effort. This entire book would likely be outlawed—facts be damned. If you 
criticize the open borders agenda, it can only be because you are a bigot. 

In November 2018, Europe of Nations and Freedom (ENF) party 
members of the European Parliament held a press conference to discuss the 
Compact on Migration. Parliament member Marcel de Graaff, a member of 
the Dutch Party for Freedom, warned what the Compact would mean: 


The participating countries are set to sign this agreement. And 
although this joint agreement isn't binding, it's still meant to be 
the legal framework on which the participating countries 
commit themselves to build new legislation. One basic element 
of this new agreement is the extension of the definition of hate 
speech. The agreement want [sic] to criminalize migration 
speech. Criticism of migration will become a criminal 
offense, and media outlets... that give room to criticism of 
migration can be shut down. The compact for migration is 
legalization of mass migration. (Emphasis added.) It's 
declaring migration as a human right. So in fact, it will become 
impossible to criticize Ms. [German Chancellor Angela] 
Merkel's "welcome migrants" politics, without being at risk to 
be jailed for hate speech.157 


Despite its claim that the Compact is "nonbinding," the UN is 
aggressively promoting this policy, pressuring signatory countries to censor 
any speech that sheds a negative light on Islam or the mass immigration that 
has occurred over the last few years. In a recent debate in the German 
Bundestag, Chancellor Angela Merkel said that the Compact will, in fact, be 
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binding. It will also require signatory nations to abide by other odious UN 
programs, like Agenda 2030.158 

The UN has already begun flexing its muscle. For example, the "UN 
Committee on the Elimination of Racial Discrimination" has demanded 
Norway become more aggressive in its prosecution of "haters." One best- 
selling Norwegian writer, Hege Storhaug, published a 2015 best-selling book 
now translated into English, titled Islam: Europe Invaded, America Warned.15° 
Storhaug and her book have been reported to the UN, ironically by a liberal 
group that includes gays, and the UN has been asked to seek her 
prosecution.160 Storhaug became educated to the nature of Islam through 
Pakistani Muslim friends of hers, who warned her about allowing Islam to 
establish itself in Norway. She has been reporting and writing on the issue 
since 1992 and has lived in an undisclosed location under police protection 
for 11 years. 

OBJECTIVE 19: Create conditions for migrants and diasporas to fully 
contribute to sustainable development in all countries. 

Objective 19 is yet another example of rhetorical gymnastics, this time 
used to justify support for Agenda 2030, the updated version of Agenda 21. 
The following description proposal should send chills down your spine: 


Integrate migration into development planning and sectoral 
policies at local, national, regional and global levels, taking into 
consideration relevant existing policy guidelines and 
recommendations, such as the GMG Handbook on 
Mainstreaming Migration into Development Planning, in order 
to strengthen policy coherence and effectiveness of 
development cooperation. 


This anticipates the explicit inclusion of the open borders agenda in the 
settlements policies first articulated at the 1976 Conference. The GMG 
Handbook is put out by the Global Migration Group (GMG), an interagency 
organization that includes the UN's International Organization for Migration 
(OIM), international labor, the World Bank, the World Health Organization, 
UNHCR and 11 other UN agencies, so it is not a trivial effort. 

Agenda 21 has advanced in the U.S. to a great degree because socialist 
"sustainability" concepts were early on insinuated into the American 
Planning Association's (APA) guidelines used almost universally by planning 
and zoning boards. Now we will see the demands of migrants incorporated 
into official state, regional, and local planning concepts. 

In a taste of what is to come, Minneapolis in late 2018 passed a zoning 
law abolishing single family zoning to facilitate multi-family housing in 
suburban neighborhoods. As you might know, Minneapolis is ground zero for 
Somali refugee resettlement. The rationale is straight out of the UN: 


In Minneapolis, the decision came as part of a sweeping plan to 
propel the city into the future by addressing issues like 
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housing, racial equity and climate change. The plan, called 
Minneapolis 2040, drew thousands of public comments, “Don’t 
Bulldoze Our Neighborhoods” yard signs and a last-minute 
lawsuit, but ultimately passed on a 12-1 vote.161 


Expect to see more of this popping up in cities around the nation, unless 
they are somehow recaptured by patriotic American leaders who understand 
the ramifications. This is one place where local activism to stop this agenda 
could have an impact. 

The Trump administration bailed out of the Global Compact and its 
corollary, the Global Compact on Refugees. Numerous other countries are 
following Trump's lead. But with a change in leadership, the U.S. could 
shortly see itself suffering under these UN edicts. President Obama would 
have signed it, as would Hillary and most, if not all, other Democrats. 

While they cheerfully sign on to all these proposals, Communist 
countries completely ignore the UN because the UN agenda is not meant for 
them, and no one ever calls them on it. Think of Russia, China, or Cuba 
resettling 10,000 Somali Muslims or 65,000 Syrians. Think again. Only 
Western-style governments, and especially America, have escaped the grip 
of communism so far, so only the West is targeted because the West is the 
target. 


The 1980 Refugee Act 


The current domestic refugee resettlement program, formally called the 
U.S. Refugee Admissions Program (USRAP), was created with passage of 
now-deceased Senator Ted Kennedy's Refugee Act of 1980. The bill's 
impetus was aided by the massive Vietnamese "Boat People" seagoing 
diaspora ongoing at the time; however, Kennedy's bill was almost certainly 
inspired at least in part by the UN Human Settlements agenda. 

A decade earlier, Kennedy—also the architect of the 1965 Immigration 
and Nationalities Act, urged on Congress by leaders of the California 
Communist Party1*2—echoed what would become the UN's rationale, saying, 
"All nations are under obligation to eliminate ignorance, poverty, inequality 
and injustice."163 And much like the 1965 Act, Kennedy sought to broaden the 
base of future refugees by creating a "non need-based policy that was not 
specifically designed for people from communist regimes in Eastern Europe 
or repressive governments in the Middle East, as it was in the past."164 

So now they could deemphasize those troublesome anti-communist 
refugees, almost certain to vote Republican once they became citizens, and 
rig the system to produce New Democrats, which was what motivated Teddy 
Kennedy to also push for the 1965 Immigration and Nationalities Act. But as 
usual the "compassion" cover story ruled the day. The bill passed the U.S. 
Senate with a unanimous vote on March 17, 1980.165 
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U.S. Support of the UN 


Under the heading "never give a sucker an even break," the United 
States pays the lion's share of both the UN budget, as well as that of the UN 
High Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR). As shown by the latest UN 
statistics in Table 9 below, the U.S. has provided $7.4 billion, almost 40 
percent of the UNHCR budget since 2010. 2016 UNHCR contributions from 
our largest adversaries, China and Russia, were a paltry $2.8 million and $2.0 
million respectively, a combined total of 0.02 percent of the budget. The 
combined contributions from the Gulf states of Saudi Arabia, Qatar and the 
United Arab Emirates totaled $19.2 million in 2016 (0.5 percent of the 
UNHCR budget). You'd think they could have done more, given the Syrian 
refugee crisis.16

In 2016, the U.S. contributed $9.7 billion, or about 20 percent of the 
overall UN budget of $48.8 billion. The 2016 chart below illustrates how this 
contribution also dwarfs that of all other nations. Russia and China, arguably 
those nations that benefit the most from UN meddling, contributed a 
combined total of $1.9 billion, or less than 4 percent of the total UN budget.

Only Westerners take UN pontificating seriously and only Western 
nations implement the UN's destructive policies at home. Unfortunately, the 
American Left treats UN edicts as gospel and the most fertile opportunities 
are found in the open borders movement. 

The entire illegal alien/refugee/asylum agenda must be viewed as a UN- 
inspired plan aimed at the West, especially America, to erase borders and 
dilute Western culture through mass immigration from the world’s failed 
nations. The goal is to gradually turn America into a minority majority nation, 
with third-world minorities that do not share our culture, our Judeo- 
Christian heritage, or interest in a society based on constitutional principles 
and the rule of law, but who will instead ignorantly vote to elect Americans 
who promise endless benefits without understanding that in reality 
these politicians have committed themselves to the destruction of 
America as we know it. 
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As traditional American society is gradually eliminated, our political 
power goes with it. And neither the Left nor Muslim activists are worried 
about controlling these new, heavily government-dependent populations. 
While many are fleeing the consequences of socialist policies, they 
nonetheless bring with them the socialist mindset that presumes the only 
difference between America and their failed nations is that America can 
afford it. 


Islamic Influence at the UN 


The Organization of Islamic Cooperation 
(OIC)167 is a close partner with the UN and 
exercises disproportionate influence over 
UN policy.168 Its goal is to seed America and 
other Western countries with devout, 
faithful Muslim populations which will not 
assimilate but instead attempt to dominate 
through stealthy, but aggressive, 
imposition of Islamic Law (sharia), thereby steadily degrading the non- 
Islamic societal character of those countries. Under President Obama, 
Muslim immigration and refugee resettlement numbers skyrocketed. 
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THE REFUGEE PROGRAM 


he U.S. Refugee Admission Program (USRAP) is administered by three 
separate federal agencies: the State Department Bureau of Population, 
Refugees and Migration (PRM), the Department of Health and Human 


Services' Office of Refugee Resettlement (ORR), and the Department of 


Homeland Security's U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Service (USCIS). 

Additionally, the Department of Justice adjudicates some, but not all, 
asylum cases through its Executive Office for Immigration Review (EOIR). 
The Department of Agriculture provides grants to refugee farmers, while the 
Department of Education offers grants for English Language Learners (ELL) 
and civics education. There are likely grant programs in other agencies as 
well. But the primary resettlement agencies are PRM, ORR, and USCIS. 


Organizational Chart for the State Department, 
Bureau of Population, Refugees and Migration (PRM) 
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The State Department's Reception and Placement Program is managed 
by PRM, which oversees nine public and private Resettlement Support 
Centers (RSC) across the globe. These centers select refugees—usually from 
a list of those within refugee camps supplied by the United Nations High 
Commissioner for Refugees (UNHCR). PRM then assigns selected refugees to 
nine private contractors called Voluntary Agencies (VOLAGS), which meet 
weekly to decide where the refugees will be resettled in the United States. 
The International Office of Migration (IOM), a UN agency, coordinates with 
the RSCs and the VOLAGs to bring refugees to the U.S.16° VOLAGs are 
provided State Department seed grants of $2,125 per-head to resettle 
refugees.170 VOLAGs are allowed to pocket about 45 percent of this and use 
the rest to pay initial resettlement costs. 

The Health and Human Service Department's Office of Refugee 
Resettlement (ORR) provides most funding for refugee resettlement 
programs over and above the seed money provided by PRM. ORR also offers 
numerous grants for refugee social services, business startups and other 
funding ostensibly to help qualified refugee populations get established in 
the U.S. 


Refugee Vetting 


Both the USCIS and Customs and Border Protection (CBP) vet refugees. 
Under President Obama, the vetting process was excessively lax, despite the 
existential threat of terrorism.171 But under President Trump's "extreme 
vetting", the refugee flow has been reduced substantially. 

The refugee industry continually parrots the line that refugees are 
thoroughly vetted. USCIS officers do interview refugees, but they also rely on 
multiple agency databases. In many cases, no real records exist, so as former 
FBI Director James Comey said, "We can query our databases until the cows 
come home," but if there are no records, you get no results.!72 

AJ. Irwin is a former special agent and ICE regional director who 
oversaw all Joint Terrorism Task Force investigations for the U.S. Central 
Region. In a public television forum Irwin was even more blunt. He stated of 
the vetting process: 


“[W]hen we send refugee officers over there to interview 
people, they have a mission and their mission is not to detect 
fraud or identify terrorists, it’s to process these people and get 
’em into the system... They don't spend a lot of time talking to 
them. They get their basic information; they see if they meet 
the basic requirements, do they have credible fear, what it's 
based on, and then they move on to the next person. So, this 
process is very rapid, and the mission again is more service, it's not 
enforcement, it's not detection of fraud or national security.173 
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The Obama administration knowingly and routinely allowed illegal 
aliens falsely claiming asylum to remain in the United States. 174 A 
September 2016 DHS Inspector General report found that 1,982 aliens from 
countries known for immigration fraud or terror-links who were scheduled 
for deportation were instead granted citizenship using false identities 
because fingerprint records were missing.!75 


Systemic Fraud 


The entire refugee resettlement program has systemic fraud, creating 
both national security and crime risks, in addition to the many other 
problems created by unassimilable third world populations. Refugee 
advocates claim the vetting process is airtight, but U.S. security officials say 
exactly the opposite. An internal Immigrations, Customs, and Enforcement 
(ICE) memo states: 


[The] refugee program is particularly vulnerable to fraud due 
to loose evidentiary requirements where at times the 
testimony of an applicant alone is sufficient for approval. As a 
result, a range of bad actors, who use manufactured histories, 
biographies and other false statements, as well as produce and 
submit fictitious supporting documentation, have exploited 
this program...176 


The memo goes on to say that “the immigration system is a constant 
target for exploitation” by terrorists. 

Former U.S. Senate candidate and Temple University law professor, Jan 
Ting, served as an assistant commissioner of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Services (INS) under President H.W. Bush. When asked if it 
were true that 90 percent of percent of refugee and asylee applications were 
fraudulent, he said, "95 percent."177 

Mary Doetsch, a retired 25-year veteran of the State Department who 
served as refugee coordinator over Africa, Cuba, Europe, Russia, and the 
Middle East, for eight years, said incidents of fraud are legion: 

I had first-hand knowledge of country conditions and political realities, 
and I saw and read hundreds of fraudulent refugee claims. Disturbingly, the 
majority of refugee claims are ultimately approved, despite serious questions 
regarding the applicants’ reliability and truthfulness, often based solely on 
their testimony.178 

She concludes: 


Despite claims that refugees are subject to the most intense 
scrutiny prior to resettlement into the United States, the 
bottom line is that in countries with ill-functioning 
governments or where no reliable data exists, it is virtually 
impossible to vet refugee candidates.179 
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The refugee resettlement program is broken down into three 
categories. From USCIS: 


e Priority 1 (P-1): Cases that are identified and referred to the 
program by the United Nations High Commissioner for Refugees 
(UNHCR), a United States Embassy, or a designated non- 
governmental organization (NGO). 


e Priority 2 (P-2): Groups of special humanitarian concern identified 
by the U.S. refugee program. 


e =©Priority 3 (P-3): Family reunification cases (spouses, unmarried 
children under 21, and parents of persons lawfully admitted to the 
United States as refugees or asylees or permanent residents (green 
card holders) or U.S. citizens who previously had refugee or asylum 
status) 


The P-3 program for Africa had to be shut down for four years because 
it was discovered through DNA testing that over 80 percent of those claiming 
familial relationships were false. Between October 1, 2004 and 2008, when 
the program was suspended, 36,000 Africans—mostly from Somalia— 
resettled in the U.S. through the P-3 program. That means 28,000 or more 
could have committed fraud to get here.180 The program restarted again in 
2012. Nota single person was prosecuted or sent back. 

Most U.S. Somalis originally arrived as refugees, asylum seekers, or 
through P-3 family reunification. Many now take months-long trips back to 
Somalia, making a mockery of the entire resettlement program, as it is based 
on refugees’ claimed "credible fear" that returning home would put them in 
mortal danger. But the stupidity doesn't end there. Minneapolis actually 
grants rent relief because Somalis complained about the financial burden of 
overdue rent upon their return.181 

Further complicating matters, refugees are exempt from the Trump 
administration's travel ban, even though many come from travel ban 
countries where reliable vetting is extremely difficult if not impossible. 

Retired ICE Associate Legal Advisor, Charles Thaddeus Fillinger, 
published a scathing review of the program, and pointed specifically to USCIS 
failure to deal with those fraud refugees still in the U.S.: 

This year marks the passing of a full decade since the greatest refugee 
fraud crisis in modern times. The overseas P-3 refugee “family reunification” 
program was suspended in 2008 following revelations of shocking fraud 
levels... Left unresolved was the issue of thousands of fraudulent refugees 
who were admitted to the United States before the suspension (emphasis 
added). In contravention of clear principle, solid evidence, and direct 
experience, U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Services (USCIS) continued to 
use the wrong screening strategy to process the pre-suspension P-3 caseload. 
USCIS disbursed domestic immigration benefits to fraudulent refugees 
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without in-person interviews for many benefits, without required DNA tests 
for any benefits, and without administrative fraud checks for older cases. A 
Niagara of overseas refugee fraud was met with a dribble of domestic 
defense. This was staggering irresponsibility, possibly the biggest blunder in 
immigration history. Yesterday’s fraudulent refugees became today’s green 
card holders, international travelers using refugee travel documents, and U.S. 
citizens.182 

Fillinger goes on to cite all the costs and hardships these fraudulent 
refugees are likely to impose, including terrorism, trafficking women and 
children, and excessive welfare use. And rather than clean up its act, he says 
that USCIS proposed a plan to destroy all records of this failed system, 
virtually guaranteeing it would start again. Fillinger says the domestic P-3 
screening program needs to be every bit as rigorous as it now is overseas. 

People willing to commit document fraud to gain citizenship are often 
willing to commit other crimes once resettled to the U.S. Nationwide, welfare, 
food stamp, and other forms of fraud have become commonplace among both 
individuals and businesses run by refugees and illegal aliens. 

In Minneapolis, Minnesota, approximately $100 million is being stolen 
annually under the state's Child Care Assistance Program (CCAP), where 
crooked child care providers have been systematically overbilling the state 
for services they don't perform. Millions in cash stuffed in suitcases depart 
the Minneapolis airport for Somalia, where some of that money may be 
financing terrorism.183 

State Department of Health Services employees have stonewalled the 
state legislature, ignoring requests for information on the scandal and an 
inspector general report has been withheld from the public. With the 
November 2018 election of hard Leftist Muslim Keith Ellison as state 
attorney general, along with newly-elected Democratic Governor Tim Walz, 
the investigation is likely to be shelved, or at least stymied. 

Food stamp fraud conducted by refugees and other immigrants has 
become a nationwide phenomenon, with major scandals in Alabama, 
Connecticut, Florida, Maine, New York, Missouri, Ohio, Oregon, Rhode Island 
and elsewhere. 184 A 2018 study on SNAP (food stamp) fraud by the 
Government Accountability Institute found: 


e =Multiple criminal cases involving millions in fraudulently obtained 
Supplemental Nutrition Assistance Program (SNAP) dollars 
funding terrorism, domestically and overseas going all the way 
back to 1985 

e AFlorida flea market operation netted $13 million by charging a fee 
to as many as 41,000 customers who sought illegally to receive cash 
using SNAP cards 

e Vendors provide cash, drugs, weapons, prostitution, and more 
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e From 2012-14, nearly 36,000 stores, approximately 11.8 percent of 
all SNAP retailers, mostly small convenience stores, engaged in 
trafficking fraud each year 

e Illegal aliens routinely obtain food stamps despite being ineligible 
for them!85 


In some cases, this criminal activity is overlooked and even sanctioned 
by the U.S. government. Illegal aliens routinely engage in identity theft in 
applying for various benefits. DACA beneficiaries use fraudulent or stolen 
identities to apply for jobs. One analysis found, for example, that: 


... many if not most DACA applicants who held regular jobs had 
committed the crime of perjury, by providing their employers 
with a stolen or fake Social Security number (SSN) for tax 
reporting purposes. The Social Security Administration (SSA) 
has estimated that three out of every four illegal aliens possess 
an SSN that belongs to somebody else.18¢ 


The Obama administration dropped the requirement for DACA 
recipients to provide an SSN if they had not officially received one for 
themselves, publicly stating that it would not enforce violations of “some 
federal law in an employment relationship.” 187 The administration then 
suspended the practice of informing employers when Social Security 
numbers did not match the names of those it had on file, a potentially 
devastating consequence for the citizen whose SSN was being fraudulently 
used. 

The IRS went even further, encouraging illegal aliens who filed taxes to 
use stolen SSNs. An internal IRS document tells employees to describe the 
identity theft as "borrowing." Illegal aliens have received billions in tax 
refunds, while innocent Americans whose IDs they've stolen, face charges of 
tax fraud and underreporting income due to the illegal filings. They have to 
spend months submitting documents to prove their innocence, even though 
the IRS may know who the identity theft is. 

IRS employees were forbidden from reporting to Americans when their 
identities had been stolen. One IRS source for this report said: 


“And we see it every day—eight hours a day—you see this over 
and over and over and over again... And I know where the 
person lives, where they work... I see all of that and I'm not 
allowed to say anything. I'm not allowed to tell them. I talk to 
mothers who get [IRS] letters [about under-reported income] 
for their newborn babies. I talk to widows calling about [IRS 
letters claiming under-reported income for] their dead spouse, 
and there's nothing I can do. I know who stole their identity, 
but I can't say ‘Look, I'm sorry, but your baby's Social Security 
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number is being used in the Bronx, New York, by this person 
that lives at this address."188 


Successive Treasury Inspector General for Tax Administration (TIGTA) 
reports found:189 


1.2 million undocumented workers cited income earned with 
another person’s Social Security number when they filed their tax 


returns in 2007. 


Individual Taxpayer Identification Numbers (which illegals use to 
pay taxes) did not match SSNs included on W-2 forms 91 percent of 


the time. 


Some illegals use multiple ITINs and submit multiple tax returns, 


which has resulted in multiple tax refunds. 


In nine years of TIGTA audits, it found that 1.3 million illegal aliens 
received $14.2 billion in child tax credit refunds.19° 

The Center for Immigration Studies (CIS) reported, "Americans who are 
the victims of DACA identity theft were left with destroyed credit, arrest 
records attached to their names, unpaid tax liabilities, and corrupted medical 
records; while the DACA recipients walked away scot-free from multiple 
felonies — forgery, Social Security fraud, perjury on I-9 forms, and identity 


theft."191 


The CIS report suggested that victims of these crimes should be 
compensated and the open borders lobby should share the penalties with 
illegal aliens who commit them: 


Providing justice for the victims of DACA applicants would 
require the establishment of what might be called the DACA 
Victims' Restitution Fund (DVRF). The DVRF would be funded 
by a fine paid by each DACA recipient who used an unlawfully 
obtained Social Security number for any purpose before 
obtaining DACA status. The fine might be $3,000 for the 
unlawful use of one number and $5,000 for the unlawful use of 
two or more Social Security numbers... 


If DACA applicants and/or their parents, who could afford to 
pay a coyote to traffic their children into the United States, 
don't have the money to pay the fines, the U.S. Chamber, Mark 
Zuckerberg's Fwd.US, religious organizations, employers, 
politicians, sanctuary cities, and others who support DACA can 
help applicants cover their fines rather than simply insisting 
that they be granted amnesty from their felonies while leaving 
their American victims holding the bag.192 


Don't hold your breath. 
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When violations of law are ignored by government, law becomes 
meaningless and arbitrary. This is one of the Red-Green Axis's most 
diabolical agendas in its effort to deconstruct our Republic. 


Refugee Resettlement Budget 


Table 10 below provides official budget estimates for the refugee 
resettlement program. Included in this table are the cost of Overseas 
Contingency Operations (OCO) for migration and refugee assistance. While 
not part of the domestic resettlement program, that cost is included here to 
get a total picture of the U.S. commitment to refugees worldwide. The OCO 
budget includes some of the funding provided to the UNHCR. It also funds the 
aforementioned International Organization for Migration.

The 2020 President's Budget shows a drastic reduction based on 
zeroing out the Overseas Contingency Operations function (OCO) and much 
of the Enduring Programs, leaving only the Refugee Admissions budget, 
which actually increases from its low of 2018 and 2019. These changes do 
not reflect an actual reduction in the budget, however, but rather result from 
shifting OCO out of the PRM budget into a new International Humanitarian 
Assistance (IHA) budget. The IHA now will receive $2.4 billion that would 
have gone into PRM's OCO budget. 
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The Trump administration has wisely advocated assisting refugees in 
or near their home countries. This is the most compassionate way to handle 
refugees because almost all would prefer to return home once it is safe to do 
so, and we can provide much more help to refugees in place. It costs twelve 
times more to resettle one refugee to the U.S. than to help that refugee in 
place.193 Prior to the 2020 budget proposal, the OCO account paid for this and 
other things. Now it will be covered by the new IHA budget, which will get 
additional funding from other accounts, for a proposed total of $6.0 billion. 
Much of this will go to the UNHCR. 

Finally, another thing to notice is that regarding domestic resettlement, 
the largest single expense is for the Unaccompanied Alien Children (UAC) 
program, under the Health and Human Services’ Office of Refugee 
Resettlement. In other words, the greatest domestic expenditure in the 
refugee program goes to resettle illegal aliens who are not refugees. 


The Refugee Resettlement Program Is Not the Refugee 
Resettlement Program 


Every September, just prior to the start of the new fiscal year on 
October 1, the President sets the maximum number of refugees to be 
admitted in the upcoming fiscal year, (the refugee cap). For fiscal year 2018, 
the Trump administration proposed a refugee cap of 45,000, slightly under 
its 2017 cap of 50,000, which outgoing President Obama had initially set at 
110,000. Between 2000 and the 2016, the caps averaged about 75,000, so the 
Trump administration is least working toward reducing the numbers of 
refugees America takes in each year. The cap for FY 2019 is 30,000. Reducing 
those caps was a battle royale according to administration sources and 
President Trump should get credit for it. 

But those who enter the U.S. as official "refugees" are only a tiny 
component of the total admitted to the U.S. through the multifaceted 
programs administered under the term "refugee resettlement." As with 
much else about this program, its true dimensions are hidden from the 
general public—only available to those willing to dive into numerous 
publications and obscure government databases to learn the truth as this 
monograph attempts to do. 

Like most other federal government programs, refugee resettlement 
has grown and metastasized over the years into a giant malignancy. It is 
increasingly expensive at the federal, state, and local level, and imposes 
significant other burdens on local communities, like corruption, crime, 
cultural clashes, disease, and terrorism. 
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Who Is Eligible for Resettlement? 


According to the U.S. Citizenship and Immigration Service (USCIS), 
refugees are: 


[P]eople who have been persecuted or fear they will be 
persecuted on account of race, religion, nationality, and/or 
membership in a particular social group or political opinion.1% 


Those who meet the definition include refugees (those seeking 
protection in the United States who are not already in the country), asylum 
seekers or asylees (those who apply for asylum after coming to the U.S.), 
Cuban/Haitian Entrants, Special Immigrant Visas (SIV) and Trafficking 
Victims. The Unaccompanied Alien Children (UAC) program is also 
administered by the Office of Refugee Resettlement, although UACs do not 
meet the definition of "refugee." 

The actual totals are reflected in Table 11. So, for example, in FY 2016, 
84,995 refugees were resettled, but the total number of immigrants resettled 
through the refugee resettlement system was over 257,000, about a quarter 
of all immigrants given legal permanent resident status in 2016.

A few particulars are worth mentioning. First, refugee numbers have 
declined dramatically. President Trump limited refugee resettlement to 
53,716 in FY 2017 and only 22,498 were resettled in 2018—the lowest 
annual number since the program began. 

Yet some other components of the overall program remain high. Asylum 
cases have increased, and while UAC numbers are down somewhat this year, 
they still remain historically high, and if trends continue, FY 2019 will be a 
record high year for UACs. In the first two years of the Trump presidency, 
total program numbers were reduced to an estimated 121,817, a 53 percent 
reduction from 2016. 

It's a big improvement from the last few Obama years, but only a little 
better than historical averages, and still represents an annual influx of 
immigrants equivalent to a large U.S. city. Furthermore, with a future 
administration, these numbers could be reversed in a moment, because the 
underlying legislation has not changed. The only permanent solution to this 
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massive invasion is to abolish the refugee resettlement program altogether 
and restore it to the private, charitable activity it once was. 

Following is a brief rundown on the different elements encompassed by 
the overall refugee resettlement program. 


Cuban Haitian Entrant Program (CHEP) 


CHEP was created by the Refugee Education Assistance Act of 1980 in 
response to the Mariel Boat Lift, in which 125,000 Cubans and over 40,000 
Haitians attempted to immigrate en masse by boat to the U.S.195 At that time, 
Fidel Castro emptied his prisons, allowing hardened criminals to join the 
exodus. Also included in the mix were numerous Cuban intelligence officers. 
President Carter let them all in. Few if any were deported.1% 

CHEP is a form of humanitarian parole, which allows entry of otherwise 
inadmissible aliens for humanitarian reasons. CHEP offers benefits to Cubans 
and Haitians on par with other refugee groups. The program is managed by 
Church World Service and the U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops with 
funding provided by the USCIS.197 CHEP beneficiaries receive the same 
benefits available from HHS that normal refugees do. 

HHS spending for CHEP is buried in those numbers, but for example, in 
2016, HHS provided $18.5 million for CHEP as reported in Table 12 below.198 
And note how broadly these monies are distributed to organizations other 
than CWS and USCCB.

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Prior to normalization of relations with Cuba, the following groups were 
eligible for CHEP: 


e Cubans who arrive directly from Cuba through the visa lottery 
system (Special Cuban Migration program) or the Cuban Family 
Reunification Parole Program; 

e Cuban entrants who arrive by raft (balseros) and are processed 
through U.S. Customs and Border Protection (CBP); 

e Cuban entrants who cross the U.S./Mexican border (Southwest 
Border Crossers); 

e Cuban entrants who arrive at the Miami International Airport and 
are released by immigration authorities; 

e Cubanand Haitian minors released from immigration custody; and 

e Cuban Medical Personnel and their families. 


In the 1990s, the Clinton administration tried to limit Cubans 
attempting to reach America by boat with the so-called "wet foot/dry foot" 
policy. Only those Cubans who successfully reached American shores (dry- 
foot) would be granted parole. If intercepted by U.S. authorities at sea (wet- 
foot), they would be returned to Cuba. At that time, the U.S. government also 
created a special visa lottery for Cubans that would guarantee a floor of 
20,000 Cuban migrants per year. This was a concession to Cuba in response 
to a threat by Fidel Castro to provoke another Mariel boat lift. Castro wanted 
them to come here. What does that tell you? Lotteries were held in 1994, 
1996, and 1998, with a total of 541,000 applicants. As of 2015, they were still 
being processed.199 

In December 2014, President Obama normalized relations with 
Communist Cuba. Just a few days prior to leaving office in 2017, Obama 
cancelled wet-foot-dry-foot as part of the normalization process.20° He also 
ended the special parole for Cuban medical personnel, and now Cuban 
illegals crossing the Southwest Border are treated the same as all other 
illegals. 

In anticipation of these changes, the CHEP program exploded in 2015 
and 2016, as shown in the refugee resettlement program numbers table. 
While actual CHEP numbers for FY 2017 and 2018 are not available at 
publication time, spending levels are. FY 2017 USCIS spending was a record 
high, suggesting a record high number of CHEP entrants. Similarly, the low 
spending for 2018 suggests a big reduction in entrants. The estimates for 2017-18 
were projected based on these dollar spending levels as shown in Table 13.

Asylum 


Asylum is broken down into two categories: affirmative and defensive. 
Affirmative asylees are those who formally apply for asylum status at our 
nation's borders. Defensive asylees are people in deportation proceedings 
who request asylum status to avoid deportation. Affirmative asylum cases 
are decided by USCIS; the U.S. Department of Justice’s Executive Office for 
Immigration Review (EOIR) decides defensive asylum cases.

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Asylum applications have exploded in recent years, as shown in the 
above chart of affirmative case backlogs. At the end of FY 2018, the U.S. 
Citizenship and Immigration Services’ affirmative asylum backlog was about 
320,000 cases representing 492,000 individuals.201 The EOIR backlog, which 
includes defensive asylum and other types of deportation cases, was 786,303 
for FY 2018.202 So today we are looking at a backlog of over 1 million. The 
average wait time in immigration court is over 1,000 days. In New Jersey and 
California, the wait time averages 1,300 days.2°3 Most will just disappear into 
the country. 

Like refugee resettlement, the asylum program is also rife with fraud.2o4 
The Trump administration has tightened it up, which, as shown in the 
Affirmative Backlog chart, has slowed the growth in the backlog, but the 
country still must deal with those in the pipeline. 

Table 14, derived from the USCIS 2016 Yearbook of Immigration 
Statistics describes the top countries whose nationals received asylum in 
2016.* Interestingly, the "Russia" category in the table includes a separate 
line item labeled "Former Soviet Union." It is not explained why there are two 
separate categories, but this likely results from the post-USSR establishment 
of 15 individual, independent states. Communist China has topped the list for 
every year since 2007, with a total of 69,423 asylum grantees since then. 
Recall from the earlier discussion that many of the Chinese nationals in the 
U.S. are considered assets by Chinese intelligence.

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China also has a very active anchor baby program, bringing thousands 
of pregnant women to the U.S. specifically to give birth every year. It has 
become an industry, charging $40,000 to $80,000 per person for wealthy 
pregnant Chinese women. 2°%5 Considering that most wealthy Chinese 
nationals are closely connected with the government in some capacity, this 
is another potential source for exploitation by Chinese intelligence. 

Furthermore, anchor babies provide a major point of access for illegal 
aliens. There are 300,000 to 400,000 children born in the US. to illegal aliens 
every year. The illegal parent is much less likely to be deported than others, 
and this perception fuels the willingness of illegal alien mothers to cross 
borders to give birth in the U.S.206 Once fully established, these families 
contribute to the chain migration that now comprises the vast majority of all 
U.S. immigration. 

Unsurprisingly, the next highest ranking comes from the three Central 
American nations now flooding our border in an unending stream of 
caravans. Finally, there are some successful asylum cases from countries you 
would never expect, including at least 43 since 2007 from Canada, 270 from 
the island of Fiji, 171 from Greece, 151 from Israel, 405 from Jamaica, and at 
least 16 from the tiny South Pacific island of Niue, with a total population of 
1,624. What kind of persecution could these people possibly have faced from 
these countries that would cause them to seek safe haven in the U.S.? 
Persecution in Canada? And if those nations didn't tolerate them, exactly 
whom are we allowing in? 


Special Immigrant Visas (SIV) 


The SIV program awards refugee status to Iraqis and Afghans who have 
helped the U.S. military as interpreters and translators during military 
operations in those countries. Many of these individuals face the threat of 
death if they remain in their own countries. In recent years, their numbers 
also have soared. This is one of the more legitimate refugee resettlement 
programs. There is a large backlog of requests from this group as well, and 
some have died at the hands of our enemies while waiting for relief. Yet 
legislators do nothing to stem the flood of illegals crossing the border every day. 


Trafficking Victims 


This program helps victims of a severe form of trafficking, i.e., those who 
are lured into sex trafficking and become essentially slaves of the sex trade. 
Not mentioned in the table, but also handled by the refugee program, are 
victims of torture. ORR provides special grants to organizations assisting 
such people. 
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LGBT Refugees 


While not counted as a separate line item, there is even a “Rainbow 
Welcome Initiative” funded by the Heartland Alliance International, LLC, a 
government contractor, to meet the special needs of lesbian, gay, bisexual, 
and transgendered (LGBT) refugees and asylees. Government funds 92 
percent of this non-profit’s $18 million annual budget, according to 
Heartland’s 2017 tax return. CEO Evelyn Diaz makes $365,000 per year in 
pay and benefits. The former CEO, Sid Mohn, is still on the payroll taking 
home $137,000. Combined, the top four officers plus the former CEO make 
over $1.1 million per year—almost all paid for by the U.S. taxpayer. 207 
Heartland is an affiliate of the US Committee for Refugees and Immigrants, 
one of the nine VOLAGs. 


UACs 


The Unaccompanied Alien Children program has grown into the largest 
single component of the overall domestic refugee resettlement program. 
While Mexican illegals can be immediately sent home, immigration law 
requires the U.S. government to hold any underage individual from a non- 
contiguous country. This is why so many are from Central America. UAC 
contractors are paid to house those minors who are caught. 

Beginning in 2012, UAC numbers began to explode after former 
president Obama instituted the DACA program that year. With the massive 
numbers of border crossers today and the highly organized nature of the 
caravans, there seems little doubt that DACA was intended to spur mass 
migration from Central and South America. 

Criminal gangs saw this as an opportunity to exploit immigration law. 
Minors are rarely prosecuted for carrying drugs across the border, so have 
been recruited by the cartels to act as mules.2°8 The mass of illegals, both 
minors and families, also serves to tie down Border Patrol, so the mules can 
get through (especially in places with no border wall). 

Unaccompanied minors are housed in facilities run by contractors much 
like the VOLAGs. They stay an average of 57 days before being transferred 
into the care of a foster family or relative. While in the facilities they are 
provided:209 


Classroom education 

Mental and medical health services 

Case management 

Socialization and recreation 

Family reunification services that facilitate safe and timely release 
to family members or other sponsors that can care for them 
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Seventy-six percent of UACs are between 15 and 17 years old. Very few 
are returned and most join the ranks of other illegal aliens in the U.S. to await 
deportation hearings. 


Deportations 


The Left disingenuously claims that President Obama deported record 
numbers of illegals, anointing him with the title "Deporter in Chief."

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Other Programs 


As part of the Immigration Act of 1990, the same law that gave us the 
Diversity Visa Lottery, Congress created “Temporary Protected Status” (TPS) 
to grant temporary legal status to people in the U.S. when their home 
countries were deemed unsafe to return to. The program was initially 
spurred largely by civil wars and natural disasters in Central America, when 
1.1 million Salvadorans—one-fifth of that nation's population—migrated, 
most illegally, to the U.S.211 

TPS enrollees are given status in 6- to 18-month increments. While it is 
supposed to be “temporary,” beneficiaries usually simply re-enroll when 
their status expires. Many have been here since the 1990s. That status now 
applies to the following 11 countries. The dates in parentheses indicate when 
nationals of these countries were declared in need of "temporary" 
protection: El Salvador (2001), Haiti (2010), Honduras (1999), Nepal (2015), 
Nicaragua (1999), Somalia (1991), Sudan (1997), South Sudan (2011), Syria 
(2012), and Yemen (2015). The law was supposed to prevent TPS enrollees 
from getting green cards and sponsoring relatives for admission, but Obama 
undermined this with Executive Orders.212 As of October 12, 2017, the latest 
data available, there were 436,866 TPS enrollees.213 

The Diversity Visa is a lottery that allows about 50,000 individuals from 
participating nations to become legal permanent residents each year. Most 
of the participating nations recently are less developed, guaranteeing a flow 
of needy, third-world populations to add to America's "diversity." And while 
there is no specific resettlement program providing special benefits for 
lottery winners, they are eligible for all forms of welfare. 

Numerous efforts have been launched to end the program. The 
November 2017 truck-ramming terrorist attack in New York City by Uzbek 
Muslim Sayfullo Saipov (who entered the U.S. in 2010 on a ‘diversity visa’), 
was only the most recent by a lottery winner. In 2002 another "winner," 
Hesham Mohamed Ali Hadayet, killed two people at Los Angeles 
International Airport. He was actually an illegal alien who had been denied 
asylum. But he obtained legal status anyway, because his wife had won the 
lottery. And lottery winners, like all other legal permanent residents, can 
invite their relatives (chain migration).214 

In December 2013, the Obama administration announced an in-country 
refugee program for Central American Minors (CAMs), allowing those under 
21 years of age from El Salvador, Guatemala, and Honduras direct travel to 
the U.S. While those countries suffer high crime and poor economic 
conditions, afflicted populations do not rise to the definition of “refugee.” By 
offering this status, the Obama administration deliberately—and illegally— 
expanded the definition. It has been called a “rogue family reunification 
program,”215 one thankfully ended by President Trump. 
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Welfare Costs 


Refugee populations impose huge fiscal burdens on federal, state, and 
local governments aside from direct program costs. Costs include crime, 
English language classes, overburdened public housing, terrorism, 
translation services, and welfare programs. 

When the 1980 Refugee Act was first passed, the federal government 
promised to cover 36 months of the states’ share of food stamps, Medicaid, 
Temporary Assistance for Needy Families (TANF—the federal government's 
primary cash assistance program), Refugee Cash Assistance (RCA), and 
Refugee Medical Assistance (RMA), provided to resettled refugees—a huge 
subsidy. 

Today it covers only 8 months of RCA and RMA and no other state costs. 
Refugees rely heavily on state local assistance. These costs have exploded. 

Refugees use welfare at astronomical rates compared with U.S. citizens. 
This might be understandable for a few years, given the need to adjust to life 
in America, but there are numerous federal programs supposedly designed 
to make them rapidly "economically self-sufficient." 

Refugee advocates make bold claims about how quickly refugees get on 
their own feet, for example, boldly claiming economic self-sufficiency within 
months of arrival. These claims are belied by the statistics. Refugees remain 
reliant on many forms of welfare at higher rates than Americans, and even 
other immigrants, for life. The following two charts tell the story. Note that as far 
back as 1980, refugee welfare use still exceeds that of U.S.-born citizens.

So how do we reconcile these conflicting statements? As this author and 
many others argue, the entire program deliberately misleads and obscures 
facts. Advocates can claim "economic self-sufficiency" because the Office of 
Refugee Resettlement created a special definition of "economic self- 
sufficiency" applicable only to refugees. It states: 


Economic self-sufficiency means earning a total family income 
at a level that enables a family unit to support itself without 
receipt of a cash assistance grant.216 


This definition is important for what it does not say. Refugees who are 
employed and thus unable to obtain welfare cash assistance can still obtain 
an endless list of other benefits, like Medicaid, food stamps, housing 
subsidies, WIC, energy assistance and countless other public benefits and still 
be considered "self-sufficient." Also, the regulation specifies that "cash 
assistance" is limited to TANF, the main cash welfare program, and RCA. It 
does not include General Assistance, available from many local governments, 
or Supplemental Security Income (SSI). SSI is supposed to be for the elderly 
and disabled, but refugees use SSI at very high rates, as indicated in Chart 5. 

Not knowing this, you might be impressed when a refugee advocate 
brags that, for example, "84 percent of refugees are self-sufficient after six 
months.” Kirk Peterson, a correspondent for the Episcopal Church, which 
runs one of the nine VOLAGs, cited this statistic in an August 2018 article.217 
But earning under $10 per hour—as the average refugee does—while taking 
the many public benefits he/she still qualifies for, is not being economically 
self-sufficient.218 
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Numerous estimates of refugee welfare costs have been produced since 
the first edition of The Red-Green Axis. But in 2018, the government 
produced its very own estimates.219 And because HHS administers most of 
the welfare programs in question, and has access to data unavailable outside 
the agency, this may be the most accurate to date. Table 16 below 
summarizes its findings.

The Federation for American Immigration Reform (FAIR) recently 
published an estimate of refugee costs covering the first five years of their 
resettlement. It includes probably the most detailed and complete estimate 
of refugee welfare costs yet produced.220 The tally includes some of the costs 
excluded in the HHS study: 


e = Public Housing 
e Supplemental Security Income (SSI) 
e Earned Income Tax Credit and Additional Child Tax Credit 
e English as a Second Language programs 

These programs add another $1.2 billion to the HHS annual estimate, 
when all the categories under the "refugee" roof except UACs are included. 
But the FAIR study also lists many costs not calculated: 


Social Security Disability Insurance 

WIC 

Criminal justice and corrections cost 

Job Opportunities for Low Income Individuals (JOLI) 
Postsecondary Education Loans and Grants 

State and local housing assistance 

Special education programs 

Social services programs 

State Earned Income Tax Credits 

Other state and local government costs 
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So, between these two studies, we can calculate an annual cost covering 
those refugees resettled in the U.S. in the past five years at $13.7 billion. This 
cost excludes UACs and covers 792,482 refugees. Consider that, since the 
program began in 1980, we have resettled 4.6 million people, excluding 
UACs. 

It is beyond the scope of this paper to estimate the annual cost for all 
the people resettled since 1980. Use of these services trails off slowly for 
refugee groups who have been here for longer periods of time than these 
studies cover and some of the people have since died. The total annual cost, 
however, will be substantially more than $13.7 billion. 

Add to that the costs that have not been included, then add the chain 
migration of similarly needy relatives, then add all the other immigration 
programs that cater to third world, low-skilled individuals like UACs, the 
Diversity Visa Lottery program and TPS, and finally, add on top of all that 
FAIR's $115.9 billion estimated annual cost of illegal immigration, and you 
begin to see the magnitude of the problem. The total cost represents 
anywhere from 15 to 20 percent or more of our $1 trillion annual budget 
deficit. 


Voluntary Agencies (VOLAGs) 


VOLAGs are private, tax-exempt organizations that resettle refugees for 
the U.S. government. The VOLAGs are: 


e §=Church World Service (CWS); 

e Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church (DFMS), also called Episcopal Migration 
Ministries (EMM); 

Ethiopian Community Development Council (ECDC); 

HIAS, Inc, (formerly Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society); 

International Rescue Committee (IRC); 

Lutheran Immigration and Refugee Service (LIRS); 

U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops (USCCB); 

U.S. Committee for Refugees and Immigrants (USCRI); 

World Relief Corporation of the National Association of 
Evangelicals (WRC). 


VOLAGs utilize a network of subsidiaries called "affiliates" who perform 
most of the actual resettlement work. This includes providing the following 
services to refugees for the first 30-90 days of their resettlement in the 
U.S. :221 


e Decent, safe, sanitary, affordable housing in good repair 
e = Essential furnishings 
e Food, food allowance 
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e Seasonal clothing 

e Pocket money 

e Assistance in applying for public benefits, social security cards, ESL, 
employment services, non-employment services, Medicaid, 
Selective Service 

Assistance with health screenings and medical care 

Assistance with registering children in school 

Transportation to job interviews and job training 

Home visits 


The VOLAGs work the administrative end, distributing State 
Department resettlement dollars and deciding where to relocate refugees. 
Refugees get top priority for housing. As a result, many Americans go 
homeless or are otherwise denied public housing for extended periods. In 
New Hampshire for example, where refugee resettlement has stressed many 
communities to the breaking point, the wait time for public housing is eight 
years,222 


UAC Contractors 


Two more large contractors, Baptist Child & Family Services (BCFS) and 
Southwest Key Programs, Inc. (SW Key), focus primarily on UACs and 
families. There are hundreds of other UAC contractors, but most are much 
smaller, and resettling illegal alien minors is only a portion of their 
endeavors. The VOLAGs LIRS, USCCB and USCRI also resettle UACs. 


Federal Refugee Resettlement Grants 


The nine VOLAGs, their many affiliates, and UAC contractors all receive 
funding from the federal government to resettle the various refugee 
categories. Most funding comes in the form of grants. Prime awards are 
grants directly from the federal government to the state or the contractor. 
Sub-awards are those given to contractors by other contractors or state 
governments that received the prime grant. Table 17 enumerates prime 
grants to VOLAGs for refugee resettlement and related programs. This excludes 
UAC funding for LIRS, USCCB and USCRI, which are shown in Table 18.

Some of the VOLAGs, for example the ECDC, focus almost entirely on 
refugee resettlement. Others, like USCCB, IRC, CWS and WRC, have a broader 
mission. 

Of the latter, the Catholic Bishops is the largest. As the table shows, 
USCCB has received a total of $662.0 million for resettlement purposes, 
excluding UACs, since 2008. With the numerous lawsuits swirling around the 
Church's sex scandals, it is not surprising that the USCCB has become one of 
the Left's biggest open borders enthusiasts. 

The USCCB participates in myriad other federal grant programs as well, 
however, including Global AIDS, Food For Peace Development Assistance, 
USAID Foreign Assistance, and even the John Ogonowski and Doug Bereuter 
Farmer-to-Farmer Program, which provides volunteer technical assistance 
to farmers in developing countries.223 While it took in only $55 million in FY 
2018 for refugee resettlement, that year it received a total of $561 million for 
all its activities. Since 2008, USCCB has received a total of $4.3 billion for all 
purposes from the federal government.2?4 

IRC also engages in other activities for the U.S. government, but does not 
take in nearly as much as USCCB. The FY 2018 total from all U.S. government 
sources was $202.2 million, with less than half devoted to domestic and 
overseas refugee programs.225 IRC has received $913 million for refugee 
resettlement since 2008, and a total of $1.7 billion from the feds over the 
same period. 

CWS has received a total of $456.7 million for all services from FY 2008- 
2018 of which $436.1 million was for domestic and overseas refugee 
programs. 226 World Relief has received $220.6 million for refugee

resettlement and $282.1 million for all purposes since 2008. 227 For all 
VOLAGs, the federal government has awarded $3.5 billion in prime grants 
since 2008. 

Because they are non-governmental organizations (NGOs), VOLAGs 
lobby for advantageous changes to law and build allies in Congress and the 
bureaucracy, all fertilized by an open spigot of taxpayer dollars. They could 
not pursue this agenda so aggressively and so overtly were they government 
agencies. 

While 6 of the 9 VOLAGs are affiliated with religious groups, it is a false 
notion that they are charitable organizations doing the Lord’s work. Prior to 
the 1980 Refugee Act, some of these VOLAGs may have provided funding for 
resettlement operations through private charitable donations and church 
tithes. 

Today they are federal contractors, relying on the government for 
support. As such they are not allowed to proselytize at all. They do the 
government’s bidding, whether it honors religious principles or not. In fact, 
as we Shall see, these "religious" contractors quite plainly violate scriptural 
teaching to receive federal dollars while promoting mass immigration.

Table 18 shows HHS grants to the main UAC contractors. The two 
largest by far are BCFS and SW Key. While all UAC contractors have seen 
rapid growth in receipts, their budgets have exploded with the growth in 
housing needs for the illegal alien minors flooding the border. 

Prior to 2012, about 8,000 illegal alien minors were being housed. After 
DACA that jumped to about 44,000 a year. 
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The table shows how much the VOLAGs, LIRS, USCCB and USCRI take in 
via the UAC program. The "other" category contains grants to many smaller 
contractors, too numerous to include here. 

Two refugee VOLAG affiliates, Lutheran Social Services (LSS) and 
Catholic Charities, receive millions in both prime and sub-grants for refugee 
resettlement. In many ways they could be considered VOLAGs in their own 
right. They also act as prime contractors for the UAC program. Their UAC 
grants are shown here. As the table shows, UACs have added substantially to 
their bottom line, with UAC grants alone totaling $256.6 million for the two 
organizations since 2008. 

Additionally, much like their senior partner, the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, the many Catholic Charities affiliates across the U.S. receive 
grants from many different federal programs, such as Head Start, Section 8 
Housing, homeless veterans programs, and others, in addition to refugee and 
UAC resettlement. In FY 2018 alone, Catholic Charities programs in the U.S. 
collected a total of $118 million in prime grants and another $1.3 million in 
Veterans Administration contracts.228 

And even that isn't the end of it. There is Catholic Community Services, 
Catholic Social Services, Inc., the Catholic Legal Immigration Network and 
others, all of which receive resettlement and/or UAC grants. The Catholic 
Church does big business with the federal government and throws its weight 
around to protect its refugee resettlement franchise. 

Note that starting in 2014, UAC program grants exceeded those for 
refugee resettlement. This remains true to the present time. While the Trump 
administration has successfully reduced the flow of refugees and some other 
groups, with a corresponding reduction in resettlement grants, illegal aliens 
continue to flood the border. Border crossings did fall to historic lows for the 
first few months after President Trump took office. But, as discussed earlier, 
illegal crossings quickly shot back up to near historic highs by the end of FY 
2017 and remain high to the present time.229 

As shown in Table 19, VOLAGs and UAC contractors receive on average 
almost 80 percent of their revenues from government. Many receive virtually 
all support from government. As actual churches DFMS and USCCB are not 
required to publicize this information. 


Doing Well by Doing Good 


This is big business. Top management typically receives salary and 
benefit packages well into six figures. Table 20 lists the CEO compensation 
for the VOLAGS and main UAC contractors, as available. This information is 
provided on the most recent IRS Form 990 non-profit annual tax return most 
of them must file.

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These filings usually lag by a year or more so most of the information in 
the table is at least one year old. USCRI's Lavinia Limon and Linda Hartke of 
LIRS have since been replaced. It is also important to note that, while 
substantial, these salaries would not normally be out of line for a corporate 
CEO. But these are tax-exempt entities that merely administer federal 
grants—something most of them can do in their sleep. They are little more 
than glorified clerks. 

The denominations represented, whether churches or church affiliates, 
all promote leftwing policies. Many reflect the “Social Gospel” ie., the effort 
to marry socialist ideas with Christian doctrine. Many are directly or 
indirectly connected to communists (Marxists?) and communist agendas. 
While some individual Catholic churches and dioceses remain traditional, 
much of the hierarchy, including the current Pope, reflect the teaching of so- 
called “liberation theology,” a KGB creation, according to former Romanian 
intelligence chief, Ion Pacepa.230 

Consonant with leftist strategies in all spheres, these organizations 
purposefully manipulate language and subtly misinterpret Gospel to 
rationalize their advocacy. So now, within their mission statements you 
frequently read the newest refugee/immigrant mantra, “welcoming the 
stranger.” Then, with decidedly un-Christian vitriol, they savage anyone who

questions their motives as “racists,” “xenophobes,” etc. (More about this later.) 


VOLAG Profiles 


Church World Service (www.churchworldservice.org) — CWS is a 
subsidiary of the National Council of Churches (NCC), which was formed 
from the communist front Federal Council of Churches in 1950. The Federal 
Council was one of the early promoters of social gospel. That tradition was 
carried forward by the NCC where communist and socialist ideology found a 
natural home. NCC is today the U.S. subsidiary of the World Council of 
Churches, co-opted by the Soviet KGB in the 1970s.231 The NCC also promotes 
Marxist liberation theology. 

According to its website, (http://nationalcouncilofchurches.us), the 
NCC represents 37 denominations with 45 million people in over 100,000 
U.S. congregations and has subsidiaries in all 50 states and the District of 
Columbia. The subsidiary Virginia Council of Churches’ effort to place 
refugees in Hagerstown, MD, motivated Maryland resident Ann Corcoran to 
launch her now famous Refugee Resettlement Watch blog. This story is 
recounted in her book, Refugee Resettlement and the Hijra to America.232 

NCC has been used as a vehicle to subvert American churches on behalf 
of the communist cause for decades. Parishioners would be shocked to know 
that their tithe dollars have supported communist guerrilla armies in 
Zimbabwe, Namibia, Mozambique, Angola, Nicaragua, El] Salvador and 
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elsewhere. (Or maybe not?) CWS provided financial aid to the communist 
governments of Poland and Yugoslavia before the wall (Iron Curtain?) fell.233 


The NCC strongly 
supports communist 
Cuba and normalization 
of relations. At the 
behest of the state- 
controlled Cuban Council 
of Churches, NCC 
assisted Cuba in 
demanding the return of 
Elian Gonzales, the 
Cuban refugee youth 
who escaped Cuba with 
f'}\. his mother ona raft in 
1999. His mother drowned, but Elian was rescued and taken in by the 
Miami Cuban community.234 Who can ever forget this photo of a night raid 
where Elian was ripped out of the arms of his protectors and forced to 
return to Cuba. 

Unsurprisingly, CWS is one of two VOLAGs primarily responsible for the 
Cuban/Haitian Entrant Program. Some of these Cuban “refugees” are almost 
certainly intelligence agents, saboteurs and/or agitators, who join the 
refugee flow to establish bases in the U.S. 

Table 21 lists the member churches of the NCC. If you belong to one of 
these churches, understand that it is being used to subvert and ultimately 
destroy Christianity, and your tithe dollars are being used to promote 
international communism. If you are a member of one of these churches, 
discontinue tithing and consider another church. 

Most, if not all, of these churches are also involved in the Interfaith 
Dialogue movement. This is a Red-Green Axis influence operation designed 
to undermine traditional faiths and interject Islamic supremacist concepts. It 
claims to work toward "Building Bridges," and some programs are 
specifically so-named.?35 But as Center for Security Policy President Frank 
Gaffney noted: 


While the interfaith dialogue movement presents itself as a 
laudable effort to ‘bridge’ the distance between faiths, those 
more familiar with the doctrine of the Muslim Brotherhood 
know that the actual agenda of too many such efforts is, in fact, 
modeled after the well-known dictum of Sayyid Qutb, who 
candidly reminded Muslims that such a ‘bridge’ is ‘only so that 
the people of Jahiliyyah [society of unbelievers] may come over 
to Islam.236

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CWS boasts its radicalism front and center on its website. Under its 
"Supporting Immigrants and Refugees" menu option, three services are 
offered: legal help, travel loans, and the sanctuary movement. Clicking 
through to the third option takes you to a different website, Sanctuary 
Movement (www.sanctuarynotdeportation.org). Its agenda is bold and clear: 


As faith allies, we are called to be in solidarity through rapid 
response mobilization to stop these raids, stop these 
deportations and support impacted communities. In the face of 
President Trump's extremist anti-immigrant agenda, we must 
respond with a prophetic and bold voice.

Gerard, who advocated 
violence against tea partiers, 
and the socialist Quentin 
Young. Young was Obama’s 
personal physician for 20 years and Obama’s mentor on single-payer 
healthcare whose ideas formed the inspiration for Obamacare.237 

It is no surprise to find CWS at the heart of the open borders crowd. It 
profits from the refugee program while the influx of refugees serves the Left’s 
subversive agenda. In addition to revenue streams from government, CWS 
has received funding from Soros, Ford, Tides, the Vanguard Fund and many 
others. 


U.S. Conference of Catholic Bishops (www.usccb.org) — USCCB is 
formally listed as one of the nine VOLAGs, while many of the 164 local 
chapters of Catholic Charities 238 are listed as affiliates. These Catholic 
Charities offices, however, obtain direct grants for the UAC program, 
independent of the VOLAGs. Catholic Charities offices are also affiliates of 
more than one VOLAG, making a comprehensive evaluation of program 
participation more difficult. This is just one of many illustrations of how this 
program is convoluted and difficult to describe accurately in full. 

These nominally Catholic organizations are the largest resettlement 
contractors, with hundreds of offices spread throughout the country. They 
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are prominent members of the open borders/amnesty movement. The 
Catholic Campaign for Human Development (CCHD) is the grant making 
vehicle of the USCCB. It was founded in Chicago in 1969 with the help of 
radical Left organizer Saul Alinsky specifically to fund Alinsky’s Industrial 
Areas Foundation (IAF).239 CCHD has been a radical leftist funding vehicle 
ever since, giving millions to ACORN, the radical training school, Midwest 
Academy, and others. IAF continues to receive the largest percentage of 
CCHD grants of any CCHD grantee.24° 

USCCB founded the Catholic Legal Immigration Network, Inc. (CLINIC), 
a $7 million subsidiary which assists illegal aliens based on “the Gospel value 
of welcoming the stranger.” CLINIC receives funding from the government to 
provide legal services to immigrants and advocate on behalf of immigrants. 
It aggressively promotes international socialism as envisioned by the UN 
migrant compact, believing that “all goods of the earth belong to all people. 
When persons cannot find employment in their country of origin to support 
themselves and their families, they have a right to find work elsewhere in 
order to survive. Sovereign nations should provide ways to accommodate 
this right.”241 

Catholic Charities promotes liberation theology. It spread rapidly in 
Central and South America during the 1980s and was supported vigorously 
by certain Catholic denominations there, most notably the Jesuits and 
Maryknoll order. This explains much of the Central American Church’s 
involvement with communist revolutionaries. During the Reagan 
administration, Catholic groups helped hundreds of thousands of 
Salvadorans to enter the U.S. illegally from the southern border. The 
Catholics’ explicit purpose was to oppose President Reagan’s foreign policy 
in Central America.242 Unsurprisingly, USCCB is the other VOLAG managing 
the Cuban/Haitian Entrant program. 

A good source for information about the Left’s infiltration of our 
churches can be found at Exposing Marxism in the Church 
(www.religiousleftexposed.com) created by veteran investigative journalist, 
Cliff Kincaid. 


HIAS, Inc. (formerly Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society, www.hias.org) 
— HIAS describes itself as a “major implementing partner of the United 
Nations Refugee Agency and the U.S. Department of State.” HIAS claims to be 
the oldest refugee resettlement agency in the world. It provides pro bono 
legal services for Asylum applications and Removal hearings. Services 
include “Filings with USCIS, Representation at Asylum Interviews (Credible 
Fear Interviews, Reasonable Fear Interviews), Representation before the 
Immigration Court, Representation before the Board of Immigration Appeals 
(BIA), and Federal court appeals.” HIAS lists its values as “Welcoming, 
Dignity andRespect, Empowerment, Excellence and _ Innovation, 
Collaboration and Teamwork, and Accountability.”243 
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HIAS President Mark Hetfield is an extreme leftist who is constantly at 
the center of controversy. In August 2018 he made a trip to the border to 
protest on behalf of the migrant caravans, and regularly participates in 
protests against Trump immigration policies. 244 He advocated placing 
virulently antisemitic Islamic apologist Linda Sarsour on an antisemitism 
panel in 2017, and signed a letter of support for Sarsour.245 He is associated 
with J-Street, a phony "Jewish" organization that promotes the Palestinian 
cause in opposition to Israel. J Street's board chairman is Morton Halperin, 
another hardcore leftist with a lifetime of anti-American activity under his 
belt. He was at one time described in State Department files as a Soviet or 
Communist agent.246 

In 2016, HIAS received $24.5 million from government grants—54 
percent of revenues totaling $45.3 million. Because VOLAGs are considered 
"non-profits" for tax purposes, there is no profit line in their income 
statements; however, HIAS has managed to amass net assets of at least $45.9 
million, so it is very clear that HIAS normally takes much more in than it 
needs to carry out its mission.247 


HIAS Launches "Hate" Offensive 


Edition I of this book described the HIAS pamphlet, Resettlement at Risk: 
Meeting Emerging Challenges to Refugee Resettlement in Local 
Communities.248 This 30-page screed was underwritten for $35,000 by the 
J.M. Kaplan fund (of Welch's Grape Juice fame), a prominent open-borders 
funder. It cited Ann Corcoran’s Refugee Resettlement Watch blog as an 
example of the pushback resettlement organizations were beginning to face 
from citizens. The report recommended going on the warpath against such 
opponents and targeting them with the professional smear shop, the 
Southern Poverty Law Center (SPLC). 

Over the past three years, this has metastasized into an aggressive effort 
by the Red-Green Axis, including members of Antifa, the SPLC, CAIR, Black 
Lives Matter, and other leftwing and Muslim Brotherhood groups to silence 
their critics. For years, the SPLC was regularly cited in mainstream print and 
other media as a credible source for smearing anyone willing to speak out 
against any aspect of the Left/Islamic agenda. It has been used by 
Amazon.com to rate publications and even the supposedly non-partisan 
Guidestar.org, an aggregator on information about tax-exempt foundations. 
Such labeling could be disastrous for any non-profit reliant on private 
donations. Guidestar, however, discontinued this practice after an uproar of 
objections.249 

In 2016, this author traveled to Rutland, Vermont, twice to speak about 
the federal refugee resettlement program. Then-Rutland Mayor Christopher 
Louras had just announced the opening of a refugee resettlement program 
that behind the scenes he had secretly conspired to create over the prior 
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year.250 Residents were understandably outraged. The local newspaper, the 
Rutland Herald, discredited the presentation as follows: 


The Center for Security Policy, with which Simpson is affiliated, 
has been called a conspiracy-oriented mouthpiece for the 
growing anti-Muslim movement in the United States by the 
Southern Poverty Law Center.251 


Another article characterized this author and Ann Corcoran as 
members of "Hate" groups whose writings appear in "hate publications like 
American Thinker," as characterized by the SPLC.252 In each case, this author 
penned a rebuttal challenging their accusations. They refused to publish any 
of them. 


International Rescue Committee (www.rescue.org) — IRC is run by 
British Labor Party politician, David Miliband. His brother, “Red Ed” 
Miliband, Labor’s pick for prime minister, lost in UK’s 2015 recent election. 
Miliband’s father was a hardcore Marxist. Those roots haven't prevented 
Miliband from enjoying the benefits ; 
of capitalism. At over $670,000, 
Miliband's annual compensation is wd 
the highest of all the VOLAG leaders. 

IRC was investigated by the U.S. 
Agency for International 
Development's Office of Inspector

banned from further government 
business. Two individuals working for IRC were fired after taking bribes.253 
USAID's June 2016 report identified another case of fraud with Afghanistan staff 
who inflated prices and steered contracts to family members. Six IRC staff were 
dismissed.254 

In 2016 IRC opened an office in Missoula, Montana, the only refugee 
resettlement center in the Mountain State. Despite complaints from all the 
VOLAGs regarding the reduced refugee targets for 2017 and 2018, this office 
remains open. IRC and Miliband have friends in George Soros, the Clintons, 
and other well-connected leftists.

World Relief Corp. (www.worldrelief.org) — Initially founded in 1947 
as War Relief of the National Association of Evangelicals to address 
humanitarian needs of post-war Europe, it was renamed World Relief in 
1950. WRC describes itself as the largest evangelical refugee resettlement 
agency in America. It serves in “education, health, child development, 
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agriculture, food security, anti-trafficking, immigrant services, micro- 
enterprise, disaster response and refugee resettlement.” 

To advance the “Welcoming” propaganda effort, WRC has published a 
free PDF, Welcoming the Stranger. 255 It is affiliated with the leftwing 
Evangelical Immigration Table and Refugee Council USA (a lobbying group 
for the VOLAGS). 

WRC received government grants totaling $18.6 million FY 2018, down 
12 percent from 2017 and 45 percent from 2016. Private foundation 
supporters include the Vanguard Charitable Foundation, Mustard Seed 
Foundation, Soros Fund Charitable Foundation, Pfizer Foundation, Global 
Impact, and many others. 


Lutheran Immigration and Refugee Service (www .lirs.org) — LIRS 
has been involved in refugee resettlement for decades. Its 2016 tax return 
lists Lutheran Social Services and many unrelated affiliates nationwide 
receiving refugee resettlement grants from LIRS. Numerous Catholic 
Charities dioceses are also listed as recipients. In addition to refugee 
resettlement, LIRS has been actively involved in processing UACs. 

Former LIRS CEO Linda Hartke was at the helm from 2010 to 2018 and 
seemed to be a fixture at LIRS. She was forced out, however, following 
revelations of extensive financial mismanagement and harassment exposed 
by Breitbart News. According to Breitbart, investigations looked into 
"wasteful spending, concealment of taxable income, timesheet fraud, budget 
grant fraud and large severance and settlement payouts to avoid public and 
board reporting."256 

But, as usual, and despite evidence of rampant wrongdoing, Hartke 
landed on her feet and received glowing statements from LIRS board 
members with her sendoff. The Left always protects its own. And there is no 
doubt about her ideology. It needs to be constantly reemphasized that 
VOLAG leaders are not merely government contractors, but partisans with a 
leftwing, open-borders agenda. She is now on the Board of Trustees of the 
Center for Migration Studies. Her bio describes previous work for Church 
World Service, chief of staff to leftist Massachusetts Democratic Rep. Chet 
Atkins, and as executive director of the Ecumenical Advocacy Alliance, "a 
global network of churches and agencies engaged in advocacy."257 

Ecumenism, by the way, seeks to blend various religions. Starting in the 
early 20th Century, it represents one of the earliest efforts to subvert the 
Christian churches. Today's evolution of the ecumenical movement is the 
Interfaith Dialogue discussed earlier—a much more muscular effort that 
seeks to undermine Christian teachings by supplanting them with those of 
Islam, all advocated under the banner. 

LIRS's replacement for Hartke is Krishanti O’Mara Vignarajah, who 
came to the U.S. as a baby when her parents fled their native Sri Lanka to 
avoid the civil war. So, LIRS will continue the trend of using former refugees 
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to lead resettlement agencies. Vignarajah is also the former policy director 
for Michelle Obama and ran for governor of Maryland in 2018 as a Democrat. 
She is the first non-Lutheran to run LIRS in its 80-year history.258 So, whereas 
Hartke was a covert leftist and "Christian" in name only, LIRS is not even 
pretending to be Christian any more and no longer bothers to hide its leftist 
tilt. 

LIRS receives funding from the Open Society Institute, the Ford 
Foundation, Global Impact, Fidelity Investment Fund, Bank of America Fund, 
Annie E. Casey Foundation, and many others, but almost all support is 
provided by government grants. LIRS received 93.5 percent of its income 
from government grants in FY 2016.259 Its FY 2018 government funding was 
$55.9 million, down slightly from the $60 million it received in 2016. LIRS 
received almost 40 percent of its 2018 government grants from the UAC 
program. The percentage of its business from UACs has grown considerably 
since 2008, when only 17 percent was derived this way. 


U.S. Committee for Refugees and Immigrants (USCRI) 
(www.refugees.org) — USCRI first formed as the International Institute in 
1911, a brainchild of the YWCA, and became a VOLAG in 1977. Today, USCRI 
has 12 branch offices in the U.S. and one in El Salvador. It receives over 90 
percent of revenue from government contracts. USCRI took credit for 
inspiring the Obama administration's Central American Minors program.?60 
Fortunately, that program was ended by President Trump. But USCRI has 
been at the forefront of the refugee resettlement program for decades and its 
leaders helped shape ORR policies toward refugees and illegal minors—a 
conflict of interest if there ever was one. 


Revolving Door 


VOLAG directors and agency heads frequently change places, creating 
an incestuous revolving door among a group of leftists all pushing the open 
borders agenda while earning very high incomes at taxpayer expense. For 
example, current USCRI director Eskinder Negash 
was director of ORR from 2009-2015. In hiring 
Negash to run USCRI, board chairman Gene DeFelice 
stated, "I am pleased to announce that after an 
extensive national search that included a number of 
interested candidates, the Board of Directors has 
unanimously appointed Mr. Eskinder Negash as 
Chief Executive Officer."261 

Negash worked for the USCRI from 2002 to 
2009 as Chief Operating Officer.262 He also worked as 
VP and chief administrative officer at the 
Eskinder Negash International Institute, which is an affiliate of USCRI, 
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for 15 years. His work with USCRI spans 22 years. In 2016, he was listed asa 
senior vice president at USCRI, earning $146,000.26: It is difficult to believe 
that USCRI did "an extensive national search," if they did any search at all. 
More likely Negash just moved a few offices down the hall. 

Former president and CEO Lavinia Limon also typifies the revolving 
door among VOLAG leaders. Limon served as the Director of the Office of 
Refugee Resettlement during the Clinton administration from 1993 to 2000, 
“designing and implementing programs to assist newly arriving refugees in 
achieving economic and social self-sufficiency.” She then moved to the 
National Immigration Forum where she directed NIF’s Center for the New 
American Community for a short while before joining USCRI in 2001. 


Independent Audit Needed 


Limon left USCRI in October of 2017, a fact that was not publicized until 
three months later, and then only in a letter by Gene DeFelice, chairman of 
the USCRI board of directors, who said she was retiring.26+ But in another 
twist, it turns out Limon has not retired at all, but moved on to a mysterious 
USCRI affiliate titled Immigration and Refugee Services of America (IRSA). 

IRSA has received refugee resettlement grants totaling $104.6 million 
since 2008, including $19.6 million in 2018, (see Table 22, below). IRSA is 
listed as a USCRI affiliate in the 2016 VOLAG affiliate directory as working in 
two locations, Brooklyn, NY and Miami, FL, but it is not a stand-alone 
affiliate.265 

In Brooklyn, IRSA is listed alongside Camba Inc., a large tax exempt 
which receives about 90 percent of its $100 million plus annual revenue from 
New York City and state government.26 Camba lists USCRI as one of its 
supporters but doesn't mention anything about IRSA. Similarly, in Florida, 
IRSA is listed alongside Youth Co-Op, Inc., another tax exempt which receives 
99 percent of its revenues from state and local government, but Youth Co-Op 
does not mention IRSA either, only USCRI. Both Camba and Youth Co-Op 
provide various programs to assist illegal aliens, all with taxpayer dollars. Yet 
another way we fund the open borders agenda without knowing it. 

Even more strange, the latest USCRI tax return (2016), lists all of the 
affiliates that receive funding from USCRI. Both Camba and Youth Co-Op are 
listed, but IRSA is nowhere to be found. 

The State Department's archives list IRSA as a VOLAG, ironically, as of 
April Fools Day, 2001.67 It is not, however, one of the nine current VOLAGs. 
IRSA is not listed among 501(c)(3) charitable organizations at Guidestar.org, 
which keeps files on tax-exempts, and IRSA does not publish an annual 
report. 

Two reviews of IRSA found in a Google search provide a Washington, 
D.C., address and phone number, nothing in New York or Florida, but 
repeated calls at all hours get a busy signal. Two separate IRSA websites are

referenced in these reviews, www.refugeesusa.org, and www.irsa-uscr.org. 
Both are defunct placeholder blogs with no reference to IRSA and no current 
information of any sort. 

Bloomberg's review describes IRSA as "a charitable organization that 
focuses on defense of human rights, builds communities, fosters education, 
promotes self-sufficiency, and forges partnerships through an array of 
programs." 268 The other review was written in 2008 by Melanie Nezer, 
currently Senior Vice President for Public Affairs at HIAS. 269 Nezer was 
apparently employed by IRSA in 2008 and described it as "the oldest and 
largest non-sectarian network of organizations serving immigrants, 
refugees, and other foreign-born people worldwide."270 

But it gets weirder still. Lavinia Limon is listed by Bloomberg as IRSA's 
current director, along with Negash, who supposedly took Limon's place at 
USCRI.271 Officer compensation is not listed, but having received over $100 
million since 2008, IRSA is paying someone good money. For what? Is IRSA 
some kind of slush fund flying under the radar because no one pays attention 
to this politically coddled, convoluted, Byzantine network of programs? 

Is Negash actually employed by both USCRI and IRSA? Can he faithfully 
perform the duties of COO at IRSA while being CEO at USCRI? How long has 
he been at IRSA? It doesn't say. What exactly is going on here? There have 
been frequent requests to audit the refugee resettlement program, especially 
the contractors. IRSA is an organization that screams to be audited at the very 
least, if not investigated for possible criminal activity. 

Limon made about $300,000 per year as CEO, according to USCRI’s 
2016 tax filing.2”2 Her brother, Peter Limén, had worked for USCRI as 
director of field offices in earlier years, but by 2016, he was out. Maybe USCRI 
has had enough of the Limons but can't quite let them go completely. One 
anonymous blog commenter who identified himself as a former USCRI 
employee says, “It's a family operation all right. I'm a former employee. As 
we used to say, ‘When life gives you Limones ... keep your head down and 
don't ask questions ... or else ...””" 

USCRI receives private funding from the Ford Foundation, California 
Community Foundation, Robert Wood Johnson, Nissan, the Oak Foundation, 
Western Union, and others. USCRI received $55.3 million in FY 2018, 
virtually unchanged from 2016, but a big drop from 2017, when it received 
$80.6 million, its largest grant level ever. While USCRI does resettle some 
UACs, this big boost in 2017 was not from the UAC program. When every 
other VOLAG took reductions in FY 2017, it is strange to say the least that 
2017 should be USCRI's banner year. Of all the VOLAGs, USCRI should be 
number one on the auditor's list.

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Domestic & Foreign Missionary Society (DFMS) — Officially known 
as the Domestic & Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church USA, it is also called Episcopal Migration Ministries (EMM). EMM has 
its own website (www.episcopalmigrationministries.org). All government 
databases, however, refer to DFMS. But EMM is the title DFMS has given to 
its work. Repeating the “welcoming” mantra, EMM lists its first order of 
business as Welcoming Services: “Episcopal Migration Ministries’ affiliate 
partners provide refugees with the information and services they require to 
thrive in their new communities within just months after arriving.” 

DFMS/EMM is one of the smaller VOLAGs and saw a precipitous drop of 
almost 50 percent since 2016 in government grant revenues for refugee 
resettlement. A greater decline than all other VOLAGs. As with all other 
VOLAGs, however, 2016 was a high watermark over the past ten years at 
least. FY 2017 revenues were in keeping with prior years, and its EMM 
website brags resettling 3,187 refugees that year on revenues of $16 million, 
or just over $5,000 per refugee. According to the VOLAG, it has reduced its 
number of affiliates from 30 to 14.273 

Until 2018, EMM was run by Rev. Canon E. Mark Stevenson, pictured 
below holding up a sign that says, "I #supportrefugees because:" and then 
lists various bible passages, all of which are deliberately misinterpreted by 
advocates to justify resettlement. (For an example of this, see the section on 
Welcoming America.) This is no surprise for the Episcopal Church, which has 
probably drifted further left than any of the other Protestant denominations. 


Rev. Canon E. Mark Stevenson 
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The Episcopal Church makes no bones about its agenda and 
acknowledges that President Trump's efforts to curtail refugee resettlement 
have struck a nerve. VOLAGs object when accused of being paid by the head 
to resettle refugees, but here he is acknowledging it and complaining to boot: 


When President Trump introduced a travel ban and 
moratorium on refugee resettlement during his first week in 
office, it threatened the very existence of EMM, which receives 
most of its funding from the federal government based on the 
number of refugees it resettles.274 


Stevenson bragged about how efficient the refugee resettlement 
program was, saying: "One of the things that we do well is refugee 
resettlement .... We do it inexpensively, we do it effectively, we do it 
efficiently.”275 

Rev. Stevenson was promoted to a top leadership position in the 
Episcopal Church and appointed his deputy, Demetrio Alvero, to direct EMM. 
The EMM website provides no information about Alvero, nor does a Google 
search or LinkedIn. 


Ethiopian Community Development Council (ECDC) 
(www.ecdcus.org) — Founded in 1983 to serve the growing U.S. Ethiopian 
community, it began its resettlement program in 1991. Competing with EMM 
as the smallest of the VOLAGs, ECDC received $12.2 million from government 
contracts in 2018. ECDC receives about 95 percent of total revenues from 
government. In addition, ECDC has received donations from the Open Society 
Institute, Komen Foundation, the United Way, Tides Foundation, even Citi 
Foundation (CitiBank), and others. ECDC provides the regular menu of 
services to refugees and is involved in other contractual services as well. For 
example, the ECDC Enterprise Development Group provides SBA Microloans 
for new minority businesses. 

ECDC founder and director Dr. Tsehaye Teferra is an Ethiopian 
immigrant who came to the U.S. as a UNESCO Fellow in 1972. He received his 
PhD at Georgetown University in sociolinguistics. Like all other VOLAG 
directors, he is a leftist, deeply entrenched in the movement. He is a founding 
member of the Arlington County, Virginia, Multicultural Commission, and 
works on the county Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, the Task 
Force for Arlington’s Future, and the County’s Diversity Dialogue Task Force. 
He also served as a board member of the far-left InterAction, "A United Voice 
for Global Change," a position USCRI's Negash now holds.276 The Obama 
White House named him one of its Champions of Change.?77 
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Unaccompanied Alien Children Contractors 


Baptist Child and Family Services (BCFS) (www.bfcs.net) — Texas- 
based BCFS partners with HHS, DHS, USAID, the Justice and Labor 
Departments and numerous Texas and other state agencies, but its primary 
focus is the UAC program. BCFS receives almost all of its income through 
government grants—about 96 according to its most recent tax return. (See 
Table 18.) 

BCFS vies with Southwest Key Programs as the largest illegal alien 
minor (UAC) contractor. In 2018 it received $440 million to house and 
resettle illegal alien minors (UAC). The biggest expense for UAC contractors 
is temporary housing for the illegal minors. In Red Green Axis edition I, we 
discussed how BCFS had planned to spend $50 million for a luxury hotel for 
the minors but was stopped through public pressure. 


Southwest Key Programs, Inc. (www.swkey.org) — Southwest Key 
describes itself as an “Unaccompanied minors program” that serves “youth 
who enter the United States without parents or adult guardians and have 
been detained by immigration officials...” It operates 87 different programs, 
which is many more than the 64 programs it ran when the predecessor of 
this book came out. It calls itself one of the largest providers of shelter 
services for UACs in the country.278 

Southwest is led by Dr. Juan Sanchez, a well-connected Hispanic activist 
who founded the organization in 1987. He received $787,000 in pay and 
benefits in 2016. Dr. Sanchez’s biography claims that he serves on the board 
of the National Council of La Raza (UnidosUS). Dr. Sanchez also claims to have 
received a “Rising to the Challenge Social Justice Award” from LULAC. 

Government provides 99 percent of Southwest Key’s revenue, an eye- 
popping $626 million in 2018. Between 2008 and 2018, the group received 
$1.7 billion to house and place illegal alien minors. Over the past few years, 
Southwest Key has taken in more than BCFS in governmental receipts for 
resettling illegals. 

Southwest Key also operates five for-profit "social enterprises," a 
Mexican restaurant, "Green" energy and construction, maintenance and 
workforce development, all of which are supposed to feed profits back to SW 
Key. Their tax returns, however, show only meager income from sources 
other than government grants. And SW Key gets a lot of money that way. In 
FY 2016, income exceeded expenses by over $16.5 million, and net assets 
were over $60 million.279 This is the Left's favorite business model: an 
organization wholly reliant on taxpayer dollars, that receives and spends 
millions, and can become engaged in profit-making enterprises with little or 
no downside risk, because the taxpayer is covering everything. 
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Special Grants 


There are numerous grants offered by ORR to support and assist 


refugees in every aspect of their lives. 280 There are grants for building 
community gardens, home-based childcare businesses, and many others. 
They are administered by VOLAGs, affiliates and other organizations. For 
some small NGOs, administering these grants is their sole source of 
employment. They are often run by former refugees. For refugee advocates, 
these programs provide the means for a self-fulfilling prophecy of refugee 
financial success and assure that refugees have a big leg up in competition 
for employment and business. All funded at taxpayer expense. An incomplete 
list of such grants and recent funding follows: 
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Ethnic Community Self Help — Community building among refugee 
communities and cultural adjustment and integration. FY 2019: $3.7 
million for 20 grants averaging $187k each. 


Individual Development Accounts — Provides dollar-for-dollar matching 
grants of up to $2,000 per refugee or $4,000 per refugee family for each 
dollar deposited in a savings account. FY 2019: $4.3 million for 18 grants of 
about $240k each. 


Microenterprise Development — Finances refugees to develop, expand or 
maintain their own businesses and become financially independent. FY 
2019: $4.2 million for 21 grants of about $200k each 


Preferred Communities — Preferred communities are supposed to 
provide more opportunities for early employment and sustained 
economic independence. In addition, they support special needs 
populations. As of 2015, there were 96 preferred communities in 31 
states. Administered by VOLAGs and affiliates. FY 2019: $10.7 million for 
9 grants of about $1.1 million each. 


Refugee Agricultural Partnership Program — Provides grants for small 
refugee agriculture businesses, i.e, farm stands and family farms. 
Michelle Obama called it "a model for the nation, for the world.” FY 
2019: $1.5 million for 13 grants in 10 states. 


Refugee Health Promotion — In addition to Medicaid, Medicare and 
Refugee Medical Assistance, refugees are eligible to benefit from these 
grants provided to state health agencies and some refugee contractors. 
Provides health screening, preventative care and other medical 
services. FY 2019: $4.6 million for 41 grants of about 112k each. 


Refugee Social Services — Provides daycare for children, interpreters, 
citizenship and naturalization, job searches and more. Funding NA. 


School Impact — Provides funding for activities such as ELL, tutoring, 
parental involvement programs, interpreters and other services. FY 
2019: $14.6 million in to 38 states ranging from $75k to $1 million. 
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Given the massive amounts being spent at the state and local level on 
approximately 4.8 million students nationwide, this program is a drop 
in the bucket, and communities nationwide complain about ELL costs. 


Services to Older Refugees — State grants provide services to help 
elderly refugees live independently, assure access to all social services, 
as well as naturalization services. FY 2019: $5.0 million to 39 states— 
grants range from $75k to $325k. 


VOLAG Affiliates 


According to a February 14, 2018 report by Reuters, at the end of 2017, 
there were 324 affiliate offices across the country. Reuters’ announced, 
fittingly on Valentine's Day, that at least 20 offices were slated for closure 
and another 40 would reduce operations to adjust for President Trump's 
lower refugee caps. A graphic compiled in this report listed 55 offices that 
would either close or receive no new refugees, and another 22 joint sites 
where one or more affiliates would close, a reduction from 324 to 256. It also 
claimed that eleven planned offices will not open.28! This is welcome news, but 
note that in the Reuters report, all the closures are prospective. The VOLAGs 
have bitterly complained that the refugee slowdown has forced affiliate 
offices to close, and while some clearly have, there are new offices that did 
not exist when the first edition of this book was published in 2015. As you 
will read below, many also continue to operate, despite having nothing to do, in 
anticipation of an uptick when the political winds change. 

Furthermore, in another demonstration of the refugee program's 
secretive nature, the State Department's VOLAG affiliate directory, usually 
found on its Refugee Processing Center website (www.wrapsnet.org), has 
been removed. An old directory, dated December 13, 2016, is buried in the 
State Department's Travel website and was only found through a Google 
search.282 So it is impossible to confirm how many offices have actually closed 
since, and they probably want to keep it that way. 

Most VOLAG affiliates likely have found different ways to keep their 
doors open. One such case is described here. VOLAG affiliate Catholic 
Charities of Onondaga County (CCOC) is one of many Catholic Charities 
branch offices of the Roman Catholic Diocese of Syracuse, New York. As such, 
CCOC does not file its own IRS return. It does, however, publish its own 
annual reports. In 2016, the latest report available, CCOC took in $17.4 
million, $12.7 million of which was received from government.?83 The report 
does not specify which level of government, but sources at the CCOC 
confirmed that it receives funding from federal, state, and _ local 
government.264 

According to Foundation Search, CCOC also receives millions from 
thousands of private donors, including organizations such as Allstate, 
Amazon, AT&T, Bank of America, Bristol Myers, Citizens Bank, Exelon, GE, 
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Honeywell, IBM, M&T Bank, United Technologies, United Way, and many 
more. 

An August 2018 story in the Syracuse, New York, Post Standard 
described how CCOC expects to lose $600,000 from its refugee resettlement 
program asa result of historically low refugee numbers and a corresponding 
reduction in federal funding since President Trump took office. The article 
states that resettlement staff of Catholic Charities of Onondaga County has 
been reduced from 6 full-time and one-part time to one each full- and part- 
time.285 

The New York State government has stepped in to shore up funding. The 
article quotes CCOC CEO Mike Melara, who believes that refugee 
resettlement will resume apace when a new, presumably pro-refugee, 
administration replaces the current one. "[L]ocally, we don't want to get 
depleted to the point where we can't resettle refugees," he said.286 So despite 
having little to do, the goal is to keep staffing levels up in anticipation of 
future increases—at taxpayer expense. 

CCOC's parent, the Diocese of Syracuse, lists income of $61.4 million in 
its 2016 tax filing, with government grants totaling $26.9 million and net 
assets exceeding $21 million. Revenues for 2016 alone exceeded expenses by 
$3.5 million.287 Clearly, the organization is flush with cash, gets huge amounts 
from the government, and has no problem raising money from a broad base 
of private donors. 

Why should taxpayers be providing additional support to keep CCOC’s 
offices open where little work is being accomplished on the hope that when 
political winds change, those employees will have something to do? 

This little story provides a window into how refugee contractors and 
their political allies rip off the public in just one locale, and how difficult it is 
to uncover the financing. It also shows how the political system supports the 
resettlement program well beyond the boundaries set by federal law, and 
suggests how resettlement contractors are incentivized to support political 
candidates and parties that will keep these programs alive, not because it is 
in the public interest, but because it keeps the dollars rolling in. Replicate this 
situation all over the country to get a sense of the true dimensions of this 
problem. 

It is difficult to evaluate local government spending for refugee 
resettlement because it varies widely among jurisdictions and is buried 
among tens of thousands of local budget documents. But CCOC's experience 
is not unique. For example, HIAS affiliate HIAS PA received $1,647,019 from 
government entities in 2016, according to its latest tax filing.28* It does not 
specify the governmental source; however, HIAS PA’s annual report covering 
that period describes local government donations that included the 
Philadelphia Department of Human Services, the Philadelphia School 
District, even the Mexican Consulate of Philadelphia, and numerous other 
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local organizations with pass-through funding from the Office of Refugee 
Resettlement and other federal government programs.289 

Additionally, like CCOC, HIAS PA receives donations from numerous 
private sponsors, including the United Way. Many VOLAG affiliates will likely 
stay afloat in these lean years with this kind of support. The only way to 
remove the adverse incentives created by the refugee resettlement program 
is to abolish the use of private contractors altogether. 
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INDUSTRY 


The Office of Refugee Resettlement (ORR) offers a multitude of grants 
for refugees and Unaccompanied Alien Children (UAC) to many other NGOs 
in addition to the VOLAGs and their affiliates. It has created a billion-dollar 
taxpayer-funded advocacy industry that has experienced explosive growth. 
Chart 6 shows total ORR grants for refugees and UACs since 2008.

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In total, ORR provided $12.0 billion from 2008 to 2018, as shown in the 
chart. Note that this is substantially more than the $8.9 billion total from 
Tables 16 and 17, showing VOLAG and UAC contractor grants. Most of the 
difference is explained by the many affiliates and other independent 
organizations that feed off the refugee and UAC programs, in addition to 
funding provided to VOLAGs. 

In Massachusetts alone, which brags that one of every six residents and 
one in five workers is foreign-born, there are 130 organizations that 
comprise the Massachusetts Immigrant and Refugee Advocacy Coalition 
(MIRA).29° Other states have similar networks based on the size of their 
refugee/UAC programs and the level of non-profit engagement in the state. 

Measuring refugee-related expenditures of these various other NGOs is 
beyond the scope of this book because some receive no government funding, 
relying only on private donations. But Table 22 offers a small sample of the 
many organizations that have taken advantage of ORR grants. ACCESS (the 
Arab Community Center for Economic and Social Services), AALV (the 
Association of Africans Living in Vermont), Jannus, Somali Bantu Community 
of Houston (SBCH), and Welcoming America are not affiliated with any 
VOLAG. IRSA, RST (Refugee Services of Texas), Opening Doors and the YMCA 
are. Friends of Youth (FOY) deals only with UACs.

Dearborn, Michigan-based ACCESS (the Arab Community Center for 
Economic and Social Services) describes itself as "the largest Arab-American 
community nonprofit in the United States."291 According to its latest tax- 
exempt IRS filing, ACCESS took in $26.7 million in Fiscal Year 2016, $15.2 
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million of which was from government grants. 292 Funding for refugee 
resettlement was only a small part of its government-funded activity, but an 
important part nonetheless, providing yet another incentive to support the 
refugee resettlement program, in this case specifically for Muslim refugees. 

Washington State-based FOY shows how the UAC program has 
exploded in 2018, as UACs flood the border in increasing numbers, and ever 
more are being housed. 

AALV and SBCH are good examples of how government grants support 
refugees once they become established. Instead of finding regular 
employment, they create tax-exempt charities that provide services to the 
refugee community, while employing the more enterprising ones. All at 
taxpayer expense. This is a natural development, given the common 
languages and cultures, but it tends to further draw refugees into their own 
separate communities, where they are less likely to assimilate. 

AALV has taken in a relatively small amount of its total revenues with 
special refugee grants, down to under $100k for the last three years, but its 
overall take from the government is much larger. In 2016, AALV received a 
total of $683,628 in government grants, 46 percent of its $1.5 million in 
revenues. The rest was service fees, mostly for interpreters. This was almost 
certainly paid for by some government entity—courts, schools, and the like. 
AALV's mission is to "Provide integration services to African refugees and 
immigrants." Its director, Yacouba Jacob Bogra, received $60,000 
compensation in 2016. Other employee costs totaled about $450,000. 293 
Many VOLAG affiliates are similarly run by former refugees, creating more 
natural advocates for the program. 

SBCH has received under $200k for the past three years for refugee 
resettlement; however, its FY 2015 tax return shows revenues of $405k, of 
which $255k went to salaries and benefits. SBCH states its mission to be to 
"Provide education and acclimation of Somali refugees." SBCH received 90 
percent of its revenues from government grants that year.2%4 Table 22 
however, lists over $600k for 2015. This could simply be a consequence of 
timing, but it points again to the need for auditing and better oversight of this 
program, which receives virtually none. 

IRSA, the mysterious affiliate of USCRI, is listed in Table 22 as receiving 
$104.6 million since FY 2008. It has received matching grants for VOLAGs, 
HHS funding for State Administered Programs and Discretionary Grants, so 
it has been receiving grants independent of USCRI. With no apparently 
operative public office, and no record in USCRI files of providing funding to 
IRSA, this affiliate poses a very big question mark. 

Jannus, Opening Doors, and RST are all VOLAG affiliates, receiving 
prime grants for some of HHS's various refugee programs and grants for 
State and Local Programs, which is pass-through money provided to the 
states by HHS. 
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Many organizations not normally associated with immigration issues 
have also jumped on board. Who could imagine, for example, that the YMCA 
of Greater Houston could take in almost $30 million for refugee resettlement 
over the last two years? The Y works as an affiliate for USCRI. 

As described in its own section further on, Welcoming America is an 
influence operation, a propaganda mill with offices nationwide, created 
solely to build the "welcoming" narrative for refugees, immigrants, and 
illegal aliens, and vilify anyone who disagrees. It gets private donations from 
the usual suspects. Under the Obama administration, it also received 
taxpayer money. That has ended under Trump. 


Wilson-Fish States 


What happens when a state wants to leave the refugee resettlement 
program? Currently, sixteen states and San Diego County, California, have 
done just that. Recent state dropouts include Maine, Kansas, New Jersey, and 
Texas. These states dropped out in protest over the federal government's 
unresponsiveness to terrorism concerns. This did not help the states, 
however, because it does not end the program; it just means that the state 
now has lost whatever control over the program it ever had. 

A controversial alternative program appoints a VOLAG to take over 
management when the state drops out. Such states are referred to as Wilson- 
Fish states, based on a 1984 law named for the legislation's congressional 
authors, Pete Wilson and Hamilton Fish. The original law called for 
alternative methods to providing welfare to refugees, but never anticipated 
assigning VOLAGs oversight of state programs. The regulation authorizing 
this was manufactured from whole cloth by HHS during the Clinton 
administration. 

When State Department, ORR, and USCIS monies are counted, VOLAGs 
are paid up to $5,000 or more for each refugee they resettle, so they seek to 
maximize refugee numbers, and find it much easier to do so in states with no 
oversight. The numbers make the case. 

Between FY 2002 (the earliest state-by-state refugee resettlement data 
available) and FY 2017,° Alabama, Alaska, Kansas, Kentucky, Maine, Nevada, 
New Jersey, North Dakota, Tennessee, and Texas dropped out. Of these, five 
have been run by VOLAGs long enough to compare resettlement data before 
the state left the program and after. 


“FY 2018 was not included because the lowest recorded number of refugees were resettled 
that year, an involuntary reduction imposed by the Trump administration. Including FY 2018, 
then, would bias the results down.

Table 23 shows the results. Note that even in just the first year, refugee 
resettlement in those states shot up an average of over 50 percent. In total, 
these states have seen an average annual increase of 127 percent in refugee 
numbers since they relinquished program oversight. As refugee resettlement 
is a federal program, states have little recourse. 

The refugee resettlement program thus becomes an unconstitutional 
unfunded mandate on the states, because state and local governments 
remain liable for state and local costs of any programs all legal permanent 
residents are eligible for, never mind the costs to schools, law enforcement, 
and the courts. Additionally, the Wilson-Fish program was never legislated, 
so should not have the force of law, but so far, it seems to. It has been 
challenged, unsuccessfully to this point, in court.295 


Private Funding 


Private foundations support the refugee resettlement agenda. Much of 
that money is spent on advocacy groups like Welcoming America as 
described earlier, but VOLAGs and affiliates receive substantial foundation 
funding in addition to taxpayer-funded government grants. 

For example, HIAS has received at least $13.3 million from numerous, 
mostly Jewish foundations, since 1999.29 CWS has received at least $106.4 
million since 2000 from numerous foundations, including Open Society, 
Unbound Philanthropy, Ford, Schwab and others.297 Open Society's 2017 
Church World Service grant included $100,000 for affiliates in North 
Carolina and Ohio to “empower refugee and Muslim communities through 
trainings in leadership development, community organizing, Know Your 
Rights, de-escalation techniques, and civic participation.”298 
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The International Rescue Committee has received over $325 million 
from private foundations since 1999, including Open Society ($2.3 million), 
Novo Foundation ($58.7 million), Buffett ($31.4 million), Vanguard 
($23.4 million), Tides ($8.0 million), Newman's Own ($6.5 million), Unbound 
Philanthropy ($2.2 million), even Google ($2.8 million), and many others.299 
One hundred thousand dollars of Open Society's money was slated “to 
provide support for the executive transition” at IRC. 30° There is no further 
explanation of this grant, but this was the year Socialist former British MP 
David Miliband took the helm at IRC. Miliband made a cool $671,749 as CEO 
that year.301 Did he need a fancy office makeover to go with his exorbitant 
salary? How they love to spend other people's money! A similar story could 
be told for the rest of the VOLAGs and their 300 plus affiliates. 
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hen analysts warn that Muslims are intent on imposing Islamic 
WW: (sharia) in defiance of the U.S. Constitution, Islamic apologists 

snicker that Muslims represent only 1 percent of the USS. 
population, so how could they be a threat to anyone? There are numerous 
reasons to be concerned. Some have claimed there is a "tipping point" when 
Muslim populations migrate to non-Muslim countries. This usually occurs 
when Muslim populations reach about 5 percent of the total. They begin to 
demand special privileges, like blocking off streets for prayer, special prayer 
times and worship rooms at work and public facilities and insisting on the 
non-interference of host law enforcement for the imposition of sharia within 
Muslim population enclaves. At higher percentages, this civil disobedience 
turns to violence and terrorism.3°2 

But in the U.S., this is already happening. The Islamic agenda, pursued 
by Islam's ambitious political and religious leaders and broadly supported by 
Muslim populations, is aggressively defended and promoted by the 
institutional Left, the legal Left, the education Left, the political Left, the 
media Left, the Hollywood Left, the religious Left, and now even the violent 
Left. These groups collectively represent a much larger percent of the U.S. 
population. 

As a result of the Left's successful penetration of our cultural 
institutions, the Islamic vanguard in this country now enjoys the 
commanding heights of popular culture. With the Left's help they can cajole, 
indoctrinate, threaten, and punish anyone who opposes them—virtually 
dictating terms to the rest of us. And as Islam gains political power under the 
tutelage of its leftist advocates, the entire Muslim population begins to feel 
empowered and justified in its demands for special treatment and entitled in 
its flagrant antisemitism and hatred for Christianity. These combined factors 
make Islam the perfect weapon for leftist subversion to take advantage of 
what is, in fact, a temporarily symbiotic relationship. 

The Left has used a very similar process to weaponize minority and 
other "marginalized" populations. So now for example, the Black Lives 
Matter (BLM) movement—whose leadership is comprised entirely of 
hardcore Communists and Socialists 303 —has been elevated to the 
presumptive role of spokesman for all American blacks, even though many 
American blacks recognize and detest BLM for the virulently anti-American 
organization it is. The gay rights agenda has similarly metastasized into a 
tyrannical, extreme Left movement intent on forcing acceptance of 
transgender bathrooms, pedophilia/pederasty, and even bestiality. 

It is baffling to some, but really no coincidence, that CAIR has now 
publicly allied itself with BLM, and claims to champion gay rights—while its 
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Islamic brethren in the Middle East throw gays to their deaths from high-rise 
buildings and peddle in slavery of every kind. 

Prominent members of CAIR have joined Democratic Socialists of 
America (DSA), the largest communist organization in America, with an 
estimated 44,000 members.3°4 Linda Sarsour, the new model spokesperson 
for Islam, joined DSA in 2018. Newly-elected Michigan Democratic Rep. 
Rashida Tlaib bragged about her DSA membership during her campaign, 
while failed Michigan Democratic gubernatorial candidate Abdul El Sayed 
was christened "the Muslim Bernie." 

Somali refugee and former CAIR-Iowa director Abshir Omar makes no 
effort to hide his DSA credentials either.205 Many Islamic leaders, including 
senior Iranian clerical figures, were educated at Moscow's Patrice Lumumba 
University (now called The Peoples’ Friendship University of Russia), a 
prominent training and KGB recruitment center for promising Third World 
students. While he denounced Saddam Hussein's socialist Ba'ath Party as 
infidels, even Osama bin Laden said that an alliance with Socialists against 
America, their common enemy, was justifiable.306 

At a 2018 event in Des Moines, Iowa, speaker John Guandolo, president 
of Understanding the Threat, engaged in a conversation with Abshir Omar. 
He asked Omar, "Is there a version of 
Islam that doesn't mandate killing 
apostates and homosexuals?" 

According to Guandolo, Omar 
answered, "No, all Islam agrees that 
apostates and homosexuals must be 
killed."307 

Given Islam's command to murder 
gays and apostates, the irony of devout 
Muslims allying with LGBTQ activists 
and blatant atheists, even becoming 
prominent members of such_ infidel 
organizations, cannot be ignored. Are 
these people really Muslims? Or does the 
objective of undermining Western 
civilization simply take precedence at 
this time? 

John Guandolo speaks with Abshir Omar The Left has been seeking to 
undermine our Constitutional form of 

government and the rule-of-law for a century. For if the rule-of-law becomes 

unreliable, the rule of the fist takes over, and the Left is good at that. 

The American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) has relentlessly chipped 
away at our Constitution for decades, most recently challenging Trump 
administration immigration policies by forum shopping to courts that the 
ACLU knows to be friendly to the Left. The open borders crowd challenges 
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the rule-of-law by claiming "social justice" for illegal aliens is more important 
than law. 

It is all part of a strategy to sow chaos in our society and make it 
ungovernable by anyone except the Left. With the Islamic vanguard, the Left 
can really ramp up its game. Leading activists of the Islamic Movement are 
particularly useful because they sow discord and disunity by refusing to 
assimilate, and engage in practices lawful under sharia, but that violate U.S. 
law, like domestic abuse against women and girls, female genital mutilation 
(FGM), polygamy, pedophilia/pederasty, and honor killing. They challenge 
American culture, traditions, and laws, and some courts are willing to side 
with them. Hiding behind the misapplication of the First Amendment's 
religious protections, they seek to undermine U.S. rule-of-law standards by 
demanding adoption of their own legal system, sharia. It is, rather, Article VI 
of the U.S. Constitution that should apply as the standard for lawful 
compliance in the U.S. 

As this author has argued almost since Barack Obama broke on the 
national scene, Obama is a hardcore communist. He was born to a Muslim 
Kenyan father, which according to Islamic Law, makes him legally a Muslim. 
He also has Muslim connections through his stepfather, the Indonesian Lolo 
Soetoro Mangunharjo, and studied Qur’an and other subjects during 
elementary school years in an Indonesian madrassa. His middle name 
Hussein refers to Mohammed's grandson.3°8 There is no record of Obama’s 
having apostatized from Islam at any point in his life or being baptized into 
the Christian faith. 

But Obama was mentored for eight years by a card-carrying Communist 
Party USA member, Frank Marshall Davis, and during his presidency 
surrounded himself with offspring and associates of Davis' Chicago 
Communist colleagues. His parents and grandparents were Communists, and 
the bizarre Islamic cult, Subud, that both his mother and stepfather joined, 
has communist—even Soviet—connections.399 Obama's love for Islam, like 
that of most leftists, seems to be both cultural and strategic, because the Left 
has found Muslims to be the perfect wrecking ball for its subversive war 
against America. 

The unholy alliance of VOLAGs, their affiliates, and self-interested 
politicians serves the axis—knowingly or otherwise. The relentless effort to 
resettle refugees and other very needy, and too often unassimilable, groups 
from across the globe, is changing the political, economic, and cultural 
dynamic all over the U.S., especially in smaller communities that often escape 
the public eye. Meanwhile a bipartisan congressional cabal seeking cheap 
labor and new voters resists efforts to rein in legal immigration or even 
reduce illegal immigration. The Obama administration's dangerous support 
for all things Islamic facilitated unprecedented numbers of refugees and 
other immigrant classes from Muslim-majority nations to flood into the 
country. 
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We have already witnessed the deadly consequences of these policies, 
as criminality and terrorist attacks committed by refugees and those 
resettled under other special immigrant categories begin to mirror the out- 
of-control situation in Western Europe. As refugee numbers grow, however, 
national organizations like the Council on American-Islamic Relations (CAIR) 
organize them, working hand-in-glove with American leftists to build power 
and subvert the rule of law, while attacking anyone who associates Muslim 
immigration with terrorism as Islamophobic. 


Organizing for Action 


Since the 2016 election, a nonstop, unprecedented, nationwide effort 
has been ongoing to undermine virtually every aspect of Trump's rule. 
Coming from many diverse quarters, all unified in opposition to different 
aspects of the Trump agenda, these offenses are actually the public face of 
the Red-Green Axis at work. 

Most prominent among these actors, though only occasionally making 
public appearances, is former president Obama. Unlike most past presidents, 
he has not been content to sit on the sidelines and instead has worked 
incessantly to undermine his successor. He has overseen and orchestrated 
many of the larger public street protests through OFA, the organization he 
founded in 2007 as Obama for America to launch his presidential campaign. 

Now known as Organizing for Action, OFA has gone through numerous 
phases. Following Obama's election, it was rebranded as Organizing for 
America to help promote his various agendas, especially Obamacare. It was 
dubbed "Obama 2.0" and benefited from a donor email list of over 13 
million.31° Then, during the 2012 election, it reverted to Obama for America 
as a grassroots campaign organization. Its current iteration was created in 
2013 to once again promote Obama policies. During this process, a 
substantial organizational infrastructure was developed, and_ that 
infrastructure remains largely intact. Despite its "non-partisan" 501.c.4 
designation, OFA is a radically partisan group. 

Obama is able to remain at arm's length from the day-to-day operations 
of OFA, which he has delegated to a troop of trusted former Obama 
administration officials, many of whom have been involved off and on with 
OFA, some going back to its 2007 founding.311 Instead, he oversees the 
Obama Foundation (OF). The Foundation's most prominent role is creation 
of the Obama Presidential Center—note that it is not referred to merely as a 
"library"—but its web description reveals greater ambitions: 


Founded in January 2014, the Obama Foundation is a living, 
working center for citizenship in the 21st century aimed at 
identifying, training, and connecting the next generation of 
leaders and engaged citizens. The Foundation is developing the 
Obama Presidential Center on the South Side of Chicago to 
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serve as headquarters for the projects it will undertake across 
the city, the nation, and around the world. 


Therefore, there is doubtless much interaction between OF and OFA. A 
noteworthy aspect of OFA funding is its continued broad base of support, 
doubtless built on the network of donors created since the organization's 
inception in 2009. According to Open Secrets, the group received a total of $9 
million from 3,179 individuals over 2013 and 2014.312 Donations ranged 
from a low of $250, to $1 million. Between 2015 and 2016, OFA took in 
another $16 million.313 

Funding for OFA includes donations from the following Obama 
Foundation Donors: David Shaw, $1 million, Mark Gallogly, $200,000, and 
Tom Campion, $100,000. But there were other noteworthy wealthy donors. 
Amy Goldman Fowler contributed $750,000 over two years. Fowler is the 
daughter of deceased billionaire New York developer Sol Goldman3"4. She is 
a well-known horticulturalist and is married to Cary Fowler, another famed 
horticulturalist and former executive director of the Global Crop Diversity 
Trust. Now called the Crop Trust, (net assets $167 million)315, it was formed 
of a partnership with the UN and other international organizations dedicated 
to preserving "agricultural diversity"—UN control over world food supplies 
in other words.316 

Ryan Smith, the founding manager of Variance Ventures, a Salt Lake City 
venture capitalist, contributed $476,260. He is a member of "Patriotic 
Millionaires," a group of wealthy Americans "committed to building a more 
prosperous, stable and inclusive nation."317 Smith is described on its "Who 
We Are" page: 


Ryan became involved in progressive political issues via the 
Obama campaign and has continued to work with groups such 
as Democracy For America, Organizing For Action and Mew 
Media Ventures to name a few.318 


Marcy Carsey contributed $250,000 to OFA over the 2013-2014 
timeframe. She is a Hollywood-based TV producer. Her husband, Tom 
Werner, is also a producer and chairman of the Boston Red Sox. In 2014 he 
was a finalist for Commissioner of Major League Baseball, but the job 
ultimately went to Rob Manfred.319 Between them, they have produced such 
TV shows as Mork & Mindy, Happy Days, Soap, Taxi, Roseanne, and Third 
Rock from the Sun. Werner and Carsey were friends and advisers to Bill 
Clinton during his tenure. Werner was inducted into the Television Hall of 
Fame in 1996. 

Kenneth Levine is a former McAfee vice president. He is the co-founder 
of Brookline Venture Partners LLC and is also General Partner of Terawatt 
Ventures.320 

Architect Jon Stryker contributed $100,000. Stryker is a New York 
based billionaire, worth $3.2 billion, and listed #251 on Forbes 400 
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wealthiest Americans. 321 He founded Arcus Foundation, a philanthropy 
dedicated to LGTB issues and conservation of great apes. Its mission 
statement: 


Arcus believes that respect for diversity among peoples and in 
nature is essential to a positive future for our planet and all its 
inhabitants. We work with experts and advocates for change to 
ensure that LGBT people and our fellow apes thrive in a world 
where social and environmental justice are a reality.322 


With $5.6 billion, Stryker's sister, Ronda, is even wealthier, ranked #114 
of the Forbes 400 wealthiest Americans.323 She did not contribute to OFA, and 
says "I don't have a passion for politics ... ] don't like what it does to people. 
I'm always disappointed.” She and her siblings, however, are "are on the 
same page" politically.324 

This is certainly true. While brother Jon devotes himself to gays and 
gorillas, sister Pat Stryker is yet another billionaire member of the Stryker 
clan (real time net worth $2.3 billion).325 She and fellow Coloradan, gay 
activist and Obama Foundation donor, Tim Gill, were the big money behind 
the Democrats’ successful effort to "turn Colorado blue." Their effort was the 
focus of a 2010 book, The Blueprint: How the Democrats Won Colorado (and 
Why Republicans Everywhere Should Care).326 The "Blueprint" strategy has 
since been applied in numerous other states.327 

There are many more like this among the 3,000 odd contributors, and 
doubtless more in the wings. Table 24, updated with the most recent data, 
lists the largest donors.?28

OFA has partnered with the Indivisible Project, a 501.c.4 tax exempt 
activist group formed of former high-level Democratic congressional staff 
members. 329 Its first project was to publish the Indivisible Guide, a 
comprehensive blueprint for activists that rapidly gained popularity among 
the radical Left. Subsequently, Indivisible groups were the prime movers 
behind much of the early post-election, anti-Trump protests.33° For all we 
know, Obama could have ordered its creation. Like so many other radical Left 
organizations, it gets funding from George Soros and others. 

Its laundry list of goals includes getting rid of Trump & Co.: 


e Impeach Them for Crimes and Misdemeanors 
e Force Their Resignation Through Protest 
e Expose Their Lies and Defend Truth 


It is difficult to square this with Indivisible's supposed commitment to 
"legal, non-violent protest and political action," and other declared goals of 
defending and strengthening civil rights. What about the civil rights of Trump 
supporters? What about the legal authority of a democratically elected 
president? Indivisible claims to borrow its methods from the Tea Party. 
Former Trump press secretary, Sean Spicer, however, rejected that 
comparison. The Tea Party was a spontaneous, "very organic movement,” he 
said, while Indivisible is "a very paid, Astroturf-type movement.”331 A hyper- 
partisan Organizing for Action clone. 
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Council On American-Islamic Relations (CAIR) 


CAIR is probably the most prominent Islamic face of the Red-Green Axis. 
It was founded as a front for the Palestinian terrorist group HAMAS and was 
named by the Department of Justice (DOJ) as an unindicted co-conspirator in 
the Holy Land Foundation terrorism financing trial, the largest of its kind in 
U.S. history. Itand hundreds of other named unindicted co-conspirators with 
demonstrated links to the Muslim Brotherhood, avoided indictment because, 
following his election, President Obama terminated the investigation. 

CAIR Executive Director Nihad Awad is and has always been a devout, 
practicing Muslim. By his own admission, he became a member of HAMAS in 
1994.332 Prior to that, again by his own admission, he was a student leader of 
America's branch of the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO), the 
Communist, terrorist organization founded by Yasser Arafat under the 
auspices of the Soviet KGB.333 

CAIR has state chapters and is at the forefront of efforts to introduce 
some form of blasphemy laws in the U.S. to criminalize any effort to 
investigate and publicize what the group is doing. Like practically every 
other major Muslim organization in the U.S., CAIR is a front group of the 
Muslim Brotherhood (MB). The MB first began infiltrating the U.S. in the 
1960s, but its strategic plan for America was not discovered until 2004, when 
a suspicious traffic stop led the FBI to search a residence in Annandale, 
Virginia. The homeowner turned out to be the archivist for the U.S. Muslim 
Brotherhood, whose entire home and garage held thousands of official MB 
documents. Among the most notable was the MB's "Explanatory 
Memorandum: On the General Strategic Goal for the Group in North America" 
It stated in part: 


The process of settlement is a ‘Civilization-Jihadist Process’ 
with all the word means. The Ikhwan [Muslim Brotherhood] 
must understand that their work in America is a kind of grand 
jihad in eliminating and destroying the Western civilization 
from within and “sabotaging” its miserable house by their 
hands and the hands of the believers so that it is eliminated and 
God’s religion is made victorious over all other religions.334 


CAIR pursues "litigation jihad," among other forms, though none is 
overtly violent yet. CAIR Chicago, for example, has launched 5,500 lawsuits 
over its 15-year history. 335 Jaylani Hussein, director of CAIR Minnesota, 
recently bragged of 360 lawsuits in 2017 alone (but quickly removed the 
YouTube video of his boast). Lawfare is one of CAIR's favorite tactics, along 
with threatening speakers—like yours truly—who expose its underbelly. 

Last year, CAIR national jumped on the bandwagon with extreme Left 
groups in suing the FBI, Customs and Border Protection and other agencies 
charged with homeland security. It challenged, among other things, the DHS 
terrorist watch list, which allows DHS to catch terrorists attempting to enter 
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the US336 At least one state legislature has some sense. The Arkansas House 
just passed a resolution demanding state law enforcement suspend 
interactions with CAIR.337 We'll see if it has wings. 

Despite its roots in terrorism 

and direct connection to the 
Muslim Brotherhood, however, 
today CAIR is welcomed in the 
halls of power’ by _ both 
Republicans and Democrats. 
Texas GOP Rep. Michael McCaul 
chaired the U.S. House Committee 
on Homeland Security until 
Democrats took the majority 
following the 2018 election. On 1 
this photo of himself with CAIR texas Gop Rep. Michael McCaul, at right. 
Houston director Mustafa Carroll, 
McCaul signed his name with the words, “To Mustafa and the Council on 
American-Islamic Relations, the moderate Muslim is our most effective 
weapon." At a “Muslim Capitol Day" event in Texas, McCaul said that 
American Muslims were, “above the law of the land.”338 

Facebook and Twitter now take advice from CAIR in their campaign to 
silence conservatives. Outspoken conservative activist Laura Loomer was 
banned from Facebook following complaints by CAIR that Loomer had called 
newly elected Rep. IIhan Omar an antisemite. Meanwhile, Omar's blatant 
antisemitism has been on full display for a while. Loomer was also 
permanently banned from Twitter.339 

Instead of being allowed to make inflammatory statements in Congress, 
Omar rshould be under investigation for document and financial fraud 
surrounding the allegation that she married her brother to obtain legal 
permanent residence for him while already married to someone else.340 She 
has also defended terrorists, has possible ties to terrorists through her 
brother-in-law—whom she helped become executive secretary to Somali 
Prime Minister Hassan Ali Khayre. Ali Khayre is suspected of illegal activities 
as director of a Russian-controlled oil company in Somalia and is under 
investigation for links to terrorists, including al-Shabaab.341 IIhan Omar is a 
poster child for the Red-Green Axis. 


US Council of Muslim Organizations 


The Muslim Brotherhood agenda for the U.S. includes the subversive 
infiltration of every sphere of American society and co-option of unwitting 
Americans themselves in its cause. Less than two years before the official 
establishment of the United States Council of Muslim Organizations in March 
2014, a clarion directive was issued by Tariq Ramadan, a quintessential 
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leader of the Islamic Movement.342 At the 11th Annual Muslim American 
Society-Islamic Circle of North America (MAS-ICNA) convention in Chicago, 
Illinois on December 21, 2012, Ramadan said: 


So this is why Muslims when they say we are at home should 
institutionalize the presence in the country... We are at home, 
show it! Not show it with what you say, show it with the 
institutions you have in this country — institutionalize the 
Muslim presence as Americans. This is home; this is where we 
can say ‘that’s where we are’...I think we are reconciling the 
West with the very essence of our universal principles — if we 
understand Islam the right way, if we understand why we are 
experiencing this historical moment of the Muslim presence in 
the West.343 


Tariq Ramadan, the grandson of Muslim Brotherhood founder Hassan 
al-Banna, is no stranger to the USCMO agenda. In January 2010, Secretary of 
State Hillary Clinton gifted the U.S. Muslim Brotherhood with a key 
opportunity when she signed an order that lifted the ban that had prohibited 
Ramadan from entering the U.S.344 Ramadan now could finally enter the 
United States for the first time since the Department of Homeland Security 
revoked his visa in July 2004 during the administration of President George 
W. Bush. 

Almost immediately upon reentry, Ramadan spoke at two Muslim 
Brotherhood-sponsored events in April 2010, articulating the need for 
Muslim participation in US politics. It is not a coincidence that one month 
later, the USCMO's precursor, Project Mobilize, was formed.345 Its objectives 
included: 


e "To Develop the political capital existing within the Muslim 
American community; 

e "To Organize the Muslim American community around issues 
determined relevant; and 

e "To Advocate on behalf of the Muslim American community to 
elected officials and persons with political clout so that they act 
upon the concerns and desires of their Muslim American 
constituents."346 


The Muslim Brotherhood understands that success of its plan to subvert 
the West from within depends on what it calls the settlement process: “In 
order for Islam and its Movement” to become “a part of the homeland” in 
which it lives, “stable” in its land, “rooted” in the spirits and minds of people, 
“enabled” in the life of its society and firmly established within organizations 
through which the Islamic structure is to be built, the Movement must work 
to obtain “the keys and tools of this “Civilization Jihadist” project that is the 
responsibility of the U.S. Muslim Brotherhood.347 
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Weeks following the March 2014 announcement of USCMO's creation in 
Washington, D.C. by leaders from some of the most prominent American 
Muslim organizations, the USCMO began preparing for its inaugural banquet 
to be held at the Hilton Crystal City (Virginia) Hotel on Tuesday, 10 June 
2014.348 

While limited information exists regarding the actual content of 
speeches and proceedings from the USCMO inaugural banquet, the Muslim 
Link Paper reported nearly "250 guests of the member organizations, leaders 
and imams of masajid, elected and government officials, dignitaries, civic and 
interfaith partners attended the banquet." 34° Two members of the U.S. 
Congress, Representatives André Carson (Democrat, IN-7th District), Keith 
Ellison (Democrat, MN-5Sth District), as well as Hassan El-Amin, Associate 
Judge, Prince George’s County Circuit Court, 7th Judicial Circuit (Maryland) 
joined together on the speaker’s dais with Muslim Brotherhood leadership 
to address the attendees. 350 

The June 2014 USCMO inaugural banquet was sponsored?5! by Helping 
Hand USA322 (also known as Helping Hand for Relief and Development), ICNA 
Relief USA,353 and Guidance Residential,354 the largest U.S. provider of sharia- 
compliant home financing. The only Muslim charity invited to speak at the 
formation of USCMO in March 2014 was ICNA Relief USA. 

The USCMO is described as an umbrella organization—and CAIR 
Executive Director Nihad Awad inferred that and more, with his assertion 
regarding the USCMO that "This is the dream of every American Muslim, to 
unify the approach, agenda and vision of the Muslim community. In the past, 
many people have tried to unite on a limited agenda, but this is a broad 
agenda for the American Muslim community." Awad stressed the need for a 
"platform to coordinate, to communicate, and unify the vision on critical 
issues both to the Muslim community and the society at large," because he 
believed that "Muslim voters can be swing voters in key elections, especially 
2016." 355 The formation of the USCMO marks the first U.S. Muslim 
Brotherhood political party, and indeed the first religious identity political 
party in the history of this country.356 

The USCMO was developed over a number of years under different 
names and was accommodated by then Secretary of State Hillary Clinton in 
early 2010 when she altered regulations banning US entry by terrorism-tied 
individuals. The USCMO includes CAIR, the Islamic Circle of North America 
(ICNA) , Muslim Alliance in North America (MANA), Muslim American 
Society (MAS), the Muslim Ummah of North America (MUNA), Muslim Legal 
Fund of America (MFA), the American Muslim Alliance (AMA), and many 
others, virtually all Muslim Brotherhood fronts. 

Earlier efforts at such unity had not been successful. In December 1997, 
for example, seven national Islamic organizations met in Sunnyvale, CA to 
create a national Coordination Committee, whose goal would be to unify and 
provide "coordinated advice to America’s six million Muslims on political 
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issues and candidates." 357 Those organizations included the American 
Muslim Alliance (AMA), American Muslim Caucus (AMC), American Muslim 
Council (AMC), CAIR, National Council on Islamic Affairs, the Muslim Public 
Affairs Council (MPAC), and the Islamic Society of North America (ISNA). The 
effort failed. 

The failed efforts to unify leadership for political ends underlines the 
importance of the current and apparently more successful USCMO initiative. 
The current political climate offers an opportunity not previously available 
to achieve the long-time Brotherhood goal of advancing its civilization jihad 
plans. These were laid out originally by influential Muslim Brotherhood 
theoretician Sayyid Qutb in his seminal1964 monograph Milestones.358 

Another figure prominent in USCMO's creation was Sabri Samirah, a 
Muslim Brotherhood leader in Jordan and former chairman of the Islamic 
Association for Palestine (IAP) in North America, a direct HAMAS off-shoot 
and the parent organization of CAIR. 359 Samirah was also banned from the 
US in 2004 by the Bush administration for his ties to terrorism but benefited 
from the Obama administration's loosened procedures. He returned to 
Chicago, Illinois in 2014 after 11 years in exile abroad. Samirah is no stranger 
to the Illinois political arena and quickly assumed leadership of several 
organizations. 36° Samirah worked with USCMO to begin implementing its 
political agenda through mobilization of Muslim voters in Illinois and led 
efforts to get out the vote in November of that year. 361 

In his efforts to mobilize voters, Samirah urged formation of a 
"Grassroots Unified Voting Bloc" that would energize Muslim voters to unify 
and collectively participate in those elections. The Gaza and Palestinian focus 
was an initial wedge issue—but as would become increasingly evident, the 
USCMO had its sights set on a much broader political agenda than that. 362 

It is not what most would consider a “moderate” agenda. In addition to 
CAIR Director Nihad Awad, USCMO's board of directors includes Imam Siraj 
Wahhaj, an alleged co-conspirator in the 1993 World Trade Center 
bombing.363 Wahhaj's son currently faces prosecution in New Mexico for 
starving and abusing 11 children and allowing his own three-year-old son to 
die at an Islamic cult compound he ran.364 

In August 2014, USCMO leadership met with U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security officials. Topics covered included civil rights and 
countering so-called ‘violent extremism.’ As reported by the USCMO on 
August 5, 2014, "The delegations also discussed future cooperation between 
the Council members and DHS with a focus on increasing engagements on a 
local level.”365 The USCMO leadership delegation included Secretary General 
Oussama Jammal, Nihad Awad and Robert McCaw of CAIR; Naeem Baig and 
Rameez Abed of ICNA; Osama Abu Irshaid of the American Muslims for 
Palestine (AMP) and Imam Talib Shareef of The Mosque Cares-Ministry of 
Imam W.D. Mohammed. DHS participation included: the Office of Civil Rights 
and Civil Liberty (CRCL), Countering Violent Extremism (CVE), 
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Counterterrorism, TSA, the Homeland Security Advisory Council and the 
Faith-based Security and Communications Advisory Subcommittee 
(FBAC).366 

This meeting evidently established the parameters for the USCMO to 
plan a 10 February 2015 “Community Forum on Countering Violent 
Extremism” in Washington, DC that was sponsored by the Zakat Foundation 
of America. The USCMO event took place one week in advance of the Obama 
administration’s own widely-touted CVE summit to address “violent 
extremism,” held on February 18, 2015. 367 

On April 13, 2014, in the early lead-up to the 2016 presidential election, 
the USCMO and Secretary General Jammal organized an unprecedented 
"First National Muslim Advocacy Day on Capitol Hill." The USCMO described 
this advocacy day on its website as "one of the next steps in growing the 
American Muslim community’s political capacity and ability to move the 
needle” in Washington, D.C.368 The USCMO wraps itself in the American flag, 
to appear moderate and pro-American. This has earned the organization the 
title "Star Spangled Shariah."369 

In view of just how far Muslim Brotherhood influence operations 
already have succeeded in “moving the needle” of U.S. foreign and domestic 
policy on critical issues involving Islamic terror and the Muslim Brotherhood, 
the continued development of the USCMO as a USS. political movement 
requires close attention from citizens, law enforcement, security agencies, 
and political leaders. Sophisticated operations directed by the Muslim 
Brotherhood and cloaked in red, white, and blue but fixed steadfastly on the 
advancement of sharia in America must be recognized as the “Star Spangled 
Shariah” deception it is. 379 

The USCMO ran 276 candidates nationwide at all levels in the 2016 and 
2018 election cycles; 131 were elected. A report by CAIR, JetPac and MPower 
Change stated, "This new political class is aggressively non-institutional and 
represents a broader trend in American politics of an engaged political 
insurgency..."371 Ilhan Omar, Rashida Tlaib, and other Muslim politicians 
have benefited from the support of USCMO, which has become the leading 
edge of the civilization jihad movement in the US. 

The USCMO was developed in close collaboration with the Turkish 
government of President Recep Tayyip Erdogan and has been described as 
"in effect, the U.S. branch of Erdogan’s pro-Muslim Brotherhood Justice and 
Development Party (AKP)."372 Notably, Erdogan held closed-door meeting in 
New York City in September 2017, where he with prominent leaders of the 
foremost U.S. Muslim Brotherhood groups, including Nihad Awad of CAIR, 
Osama Abu Irshaid of American Muslims for Palestine, Mazen Mokhtar of the 
Muslim American Society, and the USCMO's Jammal. 373 Interestingly, 
Erdogan also met there with a then-little known Minnesota state legislator, 
now the increasingly-notorious Rep. Ilhan Omar (D-MN), who was later 
elected to Congress in the 2018 elections. 
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Omar was likely instrumental in bringing the Minnesota-based Islamic 
Association of North America (IANA), a large Somali group, into the USCMO. 
Formerly called the North American Council of Somali Imams (NACSIJ), the 
IANA has been around since 2001. The IANA joined USCMO in 2018, just 
months after IIhan Omar met with Erdogan in New York.374 

Today, the Muslim Brotherhood organizations which make up the 
USCMO pose a clear and compelling threat to U.S. national security and the 
U.S. Constitution. Evidence acquired by American and foreign security 
agencies documents that the Muslim Brotherhood engages in hostile 
intelligence collection against U.S. law enforcement and _ intelligence 
agencies. * It conducts influence operations against law enforcement and 
American policymakers and directly attacks and attempts to silence any 
citizen willing to speak up as a "hater," "bigot," or "Islamophobe." Such 
activities on the part of these groups constitute a direct threat to the security 
of the nation as well as the independence of its domestic and foreign policy. 

The United States of America faces a clear and present danger from the 
USCMO because of its sharia-compliant agenda that supports and advocates 
jihad to achieve the re-establishment of a global Caliphate under rule of 
Islamic Law. The supremacist, totalitarian aspects of sharia are incompatible 
with our Constitution, our Republic, and natural law itself. The USCMO’s “Star 
Spangled Shariah” narrative, combined with an agenda to manipulate the U.S. 
political system and co-opt disaffected and uninformed non-Muslim 
segments of society, requires immediate action by citizens, faith leaders, law 
enforcement, and legislators.375 


Countering Violent Extremism 


Obama and his fellow leftists weaponized Islam to their benefit in the 
same way they have weaponized all other groups: by declaring Muslims to 
be an oppressed minority. Obama expressed his sympathies early on in his 
infamous 2009 Cairo, Egypt speech "to the Muslim World." This sentiment 
was turned into official policy in the 2010 Presidential Study Directive-11 
(PSD-11), which although still classified, is understood to outline the Obama 
administration’s decision to promote the agenda of the Muslim Brotherhood 
both domestically and abroad. It was this document, PSD-11, that paved the 
way for the Obama administration’s backing and support for the Islamic

citations from the Charter of the Center of the Studies, the Intelligence and the Information, a 
document uncovered by Federal Law enforcement at the home of convicted Palestinian Islamic 
Jihad organizer and Muslim Brotherhood member Sami al-Arian. 
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Uprising of 2010-2011. Additionally, a 2011 memorandum stated that his 
administration would take a "civil rights" approach to law enforcement.376 
Using that as pretext, President Obama redirected federal law enforcement 
focus away from national security and toward "civil rights" and "civil 
liberties." Instead of focusing on Islamic jihad terrorism, the administration 
highlighted an agenda it called Countering Violent Extremism (CVE). 

As the Congressional Research Service described it, CVE was designed 
to "address the forces that influence some people living in the United States 
to acquire and hold radical or extremist beliefs that may eventually compel 
them to commit terrorism."377 Taken at face value, this sounds at least 
somewhat reasonable, ie., a proactive effort to prevent so-called ‘violent 
extremism’ from developing. The actual definition of ‘violent extremism’, 
however, was purposefully absent. 

The Obama administration, the most hardcore leftist presidency in 
American history, had a completely different thing in mind. For that crowd, 
‘extremism’ is in the eye of the beholder, and true ‘extremists’ were anyone 
who held differing political beliefs. Thus, we suddenly discovered that 
elderly Tea Partiers in wheelchairs and people who put Ron Paul stickers on 
their automobiles were in fact potential "domestic terrorists."378 But when 
Nidal Hassan murdered 13 soldiers at Fort Hood in 2009, a clear and 
premeditated act of Islamic terrorism, the Obama administration labeled it 
“workplace violence." 

CVE was actually the result of an influence operation conducted by 
Muslim Brotherhood and other similarly disposed Islamic supremacists that 
successfully infiltrated presidential administrations from Bill Clinton’s, 
through George W. Bush’s, to Obama’s own. This subtle shift reoriented law 
enforcement priorities away from Islamic terrorism, seeking to prioritize 
"rightwing extremism," and succeeded in ending training, investigations, and 
intelligence gathering regarding Islamic terrorism, restricted the military 
rules of engagement overseas, and censored language deemed offensive to 
Muslims—even making it verboten to identify Islamic terrorist attacks as 
such.379 

Consider the following list, that the U.S. Extremist Crime Database 
(ECDB) claims motivates "rightwing extremist" attacks: 


e __ Fiercely nationalistic (as opposed to universal and international in 
orientation); 

e = Anti-global; 

e Suspicious of centralized federal authority; 

e Reverent of individual liberty (especially right to own guns; be free 
of taxes); 

e _Beliefin conspiracy theories that involve a grave threat to national 
sovereignty and/or personal liberty; 
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e Belief that one’s personal and/or national “way of life” is under 
attack and is either already lost or that the threat is imminent; and 

e Belief in the need to be prepared for an attack either by 
participating in or supporting the need for paramilitary 
preparations and training or survivalism.3®0 


Most readers will agree that this list characterizes the views of many 
Americans, virtually all patriots and constitutionalists, and anyone who 
identifies as a "prepper.” What is happening in the U.S. is not a "conspiracy 
theory" but a well-documented fact. The existence of such a list is prima facie 
evidence that the government considers ordinary Americans as potentially 
dangerous. 

The ECDB adds as an afterthought that "many persons having violent 
extreme far right views express support for some version of white 
supremacy, the Ku Klux Klan, and neo-Nazism."381 

Do you see what they just did? This creates an official paper trail 
equating patriots, conservatives, constitutionalists, and preppers with the 
KKK and Nazis. And they have 106 fatal attacks in their database that ascribe 
those attacks to such common American beliefs.382 But in most cases the 
attacks came from fringe groups and individuals like the Skinheads. Most 
target one person, and in many cases the motive was personal. 

For example, the worst case of "rightwing extremism" involved a 
deranged individual who killed six and wounded eight of his co-workers at a 
Lockheed Martin plant in Meridian, Mississippi in 2003. It was clearly a case 
of genuine workplace violence involving revenge against co-workers from a 
man who committed suicide afterward. Some reports claim the attack was 
racially motivated, but the local sheriff noted that four blacks and five whites 
were wounded. He stated, "'There was no indication it involved race or 
gender as far as his targets were concerned.'383 

The ECDB goes further in attempting to equate "rightwing extremism" 
with Islamic terrorism, by noting that while more people have been killed by 
Islamic terrorists, there have been fewer total attacks. So according to CVE, 
10 attacks by "rightwing extremists" where one person has been killed each 
time means more than one terrorist attack like Omar Mateen's mass murder 
of 49 in Orlando, Florida. But this is because the Islamic attacks are genuine 
terrorist acts that have sought to kill as many people as possible. 

Department of Homeland Security intelligence officer Philip Haney 
went on the record as a whistleblower to describe how very effective 
counterterrorism research was halted by the Obama administration. The 
hundreds of records he painstakingly inputted on genuine terrorists 
operating in the U.S. were deleted from government databases, and Haney 
himself was investigated by multiple agencies, for doing the job he was 
assigned to do.384 Haney asserts that had the administration allowed the 
program to continue, they may have been able to stop the Boston Marathon 
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bombing, and the San Bernardino, California and Orlando, Florida terrorist 
attacks.385 


Immigration Crisis Strategy 


U.S. immigration policies, including but not limited to refugee 
resettlement, and our unwillingness to effectively protect our borders from 
mass incursions, have brought our nation to a crisis point. To paraphrase 
John P. Roche, presidential advisor to JFK and Lyndon Johnson, "it is less than 
a conspiracy, but more than an accident"38 that we find ourselves in the 
position we're in today. For the hard Left and the Islamic Movement, 
fomenting crisis is an essential component of "eliminating and destroying the 
Western civilization from within and 'sabotaging' its miserable house by 
their hands and the hands of the believers..."387 

The Left's goals, and strategies for effecting those goals, have not 
changed for over a century. The first object is to destroy the existing order. 
Karl Marx and Friedrich Engels both called for "the destruction of everything 
existing." One of their most adept followers was Sergey Nechayev, a 22-year- 
old Russian anarchist who in 1869 penned "The Revolutionary 
Catechism."388 He said, "Our task is terrible, total, universal, and merciless 
destruction," and in that short document he laid out a strategy that became 
the blueprint for Communist revolutions worldwide. Points included: 


e Penetrating all segments of society, pretending to fit in while 
plotting destruction. 

e Attacking property rights, traditional society and morality. 

e Executing entire classes of society. 


Nechayev's method was to create so much chaos that the society would 
declare war on itself: 


The Society [of revolutionaries] has no aim other than the 
complete liberation and happiness of the masses — i.e., of the 
people who live by manual labor. Convinced that their 
emancipation and the achievement of this happiness can only 
come about as a result of an all-destroying popular revolt, the 
Society will use all its resources and energy toward increasing 
and intensifying the evils and miseries of the people until at 
last their patience is exhausted and they are driven to a 
general uprising. (Emphasis added). 


Does that not sound like where our society is today? While most people 
have never heard of him, it was Nechayev who popularized the Left's favorite 
mantra, "The ends justify the means." Nechayev was also the basis for one of 
Fyodor Dostoyevsky's main characters in his novel, Demons. 
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Nechayev said, "The object is perpetually the same: the surest and 
quickest way of destroying the whole filthy order," by its own hands. This 
statement echoes the Muslim Brotherhood's Explanatory Memorandum, 
which could well have taken some of its cues from Nechayev. 

Elements of Nechayev's Catechism have been applied by many 
American leftists. Following are two of the most important. In 1966, a 
married pair of Columbia University sociology professors, Richard Cloward 
and Frances Fox Piven, penned a now notorious article for Nation magazine 
titled "The Weight of the Poor; A Strategy to End Poverty."28° Cloward and 
Piven, both radical Socialists, opined that forcing as many people as possible 
onto the welfare rolls would create "a profound financial and political crisis," 
that would drive state and local governments to financial ruin. It came to be 
known as the Cloward-Piven Crisis Strategy, or simply the Crisis strategy. 

The pair hoped that in the ashes of the crisis, they could then offer their 
radical solution: a guaranteed annual income for all citizens. It seems obvious 
to any rational thinker thata strategy calling for unprecedented increases in 
welfare spending would also eventually break the bank of federal 
government. It is coming close to that now. 

The first test came in the late 1960s, using the National Welfare Rights 
Organization (NWRO). The strategy worked in New York City, where in the 
early 1970s, one person was on the dole for every two working in the private 
sector, and welfare consumed 23 percent of the city budget. New York was 
brought to insolvency in 1975. Mayor Rudy Giuliani subsequently called it 
deliberate economic sabotage and cited the pair as responsible.3%° 

NWRO dissolved in 1975 but was quickly replaced by the Association of 
Community Organizations for Reform Now (ACORN). Cloward and Piven 
again selected a protégé to run ACORN: Wade Rathke, a veteran NWRO 
organizer. Rathke and other leftists sought back door methods to 
increasingly burden government with ever more demands for welfare. Over 
time they have achieved the equivalent of the guaranteed income by simply 
expanding the menu of welfare benefits and the qualifications for them. (The 
call for a $15/hour minimum wage is part of this effort.) 

So, for example, according to a study by the Illinois Policy Institute, in 
Chicago, a single parent of two earning $8.50 per hour at some menial job, 
can collect benefits that will add up to the equivalent of a $65,000 per year 
income.3°! This recipient would have to earn $38/hour to achieve that annual 
income. 

This explains why, as welfare programs become more generous, they 
kill incentives for achievement and guarantee that most people receiving 
them will remain reliant on the dole for life. It explains partially why 
employers seek immigrants to replace American workers. Welfare benefits 
are so generous, there is little incentive to work for low wages. 
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Immigrants from poor 
countries, however, find the 
wages very attractive. They go 
to work and apply for benefits 
as well. As a result, we the 
taxpayer are _ effectively 
subsidizing low-wage foreign 
labor, while immigrants take 
our jobs, and according to the 
law of supply and demand, 
depress wages. 

Virulently anti-American 
radicals, Cloward and Piven 
were very happy with their 
creation. The massive welfare 
establishment created its own 

} : dynamic that would ultimately 
lead to fiscal collapse. As they wrote, "...this kind of mass influence is 
cumulative because benefits are continuous. Once eligibility for basic food 
and rent grants is established, the drain on local resources persists 
indefinitely."392 

Next time you travel through a blighted ghetto neighborhood, with 
failing schools, drugs, crime, abandoned homes and_ understaffed, 
overworked first-responders, remember Cloward and Piven's triumphant 
claim, "the drain on local resources persists indefinitely." 

But Cloward and Piven weren't nearly done. ACORN later gained 
notoriety as one of the groups behind the subprime mortgage crisis— 
another evolution of the Crisis Strategy.293 The Clinton administration piled 
on, forcing banks to issue bad mortgages, but then having taxpayer-backed 
Fannie Mae (Federal National Mortgage Association) and Freddie Mac 
(Federal Home Loan Mortgage Corporation) underwrite the risk to the tune 
of $3 trillion.394 The easily predictable real-estate bubble and subsequent 
crash assisted Obama in defeating Sen. John McCain in the 2008 presidential 
election. 

Cloward and Piven also researched and promoted for ten years what 
ultimately became the National Voter Registration Act (also known as "Motor 
Voter"), signed by President Clinton in 1993, with the pair standing behind 
him at the signing ceremony (pictured above). It called for, among other 
things, automatic voter registration with license and motor vehicle 
registration, welfare, and other public benefits administered by state and 
local government. 

ACORN also became involved in this issue, creating hundreds of 
thousands of fraudulent voter registrations prior to the 2008 election. 
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Today's massive problems with voter rolls, especially non-citizen voter 
registration, are another direct result of Cloward and Piven's handiwork.395 

In every case, Cloward and Piven's strategy relies on the false mantra of 
"compassion." The poor "need" welfare, they "need help" registering to vote, 
they "deserve" to own a house, even if they can't afford it. Discover The 
Networks describes the Crisis strategy as a form of Trojan Horse: 


[The] outward purpose seems to be providing material help to 
the downtrodden, but whose real objective is to draft poor 
people into service as revolutionary foot soldiers; to mobilize 
poor people en masse to overwhelm government agencies with 
a flood of demands beyond the capacity of those agencies to 
meet. The flood of demands was calculated to break the budget, 
jam the bureaucratic gears into gridlock, and bring the system 
crashing down. Fear, turmoil, violence and economic collapse 
would accompany such a breakdown — providing perfect 
conditions for fostering radical change.396 


President Obama was very familiar with Cloward, Piven and their 
strategy, having worked alongside ACORN, "my entire life." Then Chief of 
Staff Rahm Emanuel famously said, "You never want a serious crisis to go to 
waste. ... It's an opportunity to do things you think you could not do before."397 
Obama's entire eight years in the presidency were one big crisis strategy298 

Most people have never heard of Cloward and Piven, but among the 
hard Left, they are legends. It should be apparent as we watch illegal aliens 
flood the border while facing a tidal wave of third-world immigration 
through refugee resettlement and other programs—all sold as 
"compassion"—why and how their "Crisis" strategy applies to immigration 
as well. 

It is in fact the most dangerous Crisis strategy devised yet—Cloward 
Piven on steroids. Waves of illegal aliens, refugees, and legal aliens are taking 
jobs and driving down wages, while utilizing welfare at astronomical rates, 
despite having access to multiple special grants allegedly designed to help 
them achieve "self-sufficiency," something that many never do. Other costs 
like terrorism, crime, disease, language, and cultural barriers, are existential 
threats to local communities and the nation at large. 

All immigration, especially illegal immigration, is now being 
aggressively defended on the streets by violent Antifa mobs, while radicals 
in the courts block all efforts for relief. Anyone who objects is attacked as a 
bigot, racist, xenophobe, Islamophobe, Nazi, fascist, or just their favorite, 
“hater.” And the final straw is the full-throated effort to criminalize speech, 
to prevent people from even identifying the problems, let alone discuss them. 

More than any other single issue, mass immigration is "increasing and 
intensifying the evils and miseries of the people," as Nechayev prophesied, 
drawing us to the brink of anarchy. 
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"culture shaping," the Left's slimy term for manipulating public 

opinion. The idea is once again to use the mantle of "compassion" to 
arm twist the public into not merely supporting, but actually promoting the 
Red-Green Axis's immigration agenda. 


T° first edition of the Red-Green Axis introduced you to the notion of 


Weaponized Civil Rights 


The generally accepted definition of "refugee" was established at the 
1951 UN Convention Relating to the Status of Refugees, since augmented by 
the 1967 Protocol Relating to the Status of Refugees. According to the official 
UN definition, a "refugee" is someone who is unwilling to return to his home 
country due to a "well-founded fear of being persecuted for reasons of race, 
religion, nationality, membership of a particular social group or political 
opinion."399 The U.S. was a signatory to both of these accords and its refugee 
definition is essentially the same. 

It sounds innocent enough, but what if membership in a particular 
social or religious group meant that one practiced cannibalism? What if one's 
politics, for example communism or enforcement of Islamic Law, advocated 
the overthrow of the United States? The law is silent on that. You are only 
ineligible as a refugee if you yourself, "ordered, incited, assisted, or otherwise 
participated in the persecution of any person on account of race, religion, 
nationality, membership in a particular social group, or political opinion."4°° 

But even that exception is often overlooked. For example, the 
Cambodian refugee camps housed both refugees fleeing the murderous 
Khmer Rouge and actual Khmer Rouge members. We took both. Prior to the 
1980 Refugee Act, refugees were granted entry to the U.S. by the attorney 
general through something called humanitarian parole. It was official U.S. 
policy to focus primarily on refugees fleeing communism.*°1 The Refugee Act 
ended, and I would argue, reversed this focus. Now we get the communists. 

It is important to note here that under these definitions, "individuals 
who have crossed an international border fleeing generalized violence are 
not considered refugees." 402 If taken literally, this would exclude large 
numbers of people who are regularly resettled anyway, for example many of 
the Syrians fleeing that country's conflict, most, if not all, Somalis, and even 
the above-mentioned Khmer Rouge, who should have been excluded for 
being the murderous monsters they were. It is as absurd as allowing Islamic 
State fighters from Europe to return home, which many countries do! 

Similar language guides our anti-discrimination and "hate" crime laws, 
first articulated in the Civil Rights Act of 1964, which banned discrimination 
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on the basis of race, sex, color, religion, or national origin. That definition has 
expanded over time by either new legislation or regulatory fiat. The Equal 
Employment Opportunity Commission (EEOC) now prohibits discrimination 
on the basis of race, color, sex, sexual orientation, gender identity, marital 
status, political affiliation, religion, national origin, age, disability, parental 
status, and genetic information.43 

In practice, this has resulted in hiring quotas and other preferences for 
the target group. It facilitates anti-discrimination lawsuits and other legal 
action, protests, boycotts, and so forth. Activists are seeking the same kind of 
legal protection now for Muslims to protect them against "Islamophobia," 
including the passage of blasphemy laws. This has already occurred in 
Europe. And whereas these protections legally only extend to U.S. citizens, 
the Left has constantly sought to expand these "rights" to cover practically 
anyone, including illegal aliens. 

The Left has multiple goals in pursuing this strategy: 1. to cultivate votes 
by finding ever more groups that can be singled out for preferential 
treatment by the government, 2. creating ever more divisions of competing 
groups, e.g., straight vs gay, black vs white, old vs young, citizen vs immigrant, 
etc. and most importantly, 3. isolating, marginalizing, and ultimately 
criminalizing those Americans who uphold the Constitution, the rule of law, 
traditions, and traditional morality. 

The sum total of this effort has been to tie our courts in knots and 
facilitate the Left's relentless war against the Trump administration. The 
latest insanity finds an Obama-appointed, San Francisco district court judge 
claiming that denying illegal aliens the right to request asylum violates their 
civil rights.404 


The Language of Hate 


The Left presents its immigration agenda as one of generous, even 
biblical "compassion." We are to "welcome the stranger," and open our doors 
to migrants "fleeing war and oppression," when frequently their goal is to 
simply circumvent immigration laws to enjoy the freedom, employment 
opportunities and generous welfare programs America provides. 

Should you point out this obvious ploy, question its dangerous 
challenge to the rule of law, criticize the heavy costs it imposes on the 
community, or raise any other red flags, you are immediately characterized 
as a "racist," a "bigot," a "xenophobe”, or "Islamophobe." The Left forces you 
into a box. You either capitulate and accept its agenda or are symbolically 
(for now) exiled from the human race. 

Operators in the Red-Green Axis are aggressively seeking to weaponize 
"hate crime" laws to include any language that offends them. It has already 
occurred in Europe and Canada, where speaking truthfully about some of the 
very anti-Western beliefs and practices of Islam, pointing to rising Islamic 
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terrorism in Europe, or identifying the growing gang rape and grooming gang 
phenomena as attributable to Middle Eastern men, can get you thrown in jail 
as a "hater." This "hate crimes" strategy is now being extended to any 
criticism of the open borders agenda. It has been codified in the UN migration 
compact, as described earlier. 

More and more frequently, the Red-Green Axis has been successfully 
silencing critics. CAIR's Nihad Awad and his allies scored a high-profile 
victory recently by getting Judge Jeannine Pirro suspended by Fox News for 
comments regarding Rep. IIhan Omar. Her crime? Islamophobia. Pirro 
reasonably asked if Rep. Ilhan Omar would put Islamic law (sharia) above 
her duty to the U.S. Constitution: "Is her adherence to this Islamic doctrine 
[wearing a hijab] indicative of her adherence to sharia law, which in itself is 
antithetical to the United States Constitution?” 

That is a perfectly valid question, borne out by Omar's behavior. She 
casually violated longstanding House rules against wearing religious 
headgear, unlike 170 Jewish representatives405 who have respected the 181- 
year-old ban, and no one called her on it. Instead, the newly-elected 
Democrat House removed the ban.4° That in itself was at once a bow to 
sharia supremacy and a demonstration of Democrats’ antisemitic bias. And 
Omar's frequently outrageous statements and behavior already reveal a 
contempt for the Constitution. 

Today, we can see the "hate" tactic in operation every day when left- 
wing professors, journalists, performers, and _ politicians ridicule, 
misrepresent, threaten, or just suppress statements by anyone with an 
opposing view, or facts that might upset the leftist narrative. The Southern 
Poverty Law Center, Media Matters for America, and even the Anti- 
Defamation League, are assisting in this effort today. Social media does the 
same by "deplatforming,” "shadow-banning," and other forms of censorship, 
while online payment processors discriminate against those with a 
politically incorrect mission or message, sometimes financially crippling 
them. 

It is an unscrupulous, mean-spirited, self-serving, and dangerous form 
of psychological manipulation that has reduced our political discourse to 
infantile, elementary school playground name-calling. It is a national 
disgrace, delivered to us entirely from the Islamic Movement and its willing 
partners on the left. But because it is so effective at marginalizing opponents, 
the targets can lose friends, jobs, access to major communications platforms, 
and standing in the community, permanently. It is a form of psychological 
warfare and political terrorism. 

Given its pedigree, this is not surprising. The strategy was conjured up 
by early big thinkers of the Left and was designed specifically to discredit its 
enemies and destroy our first and most important freedom: that of free 
speech. It is frequently misunderstood as a spontaneous, visceral reaction to 
beliefs the Left finds unacceptable. Those with more political savvy suggest 
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it is an application of Saul Alinsky's Rule #13: Pick the target, freeze it, 
personalize it, and polarize it.4°7 But it is actually a very specific tactic 
formulated 100 years ago by the Soviet Communist Party. 

Vladimir Lenin, the Soviet Union's first leader, articulated this idea 
when he said, “We must be ready to employ trickery, deceit, law-breaking, 
withholding and concealing truth... We can and must write in a language 
which sows among the masses hate, revulsion, and scorn toward those who 
disagree with us.”408 

In the Soviet Union under Lenin and Stalin, individuals so vilified could 
face a death sentence. 409 But the tactic was urged on party members 
worldwide as suggested by this 1943 message from the Soviet Communist 
Party to the communist parties of the world: 


"Members and front organizations must continually 
embarrass, discredit and degrade our critics. When 
obstructionists become too irritating, label them as fascist or 
Nazi or anti-Semitic... constantly associate those who oppose 
us with those names that already have a bad smell. The 
association will, after enough repetition, become ‘fact’ in the 
public mind."410 


Lenin and his Bolsheviks believed that stifling speech was essential to 
their cause. He said: 


Why should freedom of speech and freedom of the press be 
allowed? Why should a government which is doing what it 
believes is right allow itself to be criticized? It would not allow 
opposition by lethal weapons. Ideas are much more fatal things 
than guns.411 


Repressive Tolerance 


The German Communist Herbert Marcuse developed the idea of 
suppressing conservative speech in America in his 1965 essay "Repressive 
Tolerance.” Marcuse was one of the better-known members of the so-called 
Frankfurt School. Founded in Frankfurt, Germany in 1923 as the Institute for 
Social Research, the school was disbanded when Hitler rose to power, and its 
professors—all Jewish Communists—fled. Most came to America. 

The Frankfurt School was reinstituted at Columbia University. Marcuse 
taught there before heading to Harvard, Brandeis, and finally the University 
of California, San Diego. He mentored Angela Davis, the black American 
Communist involved at the time with the Black Panthers, first at Brandeis, 
then at UC San Diego, which she attended specifically because he was 
there.412 

Marcuse and his fellow Frankfurt School Marxists created Critical 
Theory, an intellectual tool to deconstruct the West through constant 
criticism. Echoing the Soviets, their teaching relentlessly accused Western 
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societies of being “the world’s greatest repositories of racism, sexism, 
xenophobia, homophobia, anti-Semitism, fascism, and Nazism.”413 

In order to correct the oppressive imbalance Marcuse claimed exists in 
Western societies, he suggested that—again recalling Lenin—those 
oppressed by the society had a special right to conceal and suppress truth, 
engage in violence, law-breaking, and other civil disobedience to get their 
way: 


Under the conditions prevailing in this country, tolerance does 
not, and cannot, fulfill the civilizing function attributed to it by 
the liberal protagonists of democracy, namely, protection of 
dissent... I believe that there is a ‘natural right’ of resistance for 
oppressed and overpowered minorities to use extralegal 
means if the legal ones have proved to be inadequate... If they 
use violence, they do not start a new chain of violence but try 
to break an established one.*14 


In the sphere of public debate this meant: 


Not "equal" but more representation of the Left would be 
equalization of the prevailing inequality... Given this situation, 
I suggested in "Repressive Tolerance" the practice of 
discriminating tolerance in an inverse direction, as a means of 
shifting the balance between Right and Left by restraining the 
liberty of the Right, thus counteracting the pervasive inequality 
of freedom (unequal opportunity of access to the means of 
democratic persuasion) and strengthening the oppressed 
against the oppressors ...415 


Marcuse further described the types of people who needed to have their 
freedom curtailed: 


[It] would include the withdrawal of toleration of speech and 
assembly from groups and movements which promote 
aggressive policies, armament, chauvinism, discrimination on 
the grounds of race and religion, or which oppose the extension 
of public services, social security, medical care, etc. Moreover, 
the restoration of freedom of thought may necessitate new and 
rigid restrictions on teachings and practices in the educational 
institutions which, by their very methods and concepts, serve 
to enclose the mind within the established universe of 
discourse and behavior--thereby precluding a priori a rational 
evaluation of the alternatives.*16 


In Marcuse's formulation, anyone who opposes, for example, programs 
like social security or Medicaid, is by definition a racist, sexist, etc. and should 
have his/her voice and activities silenced. 
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The Role of the Southern Poverty Law Center 


Marcuse's Repressive Tolerance was read widely and his tactics readily 
adopted by the Left, but Marcuse also had a direct connection to the Southern 
Poverty Law Center. SPLC co-founder Julian Bond and Herbert Marcuse were 
close associates. They got to know each other through their membership in 
the National Conference for New Politics, an organization Bond co-founded. 
Late Senator James Eastland described the NCNP as “working hand-in-glove 
with the Communist Party” to foment “revolution in the United States.” In 
1976 Bond and Marcuse also helped found the radical journal In These 
Times.*17 

In 1970, Bond joined the Democratic Socialist Organizing Committee 
which ultimately became Democratic Socialists of America.*18 He co-founded 
the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee, 419 later led by black 
separatists Stokely Carmichael and H. Rap Brown, who advocated guerrilla 
warfare in the U.S. Though Bond was elected to the Georgia legislature, the 
body refused to seat Bond three times because of his agitation against the 
Vietnam War. Bond called on communist lawyer Leonard Boudin to 
represent him. Boudin’s other clients included the government of Fidel 
Castro, Soviet agent of influence Paul Robeson, and Pentagon Papers leaker 
Daniel Ellsberg. Boudin’s daughter, Kathie, was a Weather Underground 
terrorist, who served 25 years for her participation in the 1981 Brinks 
robbery that left two policemen and one Brinks guard dead.420 

Bond and Marcuse also shared an interest in Marcuse's protégé Angela 
Davis. When she was jailed for her alleged role in the Black Panther murder 
of a California Judge, she recruited attorney Howard Moore, Bond's brother- 
in-law, who had also helped represent Bond in his battle to be seated with 
the Georgia legislature.421 Davis was also a member of Bond's SNCC.422 Bond 
later wrote the foreword to Davis' book, If They Come in the Morning: Voices 
of Resistance.423 

The SPLC uses the "hate" tactic invented by Lenin and further developed 
by Marcuse and Saul Alinsky, to spear political opponents. It does so by 
lumping mainstream conservative organizations like the Family Research 
Council, ACT for America, and the Center for Security Policy in with 
Skinheads, Neo-Nazis, and other extremist groups. Having thus conflated all 
their political enemies, SPLC spokesman Mark Potok has said, "our aim in life 
is to destroy these groups, completely destroy them."424 

As Lenin predicted, when repeated enough publicly, the lie becomes the 
truth. It saves the Left from actually having to argue any issue on the basis of 
facts, because they would lose every time. Instead, their political and 
intellectual opponents are simply discredited. It is a shameless, 
unscrupulous tactic that has reduced the national dialogue to infantile, 
elementary school name-calling, all brought to us courtesy the radical Left, 
and now used by the radical Islamists. But they have been very successful.

The Red-Green Axis 2.0 


The SPLC is regularly cited by news outlets anytime they want to 
discredit someone as a "racist," "bigot," or "Islamophobe." The refugee 
resettlement industry now advocates publicly shaming anyone who 
questions the program and has recruited the SPLC in its efforts to identify 
and discredit critics. Amazon, Facebook, Google, and others follow SPLC 
guidance in identifying "haters." But recently, the SPLC has run into some 
problems of its own regarding widespread abuse alleged by employees, 
including charges of racism and sexual harassment. Co-founder Morris Dees 
has been fired and two other top SPLC executives have resigned. More good 
news followed with the 17 April 2019 report that Twitter had severed ties 
with the SPLC, which was no longer a member of Twitter's Trust and Safety 
Council.425 

It remains to be seen whether SPLC will retain its current level of 
influence. SPLC has received much criticism from both the left and right over 
the years and has survived and prospered. This author believes it will 
continue to do so. The people who use SPLC's "hate" list are well-aware of its 
fraudulent, defamatory nature, but being from the Left, those clients are less 
interested in the truth than in having a pretext to conduct their own war on 
traditional America. It would not be surprising to see SPLC hire people even 
more radical than those who left. 


Shutting Down Free Speech 


They have worked for years to "culture shape" our society. But some of 
us just refuse to be reeducated like the commissars would have us. So. the 
Red-Green Axis is now aggressively pushing to both define and criminalize 
"hate" speech. It is the most sophisticated version of the Leninist tactic yet. 
CAIR has been at it for years and lobbies the government to amend hate 
crimes law to included hate speech—as defined by CAIR and the Left, of 
course. SPLC provides the ammunition. 

In 2017, this author and DHS Whistleblower Philip Haney were 
prevented from giving a presentation in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, following 
complaints by a former CAIR Minnesota attorney.42¢ In 2018, author and talk 
show host Brannon Howse was forced to cancel four of five Midwest counter- 
jihad conferences at a very heavy cost due to threats from Antifa and similar 
groups that had heard of the events from a posting on the SPLC website.127 
Antifa and violent student protests against conservative speakers on college 
campuses and throughout the U.S. have become a regular feature on the 
news. Meanwhile, the Red-Green Axis continues its aggressive efforts to 
criminalize speech. 

They seek to achieve what has already happened in Europe, where it is 
now a crime to speak negatively about the problems created by an 
overwhelming influx of mostly young male Muslim migrants. Austrian native 
Elisabeth Sabaditsch-Wolff was prosecuted after giving a series of speeches 
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articulating the dangers Islam poses to Western Civilization. Her crime? She 
reportedly said of the marriage between Mohammed and his six-year-old 
bride, Aisha "... A 56-year-old and a six-year-old? ... What do we call it, if it is 
not paedophilia?”428 

Now the Swamp has jumped in. A brand-new group bolstered by two 
related websites has announced itself. The group is called Change the Terms 
and calls on technology companies to shut down anyone saying things they 
define as "hateful." 

Its website states:429 


WE ARE A COALITION OF CIVIL RIGHTS, HUMAN RIGHTS, 
TECHNOLOGY POLICY, AND CONSUMER PROTECTION 
ORGANIZATIONS. 


WE BELIEVE THAT TECH COMPANIES NEED TO DO MORE TO 
COMBAT HATEFUL CONDUCT ON THEIR PLATFORMS. 


This is an agenda that has become all too familiar at this point. Who are 
the "haters?" Of course, according to Change the Terms, they are: 


For example, white supremacist and other organizations 
inciting hate are using online platforms to organize, fund, 
recruit supporters for, and normalize racism, sexism, 
xenophobia, religious bigotry, homophobia and transphobia, 
among others... 


This chills the online speech of the targeted groups, curbs 
democratic participation, and threatens people’s safety and 
freedom in real life... 


Change the Terms uses the term “hateful activities” to mean 
activities that incite or engage in violence, intimidation, 
harassment, threats, or defamation targeting an individual or 
group based on their actual or perceived race, color, religion, 
national origin, ethnicity, immigration status, gender, gender 
identity, sexual orientation, or disability. 


According to the Left, conservatives are all white supremacists, even 
when they aren't white. Conservatives don't normally "engage in violence, 
intimidation, harassment, threats, or defamation" either. Unlike the Left, we 
believe in the rule of law. Those who actually do engage in these kinds of 
activities are this group and the people affiliated with it. 

In fact, the very creation of this group is a form of threat and harassment 
because it telegraphs their intentions to us. It is in essence a declaration of 
war. The Left controls most media and they know it. The few less regulated 
media sources still available to non-leftists are social media and internet 
news sites. So, their overt goal is to shut us out of those as well. 
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The way they will succeed is to do what they always do: turn reality on 
its head. They will lie by calling the truth "defamation," and label any message 
that they don't like "harassment." Black is white, good is bad and you will 
comply. By their definition, this book is defamation. As we have already seen 
earlier, the UN has already been successful at declaring such literature as a 
crime.

Another recently created website with the same goal is Reject White 
Nationalism, (https://rejectwhitenationalism.org.) Many of the same actors 
listed above are affiliates, along with some new ones. But the objective is the 
same: to use Leninist tactics to discredit anyone who cares about our nation 
as "racists," "bigots," etc. It is so tiresome. The site provides Facebook and 
Twitter links to every member of the U.S. Congress, a very handy tool that 
they will no doubt use to demand the criminalization of free speech and shut 
us down as Herbert Marcuse advocated. CAP receives millions from Soros 
and other well-heeled leftists. 


Welcoming America: An Influence Operation 


There are thousands of organizations working the propaganda angle. 
Only with immigration they have added a "religious" twist. The most 
prominent of these is Welcoming America, a nationwide organization that 
has grown substantially since the first edition of this book. The Welcoming 
network includes over 93 local government "partners" and 117 non-profits, 
including numerous VOLAG affiliates, 10 YMCA branches and even some 
governmental entities, like the Atlanta Regional Commission.430 

Amazing whom you can bring to the table when enough money is 
involved. But many of these organizations have been infiltrated by the Left. 
Welcoming America now includes the Southern Poverty Law Center and 
other similarly extremist organizations in its membership as well.431 
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Welcoming America exploits a Bible theme, "welcoming the stranger", 
which appears in a few places in the Old and New Testaments. Probably the 
most useful for the open borders crowd is Matthew 25:35, which states, "for 
I was hungry and you gave Me food; I was thirsty and you gave Me drink; I 
was a Stranger and you took Me in." 

First, when he says "I was a stranger and you took ME in," Christ is 
talking about himself, not just any run-of-the-mill stranger off the street, and 
certainly not teeming crowds of immigrants, legal or otherwise. That is why 
Me is capitalized. 

But those who have bothered to actually read the Bible, unfortunately 
including many members of liberal churches involved in the "welcoming" 
agenda, who misrepresent Biblical teachings every day, will protest, quoting 
some of the following verses: "Then the righteous will answer Him saying... 
When did we see You a stranger and take You in, or naked and clothe You?" 
(25:37-38). Jesus explains, "Assuredly, I say to you, inasmuch as you did it to 
one of the least of these My brethren, you did it to Me." (35:40) Further along 
Jesus says, "Assuredly I say to you, inasmuch as you did not do it to one of the 
least of these, you did not do it to Me. And these will go into everlasting 
punishment, but the righteous into eternal life." (35:45-46). 

In each case Jesus is referring to his BRETHREN, that is, his Christian 
followers. Of course, newcomers to a community are always welcomed. That 
is a matter of traditional American courtesy. We don't need to be taught to 
be "welcoming.” 

In no part of the Bible does "Welcoming the stranger" refer to 
welcoming masses of illegal aliens flooding the border, or teeming hordes 
brought to the U.S. by financially motivated federal contractors working with 
politically motivated organizations looking to exploit these people either for 
low wages, votes or both. We are not required to take them in, nor are we 
required to clothe, feed or support them! In fact, the opposite is true. 

Another good one is Hebrews 13:2: "Do not forget to entertain 
strangers, for by so doing some have unwittingly entertained angels." So, 
denying access to millions of people exploiting our borders in one way or 
another may be rejecting angels? You have to hand it to them for their 
chutzpah. There are more, but in every case, it is a deliberate perversion of 
biblical doctrine to serve the Left's radical agenda. 

Most of the people pushing this narrative are virulently anti-Christian 
atheists —for example the communist sympathizers of the Southern Poverty 
Law Center, or the stridently anti-Christian ACLU. Those who claim to be 
Christians and push this narrative are committing gross apostasy, and 
demonstrate their utter unbelief, because true Christians know that to 
mislead believers justifies a punishment worse than death. As Matthew 18:6 
says, "it would be better for him if a large millstone were hung around his 
neck and he were drowned at the bottom of the sea." 
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Prominent evangelical Christian leader Kelly Kullberg says that the 
open borders, leftwing activists, "demand that Americans ‘welcome the 
stranger,’ but rarely do they teach, or likely even know, the whole counsel of 
biblical teaching on migration and citizenship."422 


You'll likely never hear them talking about the story of 
Nehemiah and Ezra, helping Israel rebuild its faith, culture and 
walls—with both weapons of protection and tools of 
construction. They won’t quote Isaiah 1:7, in which aggressive 
migration is seen as a curse, ‘Your country is desolate, your 
cities burned with fire; your fields are being stripped by 
foreigners right before you, laid waste as when overthrown by 
strangers,’433 


That's a pretty apt description of what is happening in Europe and here 
as well. Kelly goes on: 


In the Bible, we do not find the teaching of open borders, 
sanctuary cities as currently defined and illegal migration. In 
the Bible, we find respect of borders, nations, laws and 
customs—we find wise welcome... 


In cities where foreign law and customs are valued over 
American laws, we naturally see _ escalating crime, 
overwhelmed healthcare and welfare systems, domestic abuse 
and political chaos.434 


Here's another apropos biblical analogy. At the house of Lazarus, Mary 
anointed Jesus with expensive oil, rubbing it on his feet with her hair. But one 
of his disciples objected saying, "Why was this fragrant oil not sold for three 
hundred denarii and given to the poor?" John 12:5. (Note: three hundred 
denarii equated to a worker's annual wage at that time.) The disciple was 
Judas Iscariot, who, as explained in John 12:6, could care less about the poor, 
but was intent on stealing the money. 

Is that not exactly what is happening here? The Left wails about 
compassion, then waits, hands out, to take government money to "help" 
illegal aliens, refugees and other assorted "poor and downtrodden," while 
engorging themselves on taxpayer dollars and building capacity for a reliable 
voter base. At the same time resettlement organizations capitalize on well- 
meaning but gullible, ignorant Christian groups that provide volunteers, 
clothing, food, transportation and whatever else is needed to show they are 
"welcoming." 

Welcoming America, the preeminent culture shaping organization, is a 
major leftist influence operation. Here's the con: you must be welcoming, it 
is your Christian duty, and if you really step up, there might even be money 
in it for you too. If you are not welcoming, then you can't possibly be Christian, 
much less a good Christian. You must be a "hater," "bigot," "racist," 
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"Islamophobe," etc.; "greedy," and "selfish;" or the latest, a "white 
nationalist," even if you aren't white. 

David Lubell, the founder of Welcoming America, created it in 2009, 
probably not coincidentally, following the election of Barack Obama as 
president. His goal was to "build a robust good receiving communities 
movement and create an enabling environment for more people and 
institutions to recognize the role everyone must play in furthering the 
integration of recent immigrants in the fabric of the U.S. (Emphasis 
added).435 

Welcoming America’s goal is to force Americans to accept mass 
immigration. Instead of addressing the problems created by immigrant 
populations that have no concept of our constitutional republic and no 
interest in assimilating, it engages organizations with a vested interest in 
immigration to improve messaging: 


David has identified a number of critical levers that, with low 
activation energy, can spark deep, scalable change. He is 
drawing in natural allies such as other organizations working 
on immigrant integration across the country and building a 
network of “welcoming” affiliates as implementing 
partners... In addition, he is working with municipal officials 
and influencing several federal government bodies to require 
that grantees working with immigrants engage receiving 
communities as part of their strategies. Understanding that 
media and advertising play a critical role in informing public 
opinion, he is also targeting these industries. Among other 
critical actors, David is beginning to work with corporations 
who have a vested business interest in making their 
communities more welcoming.*36 


Much of the Welcoming America agenda can be traced back to the 
Building New American Communities (BNAC) initiative, a three-year project 
funded by the Office of Refugee Resettlement around the turn of the 21: 
century. 437 ORR drove the effort to accommodate refugees and other 
immigrants and get them involved in the political process as soon as possible. 
Four principles guided this agenda: 


1. New Americans should be involved significantly in decision- 
making processes; 

2. Integration is a two-way process that implicates and benefits both 
new Americans and receiving community members; 

3. Coalitions are among the vehicles that can foster effective and 
meaningful collaborations in order to tackle the numerous 
challenges and opportunities associated with socio-economic, 
cultural, and demographic change. These involve public-private 
partnerships that reach across levels of government and include a 
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broad array of non-governmental organizations, as well as 
institutions and individuals from many different segments of 
society; and 

4. Resources should be devoted to integration-focused interventions, 
as well as coalition building and training opportunities, which lead 
to systemic change.*438 


Note that this was all initiated with our tax dollars. ORR has long been 
the home of embedded leftists. Unfortunately, the same can be said for much 
of the federal government. 

Lubell uses the Delphi technique, a very manipulative method of putting 
people on two sides of an issue into the room and encourage "dialogue", with 
the end already predetermined. The bad guys, us, can express all our 
concerns over mass immigration, and they will listen patiently, with the 
expectation that you will listen patiently to their side. Having done that, the 
game is over, and they've won. This is made perfectly plain in their 
explanation: 


David and his team engage members from both groups to 
participate in and lead good welcoming events: Spaces where 
they can openly discuss their fears and build trust-based 
relationships with foreign-born U.S. residents. These carefully 
crafted interventions lead to significant shifts in the 
attitudes and actions of these two population groups. 
(Emphasis added).*39 


Of course, the only change in attitude that matters is ours. The "foreign- 
born U.S. residents," are handpicked and know exactly how to behave. If you 
object, everyone in the room frowns on you, for after all, you aren't being 
"fair." So, you sit still and fume, while everyone else seeks to be more "open- 
minded" to avoid the group's cold shoulder. In the end, we're all friends, and 
see, swamping your community with needy, unassimilable hordes really isn't 
so bad after all. Their side hasn’t budged an inch, but your objections have 
been effectively defanged. 

But Lubell and the "Welcoming" team haven't stopped there. They 
recruit media to push their message, and seek support from corporations 
that may benefit from low wage immigrant labor: 


Understanding that media and advertising play a critical role 
in informing public opinion, he is also targeting these 
industries. Among other critical actors, David is beginning to 
work with corporations who have a vested business interest in 
making their communities more welcoming.*4° 


Welcoming America has been very successful in its efforts. Many 
politicians support the refugee program specifically so they can be 
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considered "welcoming," because to be "unwelcoming" is just another code 
word for "racist, bigot, xenophobe, etc." 

Public officials have been lambasted as "bigots" simply for questioning 
the program's cost. In one case, an effort was launched to recall a city 
commissioner in Fargo, North Dakota for merely posing this question.441 The 
effort failed, but how do responsible government leaders function in such an 
environment? Weaker politicians abdicate their responsibilities to their 
electorate to avoid negative press attacks. 

In February 2018, the author testified at a South Dakota state senate 
hearing ona proposed bill to limit refugee resettlement in the state. One state 
senator raised objections to the bill that she had supported, saying she didn't 
want the state to appear "unwelcoming." Meanwhile, the state was facing 
substantial fiscal burdens from a large and growing refugee community in 
Sioux Falls and other cities. 

She was clearly reacting to Welcoming America's narrative. But it is not 
a legislator's job to base decisions on whether her state appears "welcoming" 
or not, just so she can preserve her cherished "welcoming" image. It is her 
job to serve the citizens who elected her, citizens who will be on the hook for 
the myriad state and local costs associated with refugee resettlement. 

According to Table 22, Welcoming America has received $1.2 million 
from the federal government, all during the Obama years. The Trump 
administration zeroed out its federal support—a welcome change—but 
Welcoming America gets much more from private donors. Between 2011 and 
2016, Welcoming America received almost $10 million from open borders 
foundations like Open Society ($450,000), Unbound Philanthropy 
($984,450), Kellogg ($200,000), Kaplan, ($595,000), the Einhorn Family 
Trust ($1.5 million), Carnegie, ($325,000), and others.442 

Welcoming America and other similarly oriented propaganda shops are 
diabolical, corrupt, conspicuously disingenuous and _ self-serving—a 
malevolent cog in the agenda to erase America. 
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merica is in crisis. The Red-Green Axis immigration agenda is one 

dimension of the deliberate crisis being foisted on our nation. It 

cannot be separated from the others as they are all dedicated in one 
way or another to our nation's downfall. The target is national sovereignty 
and rule-of-law, to be replaced with a totalitarian one, whether of the secular 
or Islamic variety. 

The current immigration agenda, however, guarantees victory for our 
enemies because demographics is destiny. . On March 8, 2019, House 
Democrats made that goal explicit with a vote to defend municipalities that 
gave voting rights to illegal aliens. Rep. John Lewis, (D-GA) announced, "We 
are prepared to open up the political process and let all of the people come 
in...”443 

This was included as a part of HR 1, the Democrats’ first proposal under 
the new Democrat-controlled House. It included numerous radical changes 
to election law, such as automatic voter registration, prohibitions on cleaning 
voter rolls (currently a requirement under the National Voter Registration 
Act), same day voter registration and other onerous provisions that would 
open the door to massive voter fraud.444 HR 1 is unlikely to pass in the US 
Senate, but reveals clearly the brad Democrat effort to manipulate vote laws 
in its favor. 

There have been some positive developments, however. The 
#WalkAway and #BLEXIT movements, comprised of former leftists and 
minorities who have seen the light, could blunt the effect of mass 
immigration somewhat. But unless strongly encouraged and supported by 
the rest of us concerned Americans, it will not be adequate. The numbers are 
just too stark. 

Building the wall will reduce illegal immigration and discourage the 
mass migrations exemplified by the caravans. It is a critical first step. But 
with legal immigration allowing over 1 million immigrants annually, the 
numbers will eventually dictate a leftwing majority in Congress, most state 
legislatures and the presidency, as these future voters obtain citizenship. 

The organized, institutional Left, including media, the courts, schools 
and colleges and our political classes, have proven themselves utterly 
corrupt, unethical and contemptuous of our constitutional republican 
framework. Once they obtain enough power, avenues for legitimate 
democratic elections increasingly will be snuffed out. These compulsively 
despotic people will take power and use the levels of power to Keep it at all 
costs. 

On the evening of November 7, 2018, members of Antifa protested in 
front of Fox News host Tucker Carlson's house and attempted to break down 
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his front door.445 Tucker's wife was home alone and hid herself in a closet. 
One of the protesters suggested using a pipe bomb. Antifa published his 
home address and that of other Carlson colleagues online. Tucker asked 
“How can you go out for dinner and leave the kids at home at this point? If 
they’re talking about pipe bombs ... how do you live like that?”446 

In this case, the police defended Carlson, but that has not always 
happened. Increasingly, local jurisdictions are controlled by leftists perfectly 
happy to order police to stand down, as they did in Charlottesville, Virginia, 
resulting ultimately in the death of one protester, or at Berkeley, where 
rioters torched the campus in protesting conservative speaker, Milo 
Yiannopoulos. If the Left is able to obtain its oft-stated desire for a 
"permanent progressive majority", these types of occurrences will seem 
tame by comparison. 

The Left does not seek answers to pressing social problems: it seeks 
power, and all it needs to exercise that power is a pretext. Its chants of 
"racism," "fascism," "white privilege", and the like are merely that: pretexts 
for violent confrontation. Given free rein it will lead to murder. 

Legal immigration must be reduced to only those who can fill a 
perceived need—for example, high tech employment in areas where there is 
a domestic deficiency—and legal residence should only be granted to those 
who want to assimilate, learn the language, and strengthen our constitutional 
republic. At present, this means not more than 150,000 per year. 

Most immigrants obtaining Legal Permanent Resident (LPR) status 
today are the consequence of chain migration, the Diversity Visa, refugee 
resettlement, and other programs. They seek the benefits America offers, but 
are not generally compelled by a desire to assimilate as were immigrants 
from earlier times. Muslim immigrants are being told specifically not to 
assimilate. 

Laws and regulations must be changed to effect these results. The open 
spigot of taxpayer and private foundation money feeding this growing anti- 
Americanism must be curtailed. 

The current refugee resettlement system, which incentivizes endless 
resettlement and widespread fraud, must be abolished. Refugee resettlement 
and asylum must be reduced to only those who clearly meet the standard 
after a process of intensive vetting. Most today do not. Immigration 
regulations that allow virtually anyone who crosses our border to claim 
asylum must be changed. 

Unethical judges, as so many have revealed themselves to be since the 
2016 election, need to be shown the door. The activities of politicians and 
activists willing to prevent a duly elected president from carrying out the 
policies he was elected for need to be resoundingly rejected in the court of 
public opinion and at the ballot box. 

The Red-Green Axis's increasingly aggressive efforts to criminalize 
speech under the "hate speech" banner must be extinguished completely. 
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Given our First Amendment, it is astonishing that this even needs to be 
mentioned, but it does. The corrupt establishment has made clear that its 
prerogatives are much more important than dealing with inconvenient 
truths, even if it means disabling the Bill of Rights. If they are successful, all 
our freedoms will be lost. 

This is where we find ourselves today. These critical changes will not be 
made as long as Democrats and establishment Republicans beholden to 
corporate interests rule Washington. For the long term, the education 
establishment must begin the long, hard task of reeducating our young, who 
have been led down the garden path of Socialism for over a generation. 

Ironically, the Red-Green Axis agenda is ultimately self-defeating. If they 
achieve their objectives, the golden goose of American prosperity will be 
killed. Because the world economy is dependent on American markets and is 
buoyed by American productivity and affluence, the entire world will be 
plunged into an unprecedented depression that few will survive. 

Dire predictions? Yes, but not far off if we ignore them. Americans 
dedicated to the cause of freedom must unite and throw off the shackles 
being tightened by the Red-Green Axis. Our nation is at a tipping point. Will 
we return sanity to our immigration policies and ethics to government? Will 
the increasingly aggressive socialists and Islamists impose their will on 
American society? These questions go beyond the answer to any one policy 
but are key to finding our way forward with all policies. 
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
